THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS

AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF BELLINGHAM 
TO PAY CERTAIN UNPAID BILLS.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


The Board of Registrars elected June E. Hill as its Chairwoman for 
the year 1984. Other members are Gordon D. Curtis, Emile W. 
Niedzwiadek, and Bertrand Z. Remillard, who also serves as clerk. 


Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required 
by law for the Annual Town Election, and all Special Town Meetings. In 
addition, voter registration has been provided by the Town Clerk on a 
year round basis at his office in the Town Hall during regular office 
hours. Office hours are Monday through Thursday from 8:30 A.M. to 
4:30 P.M. and the office is closed for lunch from 12:00 P.M. to 1:00 P.M. 
The hours on Friday are from 8:30 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. and the office is 
also open every Monday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. 


A tabulation of registered voters, by precinct and by party affiliation, 
as of December 31, 1984 follows:

We again wish to remind residents of some of the laws which they 
should be aware of regarding voter registration to preclude any future 
problems regarding their voting status. They are: 


1. When voters move from one street address to another within 
the town, they are required to file a written change of address 
notice with the Board of Registrars. This can be done in the 
Town Clerk’s office, and the special forms are available there. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election 
or town meeting, may register to vote before the final day of 
voter registration, even though they have not become 18 years 
of age on the date of registration. 


3. New residents may register to vote on their first day of 
residence in Bellingham and become immediately eligible to 
vote at all subsequent elections and town meetings, provided 
the registration is prior to the deadline for the particular 
election or town meeting. 
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4. Voter registration deadlines are now: 


a. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Election. 
b. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 
c. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 
d. 28 days prior to the Presidential Primary, State Primary 
and State Election. 
5. | Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service, 


need not be registered voters. However, they cannot continue 
to vote after they are discharged from the service unless they 
do register to vote. 


The School Census was again combined with the Town Census this 
year, and both were taken simultaneously. 


All age groups were listed, from birth on up, thus enabling us to deter- 
mine the Town’s total population, and providing for year-to-year com- 
parisons. 


The Town’s population as of January 1, 1984 was certified as being 
14,107 persons. This was an increase of 9 persons over the 1983 total of 
14,098. 


A complete tabulation of the Town’s population, back to 1765, is 
shown separately in the Town Clerk’s report.

It is also important for students who are planning to attend state 
colleges or universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order 
to obtain the lower tuition rates. 


Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are still 
considered legal residents of Bellingham unless they have chosen to 
establish a permanent residence elsewhere. Their names should be 
reported to the census enumerator by their parents.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


With many State and Local issues requiring time and energy from 
all persons affiliated with the Board of Health, we have completed one 
of the busiest years on record for this Department. 


Requests for percolation testing have been extremely heavy in the 
past year, and the results of such testing have proven the need for the 
Board’s contracting Guerriere & Halnon, Inc., an Engineering Firm, as 
Consulting Engineers to the Board of Health. In the few months they 
have worked with the Board of Health, we have not been disappointed 
with their ability to work for the Town’s best interest. 


Spring brought heated debate by the Department of Public 
Health on the issue of EDB Contamination in food sold in the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The Bellingham Board of Health 
supported the Department’s strong stand by giving public testimony at 
hearings on behalf of the residents of Bellingham. 


The groundwork for Town Sewage into Pigrim Village was set this 
year by Town Meeting. Although this will take several years to be a 
reality, it is without a doubt one of the most positive steps this Town 
has taken in years. 
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With testing of the monitoring wells at the Sanitary Landfill this 
year, the Board of Health is confident in saying that the operation of 
the landfill is being done with protection of groundwater in mind. 
This testing will continue periodically during the years to come. 


Again in 1984, the Bellingham Board of Health has had increasing 
representation on many State Task Forces and by holding office in 
two major Health Organizations. Emma L. Cousens is serving 
an unprecedented second year as Secretary of the Central 
Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health, and was elected as 
Vice President of the Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, 
Inc. She is also a contributing member of the Pesticide Boards Lawn 
Care Industry Task Force, as well as the DEQE’s Municipal 
Coordinator for the Right-To-Know Training Selection Committee. 


As the year closes, the Board would like to thank our Clerk, Judy 
Jerrier, our Plumbing and Gas Inspector, Paul St. George, our Health 
Agent, Steve Niro, and our Hazardous Waste Coordinator, Ralph 
Martell, for their work throughout the past year. We appreciate and 
acknowledge the continuous support of all our Town Boards, 
Departments, and Committees. 


Our goal in 1985 is continued progress and growth in order to 
best serve Bellingham.

MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies 


into a system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective and 
economically feasable. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to sustain larval 
growth. 


Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated on 
the draining of shallow, standing, stagnant water and the maintenance 
of existing flow systems which contribute to mosquito breeding 
sources.

Lt. Ray Goyette retired after serving twenty years in the depart- 
ment. Best of luck to Ray in his future plans. Paul Bokoski and Robert 
Lewinski were appointed Lieutenant during the year in their respective 
stations. Pvt. Marcel Crepeau retired in November after serving thirty 
years in the department, fourteen of which were as a permanent fire- 
fighter. Marcel also headed the Rescue division as coordinator in charge 
of training, manning, and supplies. Under his command the rescue 
division has developed into the professional service that it is. Thank you 
Marcel and best of luck in your retirement. 


Fire Department Activity 


The Fire Department responded to 32 building fires; 11 household 
appliances; 44 box alarms; 60 vehicle assistance calls; 142 investi- 
gations; 274 grass, brush, etc.; 74 special details; and gave mutual aid to . 
Franklin - 3; and received mutual aid from Franklin - 3, State - 3, 
Blackstone - 1, Medway - 1, and Hopedale - 1. The department handled 
786 calls in the Rescue division. 
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Total calls for 1984 were 1,868; compared to 1,694 in 1983; 1,603 in 
1982; 1,865 in 1981; 1,969 in 1980; and 1,999 in 1979. Also the 
department issued, after inspection, 433 permits. The total is inclusive 
of these. 


Building fires were broken down as follows: 15 chimney fires; 7 
house fires; 4 oil burner fires; 2 shed/storage buildings; 2 
commercial buildings; and 2 electrical equipment fires. To further 
extend the above figures, a cause breakdown has been provided to show 
the most common causes of these fires during the year. Below are the 
causes and numbers of each: Heating devices - 18 (this includes fires 
caused by woodstoves, fireplaces, space heaters, oil and gas fired 
furnaces, etc.); electrical fires -4; cooking related fires - 3; children - 2; 
improper use of torch equipment - 2; arson - 2; and careless disposal of 
smoking materials - 1. One suspect arrested and charged with one of the 
arson fires is presently being tried in court for the offense by state and 
local fire and police officials. 


Appliance fires were broken down as follows: dryer - 2; washing 
machine - 2; stove/oven - 2; electrical switches - 2; television - 1; toaster 
- 1; and refrigerator motor - 1. 

Box Alarms were broken down as follows: malicious false alarms -21; 
aaccidental/malfunctions - 16; brush fires - 2; building fires - 2, 


Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows: vehicle fires 32; 
gas washdowns & motor medical aid - 2; and sprinkler alarm - 1; vehicle 
accident & standby - 23; & jaws of life - 5. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 431 home 
emergencies; 206 motor vehicle accidents; 81 miscellaneous; and 68 


mutual aid. (TO: Franklin - 36; Blackstone - 2; and Mendon - 1; FROM: 
Franklin - 18; Blackstone - 3; Private Ambulance - 3; Woonsocket - 2; 
Medway - 2; and Wrentham - 1.). 


Inspections and Permits 


Inspections were made of businesses and where needed corrections 
were recommended. Several types of permits were issued along with 
inspections. The permits issued were as follows: fuel oil storage - 73; 
smoke detectors in new construction - 55; storage of propane - 15; 
blasting permits - 7; storage of smokeless powder - 5; storage of black 
powder - 2; removal of underground gasoline tanks (Ch. 148 Sec. 384A) - 
2; installation of underground fuel tank - 1; storage of flammable fluids 
and gases - 2; storage of model rockets - 2; display of fireworks - 1; and 
smoke detectors in homes prior to resale - 268. 


In addition to the above permits, 635 open burning permits were 
issued. It is a proven fact that the inspections of all businesses 
throughout the year by fire personnel has helped to keep the incidents of 
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fire in these establishments minimal. All local business persons are to be 
commended for their cooperation in trying to make their places of 
business violation free for the safety of their employees, patrons, as well 
as for themselves. 


Fire Prevention, Public Education, and Safety 


All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were 
held. Last year a program entitled “Captain No Burn” was introduced 
into the school system. Through the efforts of Firefighter Thomas Guerin 
and school staff the program has continued to be taught this year as well. 
Composed of various fire safety topics, the program is presented as part 
of the curriculum by the school faculty with follow-up by fire department 
personnel. The material is presented through the use of filmstrips, 
cassette tapes, student handbooks, and also allows for parental partici- 
pation. 


At this time the Chief wishes to thank Firefighter Guerin, the school 
administration and particularly the teaching staff for their cooperation. 
Funding for the materials used in the program was provided by Eastern 
Enameling/Jaco Inc., Fiber-Taxis Inc., and the R. P. Smith Sons 
Insurance Agency. 


Chief Ranieri, through the news media, ran a week-long program on 
the history of fire prevention, smoke detectors, Project E.D.I.T.H., etc. 
Various fire prevention and safety materials including “Tot Finders”, 
safe installations of wood stoves, etc. were distributed to many residents 
during the year. 


Various seasonal safety articles were run throughout the year, such 
as “Safe Fueling of Lawnmowers”, “Halloween Safety Tips”, ““Do’s and 
Don’ts for Christmas Safety, “Maintenance and Proper Use of Heating 
Devices”, etc. In addition to using the newspapers for access to the 
residents, the radio stations “WWON and WNRI” allowed the use of their 
facilities for airing radio spots with various fire safety tips for the Greater 
Woonsocket area. It is believed that these spots are timely reminders 
and play a significant role to reach the public. 


For the first time ever, Chief Ranieri utilized the cable t.v. for fire 
safety prevention spots on the Public Safety Channel. This was utilized 
to run Holiday Safety Tips during the Christmas week. Once the Town 
has its:own studio numerous subjects of interest will be aired by fire 
personnel. 


Numerous C.P.R. courses were sponsored and held at the Center 
Fire Station to educate the public in the life saving procedures of C.P.R. 
Coordinating the courses was Firefighter Chris Bergeron. Several fire 
department personnel assisted in the teaching of classes. 
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Although building fires were down in 1984 from 1983, the leading 
cause of these once again were chimney and woodstove related problems. 
The Chief wishes to caution all residents with woodstoves and other solid 
fuel heating devices that the maintenance and periodic cleaning of stoves, 
and particularly chimneys is very critical to the safe operation of these 
and other heating units. Failure to use caution with the above procedures 
could result in a devastating fire which could take the life of a loved one 
or even your own. Also the Chief wishes to remind residents that the use 
of unvented kerosene space heaters in buildings used for human habita- 
tion is in violation of the state fire regulations and the Mass. General 
Laws. 


The Chief wishes to remind residents that fire personnel are avail- 
able to speak at meetings of various social and professional groups. To 
obtain a speaker call the fire station at 966-1112 several weeks in 
advance of the desired date to make arrangements with the Chief. 


Vehicles and Training 


A scheduled daily, weekly, and monthly maintenance program of all 
vehicles and equipment was held throughout the year. Considering the 
age of the vehicles the majority are in fair shape. This year, as has been 
the case for the last several years, requests have been submitted to 
replace a 1960 Ford pumper as well as a 1954 brush fire truck. Also a 
capital improvement program was presented to the Finance Committee. 
The Finance Committee has taken it upon themselves to exclude several 
requested pieces of equipment. It is my opinion that these items should 
be placed before the Townspeople for their decision as to whether or not 
they wish to replace the items in question. 


| The call firefighters completed the training sessions for 1984. All 

| personnel were recertified in C.P.R. The officers and men are to be 
commended for their dedication that they have shown. Both call and 

| permanent firefighters participated in a variety of seminars presented by 
{ the Mass. Fire Academy. 


| With the illness and subsequent retirement of Marcel Crepeau, the 
Chief appointed Pvt. Andre Genereux as the Rescue coordinator for 

| 1984. Pvt. Genereux has been running the in-service training in the 

| Rescue division so that all E.M.T.’s can meet their training requirements 
) for recertification. In addition to these duties Pvt. Genereux has been in 
| charge of other aspects of the Rescue division. Many thanks to Andy for 
| his devoted efforts to train the men so as to operate a more efficient 

| rescue division.

Fire Alarm Division 


Fire Alarm Supt. William Borkowski reports that at present there 
are 44 street boxes, 17 master boxes, and 4 private company boxes. Fire 
alarm boxes were tested and serviced as recommended. Crews under the 
direction of the Supt. performed maintenance throughout the year in- 
cluding trimming along circuit lines, daily ground readings, testing boxes, 
maintenance of emergency generator, etc. The crews were also involved 
with the make ready work for cable t.v. cables and in many areas the fire 
alarm cable had to be relocated on the pole to accommodate cable t.v. 
The cost for this work was billed to the cable t.v. company for payment. 


Buildings 


The Police/Fire Study Committee several years ago recommended 
to the Town that an article be placed on the ballot at the annual election 
to allow voters to decide whether or not to replace and refurbish the 
existing Center Fire Station. No action was taken on this matter and at 
the present time the matter has not been resolved. The space deficiency 
at the Center Fire Station still exists and must be addressed either 
through new construction or through possible renovation and/or addition 
to the existing facility. Problems of these types do not and will not go 
away by themselves. The Town must set up and take a planned route to 
remedy these types of problems. 


Other 


The Chief turned in the sum of $4,259.04 to the Town Treasurer for 
1984. The amount is broken down as follows: Oil burner fees - $148.00; 
smoke detector fees (new) - $275.00; smoke detector fees (old) - $1,340.00; 
fire and rescue reports - $105.00; restitution for fires and false alarms - 
$20.65; details and fees - $1,468.68; memorial donation - $16.00; Reim- 
bursement for on job injuries wages - $885.71. Also the sum of $14,907.05 
was turned over for ambulance fees as collected and reported by the 
ambulance billing clerk. 


Emergency calls increased slightly over the 1984 calendar year. The 
increase can be attributed mostly in part to increase in brush fires. How- — 
ever, building fires were lower in 1984 than 1983. This can hopefully be 
attributed to the education of both students and adults in the proper fire 
prevention and fire reaction techniques which reduce the number of fire 
incidents. It is also due in part to the routine annual inspections per- 
formed in commercial establishments which point out the various hazards 
which exist and can be corrected to reduce the number of incidents. Also 
for the fourth consecutive year the Chief is pleased to announce that 
there were no fire fatalities in Bellingham fires. The Chief again wishes 
to strongly urge that residents install, maintain, and periodically test 
smoke detectors. 
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In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, the Police Dept., 
and other Town departments for their assistance. Particular appreciation 
goes to the firefighters, both permanent and call, for their dedication and 
cooperation in my efforts to better serve the citizens of Bellingham in 
the protection of life and property. May 1985 be a fire safe and pros- 
perous year for all residents.

As Chief of Police, J hereby submit the report of the Police Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31, 1984. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, their secretary, Jackie 
Richard and the Town Department Heads for all the courtesies and co- 
operation extended to me. 


I especially wish to extend my thanks to all the members of the 
Bellingham Police Department for the cooperation and professionalism 
displayed by them. In so doing, they have improved their efficiency and 
effectiveriess and enhanced the image of the Department. 


I also wish to thank Auxiliary Police Chief Gene Bartlett and the 
Bellingham Auxiliary Police Officers for the invaluable services rendered 
by that department to the Town of Bellingham. 

The able assistance of retiring Chief Joseph L. Grassi and the return 
to service of Sgt. Glen Whitten has made my transition to Chief a smooth 
one. 


This year a program of increased training sessions has been instituted 
for the members of the Department to better serve the citizens of the 
Town of Bellingham.

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Water Commissioners 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 31, 1984. 
The year ended on an anticipated renewed growth for the town. We have 
plans that propose construction for about 650 units. The water demands 
are problems that must be resolved. A well testing and exploration pro- 
gram is in progress and we hope to find one or more wells for these 
needs. 


We have proposed a Pilot Program for the removal of iron and 
manganese in Pumping Station #7 and Pumping Station #8 and if this 
proves feasible we will require about $500,000. for installation of a 
Vyredox Treatment System. 


A Capital Outlay program which was submitted to the Finance 
Committee will require a bond issue that must be approved by the town 
voters. It is imperative that this be accepted by the voters or our 
existing problems will only be increased. 


I wish to thank the Town Officials, Department heads, employees of 
the Water Department, and the Citizens of Bellingham for their help and 
cooperation during 1984.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and to the Citizens of the Town of 
Bellingham: 


At its annual re-organizational meeting, Carl R. Rosenlund was re- 
elected chairman of the Board, Sergio P. Rotatori was also re-elected 
vice-chairman/clerk. The Board welcomed newly elected member Glenn 
KE. Gerrior. In a unanimous vote the Board re-appointed Martha Russo to 
serve as secretary. 


During the year the Board held 28 meetings and conducted 17 
Public Hearings. Three subdivisions were approved: one to contain 19 
units, one to contain 250 units, and one containing 35 lots. The Board 
approved one Industrial subdivision located off Mendon Road to be 
called “Park 140”. There were five districts re-zoned; four to Business - 
2 and one to Industrial. 


The Planning Board was granted $15,000.00 through the Executive 
Office of Communities & Development for the purpose of updating the 
Town’s Master Plan. Several meetings were conducted to discuss this 
program with Town Boards and with Phil Herr, consultant to the Board. 
Several meetings were held to discuss Economic Development in Bell- 
ingham, as well as the need to protect the town’s groundwater, and 
control hazardous waste materials. | 


There were two articles sponsored by the Board and approved at 
Town Meeting; one revising the zoning map regarding district bounda- 
ries, and one to amend section 4600 of the Zoning Bylaw regarding earth 
removal. 


The Board continues to meet on the second and fourth Thursday of 
the month in the Town Hall Annex.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors reorganized for 1984 with Joseph LeBlanc 
being re-elected as chairman. Barbara Gautreau was re-appointed as 
clerk to the Board and Nancy Martin as assistant clerk. The Board would 
like to contragulate Joe LeBlanc on his victory in March. Joe is now 
entering his 13th year of service to Bellingham as an Assessor. 


A classification hearing was held on September 10, 1984. At this 
hearing all of the options with regard to classification and the use of 
different tax rates for the different classes of property were discussed. 
After weighing the information, the Board of Selectmen agreed to the 
classification factor of one, thereby taxing all property at the same rate. 


The Department of Revenue certified the tax rate of $21.17 on 
September 13, 1984. Bellingham was the 26th town of 351 towns to set a 
tax rate for fiscal year 1985. The following was certified by the State.

Under Prop. 2%, the Town was able to increase the tax levy by 2%% 
for $135,564. The Board of Assessors also increased the tax levy by 
$42,324. due to the growth factor. The growth factor allows the Town to 
add the taxes generated by any property which changes by more than 
50% due to building. For fiscal year ’86, we see this figure doubling or 
tripling due to the increase of building in Town. 


For the next fiscal year, the Town must undergo another revaluation 
according to law. We have signed a contract with M.M.C., Inc. to assist 
the Board with this revaluation. M.M.C., Inc. also conducted the last 
reval three years ago. Our Board has already begun preparation for this 
reval.

Bellingham: 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets at 7:30 P.M. the second 
Thursday of each month in the Director’s office at Wrentham Manor. 


During the past year the Housing Authority continued to operate 
and manage three State housing programs and one Federal program. 


The Housing Authority currently has under its management two 
elderly projects, namely Depot Court and Wrentham Manor, which com- 
prise 120 units under State Chapter 667. The projects had an operating 
budget for $193,057.00 for fiscal year 1984-85. 


Under State Chapter 705 housing program for low income families 
the Authority owns and maintains two properties consisting three units. 
This program had an operating budget of $4,162.00 for 1984-85. 


Under State Chapter 707 Rental Assistance, the Authority has 33 
units under contract with private landlords providing rent subsidy for 
low income families and elderly. A contract for financial assistance in 
support of these units totaled $83,952.00 this year. 


We also have a Section 8 Existing Housing subsidy contract with the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. Federal support of 
these 30 units amounts to $84,672.00 a year.

The Bellingham Housing Authority meets regularly on a monthly 
basis on the second Thursday of each month. The meetings are con- 
ducted in the Executive Director’s Office at Wrentham Manor and are 
scheduled to commence at 7:30 p.m. 


The Authority's annual meeting is held during the month of March 
after the annual town elections. 


CURRENT HOUSING PROGRAMS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority operated three state-aided and 
one federal-aided program as of December 31, 1984. 


Project 667-C. The Authority operates two state-aided elderly 
housing Projects under State Chapter 667, namely, Depo. Court 
which was completed in 1975. Under both projects a total of 120 
dwelling units exist and were occupied as of December 31, 1984. 
Project 667--C had an operating budget of $193,057 for fiscal year 
1984. 


Project 705-1. The Authority owns two properties in Town consistirig 
of three units under the 705-1 state-aided program. Under this 
program, three dwelling units were occupied as of December 31, 
1984. Project 705-1 had an operating budget of $4,162 for fisca’ 
year 1984. 


Rental Assistance - 707. Under the 707 program, the Authority has 
thirty-three tenants participating in this program as of December 
31, 1984. During the past year, $83,952 was allocated under the 
707 program to fund the thirty-three units. 


Housing Assistance Payments Program - Section 8. The Authority 
has a contract with the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development under Section 8 for existing housing subsidy in 
the amount of $84,672 for federal support of thirty units. Under 
this program thirty units were occupied as of December 31, 1984. 
The Authority entered into contract with the Section 8 program in 
1975.

Two new positions have been created as of July First. These Library 
Assistants have been helping with both the Adult and Children’s Ser- 
vices.

The Adult Department had a busy year. The addition of a new 
electronic typewriter has helped the work load tremendously. Museum 
passes to the Boston Science Museum, the Children’s Museum in Acton 
and the Boston Museum of Fine Arts were available to patrons through 
the month of August. These passes allowed Bellingham residents to 
experience the Museums without stretching their budgets. The Adult 
Department was also the location of several Art exhibits sponsored by 
the Bellingham Arts Council. 


If you stopped by the Library during the Christmas Season you 
could not help but notice the beautiful decorations throughout the 
Fiction Room. These additions were created by the Bellingham Girl

During the year 1984, the Sewer Commission of the Town of 
Bellingham held a monthly meeting at the Town Hall Annex. These 
meetings, most importantly, were open to the public and all residents of 
Bellingham were given an opportunity to participate. Commission 
members consisted of Jean Barrows, Chairwoman, Chester Barrows, 
Vice-Chairman, and Constant Petrin, Board Member. © 


Through the efforts of the Sewer Commission Members, concerned 
citizens, and invaluable assistance of other Town Boards, a great deal 
has been accomplished in 1984. Town Sewerage has now become a 
reality in North Bellingham and construction should begin in the near 
future, thus starting Phase I of the plan. Work will begin with sewer 
design and we are now awaiting approval of the grant which will provide 
funds through the state and federal governments. The selection of North 
Bellingham as a starting point was dictated by the extreme conditions 
proven to exist in that part of town, demanding our most immediate 
attention. 


During the months ahead in 1985, it is our intention and desire to 
actively pursue Phase II of the program, covering South Bellingham. 
Conditions there cannot long continue; septage problems are rapidly 
increasing, as well as in other areas of the town. We hope and plan to 
continue our efforts to expand sewer facilities to all of these areas as 
soon as we possibly can do so. The Town of Bellingham is growing 
rapidly and it is accompanied by the usual growing pains. These include 
greater septage problems and the need to protect our drinking water 
from contamination. 


The Commission wishes to thank all the concerned citizens of 
Bellingham who expressed these concerns at our meetings during 1984. 
We also wish to thank all members of other town boards for their as- 
sistance and cooperation in 1985. And, of course, we invite and welcome 
support and input from our fellow citizens in 1985, as well as the con- 
tinued support of other town boards. Only by working together to reach 
the same goal, can we overcome our septage problems.

This office administers 
the program and pays charges and claims from the fund on a monthly 
basis. Present balance is $27,670.28. 


Workers’ Compensation Trust Fund 


This fund was also established by Town Meeting Vote to provide 
self insurance for our workers’ compensation claims. Present balance is 
$231,261.09. 


During the fiscal year 1983-84 the sum of $120,302.00 was earned 
by my investment of revenue proceeds as well as Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds. Once again these earnings were realized despite the 
requirements for borrowing in anticipation of Tax Revenue as well as the 
renewal of said borrowing because of the delay in setting the tax rate. 
Trust Fund reinvestment earnings exceeded $40,000.00. 
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The following amounts were invested in earning interest on 
June 30, 1984: 


Certificates of Deposit $1,100,080.53 
Repurchase Agreements 796,000.00 
Money Market Accounts 475,485.05 


Notable happenings during this past year are as follows: 


1. Unemployment Compensation: 


The Reimbursement Method of payment is still in effect. 
Under this method of payment the Town reimburses, dollar for dollar, on 
all claims. Cost to the Town during the past year was $16,148.00. 


2. | Workers’ Compensation Trust: 


Self Insurance for workers’ compensation claims remain in 
effect. All claims are channelled to the Workers’ Compensation Agent - 
Assistant Town Treasurer Brenda Trudeau - for verification, recording, 
monitoring and subsequent payment. Claims paid this past year total 
$2,590.15. Significant savings continue to be realized by the Town since 
the starting date of this trust - estimated annual savings in excess of 
$130,000.00. 


I once again wish to commend and thank all departments for their 
continued cooperation. I also wish to commend and thank my staff for 
their continued loyalty and job dedication during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During 1984 the Finance Committee held hearings regarding three 
Special Town Meetings and the Annual Town Meeting. In all, 69 warrant 
articles were dealt with, along with another 62 operating budgets for 
Fiscal Year 84/85. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in April and at related Special Town 
Meetings, the Town appropriated approximately $12.0 million to be 
raised in Fiscal ’85. We continue to be heavily dependent upon state aid 
to balance our budget, as evidenced by the fact that our annual Cherry 
Sheet receipts equal 45% of our town’s operating budget. Furthermore, 
under Proposition 2, for the Town to fund even minimal budget in- 
creases it is vital that the local aid increase each year as well. Our 
resources are limited and they must be spent wisely. 


The Finance Committee has had a very busy year. Since 1980, 
Bellingham has not made any large Capital Improvements. This year the 
Town Officials and Department heads agreed to place a Bond Ex- 
emption/Capital Improvement question on the March 1985 ballot. The 
voters, at the Special Town Meeting, also voted to place the question on 
the ballot. The Finance Committee held hearings and agreed on the 
priorities of the Town, which totaled $1.5 million. 


Another challenge for the Finance Committee is to recommend 
funds and/or grants, with the help of the new Executive Secretary/Ad- 
ministrator, for the Town to comply, by October 1986, with the Federal 
Requirement to have all Municipal Buildings and Schools accessable to 
the handicapped. This means renovations. 
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As spending decisions are made, we hope the recommendations of 
the Finance Committee will be considered thoughtfully. 


The membership on the committee experienced a few changes in 
1984. Jack Burke resigned and was replaced by Roland Laprade. 
William Hartung also resigned. The committee looks forward to working 
with the various town boards and officials in the year ahead.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Each year the “Fortune 500” and lesser organizations across the 
country release a report to their stockholders cataloging the changes, 
progress, income and expenditures, profits and losses for the year. Like- 
wise, a school corporation should produce an annual report. For the 
schools too there are stockholders who should be interested in the 
quality of the product. The difference is that the “product” is the 
education of youngsters, and when a loss is shown, it may foreclose 
someone’s potential for success. So our product is doubly important - 
both for its quality, and for the profit it represents for the futures of all 
of us. 


In this annual report to you, our stockholders, we focus on a year of 
progress and change. Basically, this Report is organized much as was last 
year’s. The major sections deal with activities and accomplishments of 
students in each of the 5 elementary schools and Memorial Junior-Senior 
High School. There are also several sections dealing with overall school 
operations in which pertinent statistical information is presented for 
your enlightenment. 


The administrative staff and I are very appreciative for your support 
of public education for the Town of Bellingham. We are also extremely 
grateful for the sincerity and professional excellence of our teachers and 
support personnel.

ANNUAL REPORT 


An account of Bellingham Public Schools for the past year, this 
report covers educational programs and services that were provided for 
about 2,800 students. The average daily attendance for all schools was 
94%, 
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BASIC SKILLS IMPROVEMENT PROGRAM 


Instruction in basic skills has been a major priority of the 
Bellingham Public Schools over the past several years. The “back to 
basics” movement was initiated by public concern over the relevancy of 
high school diploma as well as accountability for the tax dollar spent on 
education. As a result, the Massachusetts Department of Education has 
mandated that every school system in the Commonwealth tests students 
in the early elementary, later elementary, and secondary levels. If 
students fail the tests, remedial programs must be developed. The 
general purpose of the Basic Skills Policy is to eventually ensure that 
every student has mastered minimal levels of understanding in Reading, 
Writing, Mathematics and Listening by the time of their high school 
graduation. 


In Bellingham, the Basic Skills Program is administered by Frank 
Connor, School Psychologist. Each school building has a representative 
who serves on the Basic Skills Committee and disseminates information 
to the staff. Results from last year (1983-84) revealed that over 90% of 
students evaluated at the secondary level passed the basic skills tests. 
Between 80% and 95% of students at the early and later elementary 
grades also met minimum standards. Test scores since the inception of 
the Basic Skills Program (1980-81) have shown a gradual increasing 
trend. 


The Basic Skills Policy has influenced the development of a compre- 
hensive testing program in the school system. Currently, students are 
given group administered achievement tests in all grade levels from kin- 
dergarten through tenth grade. Additionally, school ability tests, which 
measure a student’s potential, are provided in grades one, three, six and . 
nine. Parents are always encouraged to discuss their child’s test scores 
with classroom teachers or guidance personnel. 


Students who fail basic skills testing are given a variety of remedial 
programs ranging from extra support by the classroom teacher to more 
intense tutorial instruction. These students are retested the following 
school year to determine their growth. 


In order to enable the staff to provide the most effective and ef- 
ficient teaching strategies for their students, a series of inservice training 
programs have been offered. This year, teachers are spending consider- 
able time using writing folders with their students and implmenting new 
techniques learned from an inservice writing course. In the past, teachers 
have benefited from courses in reading. Plans are being developed for 
innovative programs in mathematics. 
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The Basic Skills Committee serves as a vehicle for improved in- 
struction, training and staff development. Increased student achievement 
is attained as a result of a collaborative effort among students, staff and 
parents. 


ENROLLMENT 


As of December 31, 1984, 2,723 students were enrolled in kinder- 
garten through the twelfth grade in Bellingham Public Schools. This 
number reflects a drop in school enrollments of 152 students and 
extends the trend of declining enrollments in our public schools.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Two inservice workshops were scheduled for elementary teachers to 
continue our ongoing training program to provide instruction in the use 
of microcomputers and enhance the skills of our elementary teaching 
staff. 


A workshop designed to give teachers some new instructional 
techniques for teaching writing skills to children in grades 4-7 was also 
arranged for 31 teachers who participated in this four-month course. 


The Bellingham School Department was the recipient of two grants 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education, The Commonwealth 
Inservice Institute, to train elementary teachers and assist them in 
developing appropriate learning activities for “gifted and talented 
children.” We are working toward the implementation of a program for 
academically gifted and talented students in elementary grades for 
September of 1985. 


Several elementary teachers representing school districts from the 
entire school system have developed a draft copy of a proposed elemen- 
tary computer curriculum for grades K-7. The teachers have been 
meeting with Elizabeth B. Bjork, a consultant with Edcon, to complete 
their task of submitting a computer curriculum for consideration and 
approval by the administration and school committee. 
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A free concert entitled “An Evening in Concert” was offered to 
Bellingham residents on March 31, 1984. The Cape Cod Chamber En- 
semble presented a variety of musical scores to approximately 70 
parents and students who were in attendance. The Bellingham School 
Department sponsored the program through a grant from the Massa- 
chusetts Arts Lottery Council administered by the Bellingham Arts 
Council. 


SPECIAL EVENTS CONDUCTED IN ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


Macy School 


A cooperative venture between Macy School and the Blackstone 
Valley Day Health Center provided aides for five classrooms. Senior 
citizens from the center volunteered to assist teachers three mornings 
per week. 


One of the original senior volunteers, Miss Natalie Shaw or “Aunt 
Nat,” as she is fondly called by the children, died this year. She will be 
missed by all of us. 


The Senior Citizen Tutoring Program is organized and implemented 
by Carolyn Carey, fourth grade teacher, and Joyce Godbout, director of 
the Health Center. 


The Macy Parent-Teacher Organization donated a video system to 
the school. It is being used for taping student programs, classroom 
instruction and staff development. It is a valuable audio/visual aid to the 
school. 


Teachers studied and implemented new writing techniques in 
English classes in all grades. Students seem to enjoy writing, do more of 
it and appear to be improving their writing skills. A favorable response 
regarding the inservice training offered to teachers has been evident. 


The Annual Arts Festival realized another successful year. Macy 
School was awarded a grant from the Bellingham Arts Council which 
provided a creative movement-dance program for Macy students. Miss 
Anne Beth Carey served as an artist-in-residence conducting classes in 
movement and dance. 


An Institute for the Arts Grant, which provided funding for a pro- 
fessional acting company, was also awarded to the school. Students 
enjoyed workshops in theatre arts as well as a fine production by the 
Boston Arts Group. 


In response to parental concerns, a concerted effort has been made 
to emphasize child safety programs at Macy School. Literature, films, 
parent meetings and management procedures addressed the concerns of 
parents and children for a safe environment. 


Fourth grade students under the direction of Carolyn Carey and 
Diane Bradbury, conducted a study of their heritage as a social studies 
unit. Children investigated the country and cultures from which their 
ancestors came. They prepared written and graphic reports on each 
country. In collaboration with the music teacher, Maryanne Donahue, 
they learned songs from Western cultures and performed these and a 
variety of folk dances for a school assembly and tor their parents. The 
culminating activity was a luncheon of international foods prepared by 
children and parents. 


Stall Brook School 


A pilot program on Mastery Learning has been initiated for all 
kindergarten students. Kindergarten teachers, Mrs. Phyllis Langlais and 
Mrs. Carol Consigli have attended inservice programs to familiarize them 
with the program and its implementation. 


Through the efforts of the Stall Brook School P.T.O., all students 
went on field trips to a prescribed curriculum area of interest. Several 
fun activities were held including upper elementary grade dances, 
skating parties and the introduction of cultural programs which were 
brought into the school. A new duplicator was also purchased for the 
school. 


Students in grade 7 under the direction of their teachers Mrs. Nancy 
Plante, Mrs. Susan Bonollo, Mrs. Elaine D’Alfonso and Miss Lori-Jean 
Fafard, presented a musical play entitled “Forty-five Minutes to 
Broadway’ as a final activity ending their elementary school experiences. 


Intermediate grade students under the supervision of Miss Lori-Jean 
Fafard were introduced to units on solar energy during which time 
students constructed and cooked on homemade solar cookeries. 


The students in grades 4-7 cast ballots on the presidential election. 
The voting was done on Apple II computers and several voting analytical 
statistics were established. 
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South District 


The health curriculum for grades K-7 is fully implemented in all 
south district schools. Teachers of grades K-3 spend at least 30 minutes 
a week teaching the program and teachers of grades 4-7 devote ap- 
proximately 45 minutes a week to the program. 


The Chicago Mastery Learning Program is being piloted in kinder- 
garten classes. The program provides readiness skills and activities 
which are intended to enhance cognitive thinking skills through the 
process of mastery learning. One first grade is also utilizing the mastery 
learning program. 


Students participated in the Captain Noburn Fire Safety Program 
which is sponsored by the Bellingham Fire Department and the Presi- 
dent’s Drug Awareness Program promoted by Mrs. Nancy Reagan. 


Our physical education teachers coordinated a “Jump Rope for 
Heart” program which raised a considerable sum of money for the 
American Heart Association. 


The South District P.T.O. provided financial support to conduct our 
annual environmental educational outdoor program for sixth graders at 
the Horizons for Youth Camp in Sharon, Massachusetts. In addition, the 
P.T.O. provided money for field trips for all classes, dances, puppet 
shows, story hours, films and many other activities. 


Girls and boys basketball teams were formed for sixth and seventh 
graders utilizing staff and volunteers to assist with the supervision. 


Memorial Junior-Senior High School 


The Forty-Sixth Commencement Exercises of the class of 1984 
were held in the school gymnasium on June 1, 1984. A total of 205 
seniors received their diplomas from School Committee Chairman, 
Donald R. Burlingame. The valedictorian for the Class of 1984 was 
Patrick Tiernan and Lise Parenteau was the class salutatorian. 


The senior class enjoyed their last week together by taking a trip to 
Moodus, Connecticut. Their class banquet was held in nearby Woon- 
socket, Rhode Island. Teachers participated in the following workshops: 


1. Selecting and Using Computer Software 
2. <A follow-up Drug Awareness Program 

3. A CPR Training Session 

4. A Community Education Program 
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Several changes were made in curricular areas involving the teaching 
of English and sciénce. New English course requirements were de- 
veloped for students in grades 11 and 12 who select to follow general 
and business programs. The grade eight science program was also 
modified with the implementation of a physical science course. It is 
hoped that this course will enhance the readiness of students for 
chemistry and physics courses. 


The School Committee also approved an increase in the academic 
credits required for graduation from 19 to 20. 


GUIDANCE DEPARTMENT 


The guidance staff at the secondary level includes a Guidance 
Department Head, three counselors and a full-time clerk. The counselor- 
student ratio is 310 to 1, while department head ratio is 190 to 1. 


The Career Resource Center is currently being operated by trained 
volunteer students, monitored by the counseling staff. The center is 
stocked with a varity of information including the latest texts and 
reference guides on careers, colleges and scholarship information. 
Brochures and applications for all college and technical schools are 
updated on a daily basis. 


Over one hundred college, technical school and armed service 
representatives have visited our school in the past year to meet with 
interested students. 


The guidance department scheduled a financial aid orientation 
evening on December 5, 1984. This meeting was made available to all 
students who planned to continue their education beyond high school. 
Any interested seniors and their parents were encouraged to attend. The 
guest speakers were Susan Hafner, Director of Financial Aid at Dean 
Junior College and an educational consultant from Bay Banks Inc. 
Guidance counselors were available after the presentation to meet with 
parents concerning financial aid. 


Numerous local civic groups and organizations make scholarships 
available to our high school graduates. Most scholarship applications are 
distributed and collected directly through the guidance office. Any 
scholarships which become available, whether local, regional or national, 
are advertised in the senior newsletters and on guidance bulletin boards. 
Students in the class of 1984 were offered and are taking advantage of 
$120,753 in financial assistance to further their education. 


In addition to scholarships available to all graduates, the guidance 
department also made available and completed the following special 
scholarship programs: 
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The Hugh O’Brian Leadership Program - A Grade 10 Program 

The Century III Leaders Scholarship Program - A Grade 12 Program 

The DAR Citizenship Award Scholarship Program - A Grade 12 
Program 

The Presidential Academic Fitness Award Program - A Grade 12 
Program 


Each year the guidance department nominates students for ac- 
ceptance and participation in the Massachusetts Advanced Studies 
Program. Four students from the Class of 1985 were nominated for 
participation in this year’s program. 


Bellingham High School seniors also have the opportunity to par- 
ticipate in the Dean Junior College Cooperative Enrichment Program. 
Arrangements have been made for up to five (5) students to enroll in one 
(1) class each at Dean for the fall and spring semester - free of charge. 
Student participants receive both high school graduation credit and 
transferable college credit for the courses they successfully complete. 
This year three students participated in this program. 


Class Day exercises is an award ceremony conducted by the guidance 
department. This function, held annually, is attended by the entire high 
school student body and faculty. Last year awards were presented in 
over 30 categories. Awards included scholarships, medals pins, trophies 
and certificates of merit. Over one hundred students received special 
honor during this event held May 31, 1984.

English Department 


The English Department is reviewing and revising our 7th grade 
curriculum and have met with teachers from the elementary districts in 
an effort to coordinate what is being taught at the lower levels with the 
material being taught at the junior high level. At the same time, members 
of the department are studying the Advanced Placement English Pro- 
grams being offered in area school systems. The purpose of this is to 
evaluate the merits of offering an English honors program. This program 
would begin in the 8th or 9th grade and continue throughout the high 
school years. 


We continue to use the HM study skills program of the NASSP in 
our English classes and cumulative writing folders are also being used. 


Over the past few years, we have been attempting to update text- 
books in many areas. This process is continuing and the emphasis is 
being placed upon replacing outdated books and materials with co- 
ordinated programs from the same series in all classes. This is an ex- 
pensive proposition, but we have attempted to make the adjustment 
gradually. 


Social Studies Department 


In the past year the social studies department has introduced an 
Asian Studies course as an elective for juniors and seniors. The course 
attempts to study the past and present oriental way of life, with a focus 
on Japan, China, and India. The history, culture, geography, government, 
religion, and economy of each of these countries are thoroughly 
examined. 


In recent months, various social studies teachers have attended the 
following professional conferences: The Ninth Law Conference at the 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst, the Asian Studies Conference 
at the Loomis Chaffee School in Connecticut, the Annual Framingham 
State History Conference, and an historical conference at the Kennedy 
Library. 


Teachers have also taken students on the following field trips: 
Plymouth Plantation, Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the Freedom Trail in 
Boston, and to various judicial courts in Massachusetts. 


Mathematics Department 


During 1984, the mathematics department acquired a hard disk 
drive peripheral which has enhanced the computer math courses by 
giving students more opportunity to experience “Hands-on” operation of 
the TRS 80 micro-computers. 


The calculus course class size increased to more than 20 and it was 
decided that advanced placement opportunity ought to be offered to 
these students. Students were given information regarding the advanced 
placement program and it is expected that many will participate. 


Business Department 


The business department was awarded $13,140 in Federal Occu- 
pational Education Funds in order to purchase five additional microcom- 
puter/word processing stations for students in the pre-model office and 
model office courses. In addition, computer assisted instructional (CAI) 
software packages were introduced in the following courses: data entry, 
accounting I, II; and the pre-model office/model office courses. 


This was the first year that all typewriting courses (personal typing, 
typing I and typing II courses) were offered on IBM electric typewriters. 
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Foreign Language Department 


The foreign language department of Bellingham High School con- 
tinues to offer three languages - French, Spanish and Latin - to our 
students in grades 8 to 12. Spanish and French are the more popular 
languages among the students with 220 enrolled in Spanish classes and 
146 enrolled in French versus 19 in Latin. 


More importantly, there are five students presently taking Spanish 
IV, four students taking French IV, and five students taking French V. 
This trend to advance to the higher levels of the language is encouraging, 
as we feel the student truly “knows” the language and is fluent in it only 
after studying it for four or five years. 


Science Department 


In September, we implemented a new science program in grade 8. 
The new modern program in physical science was adopted in response to 
a need for stronger grounding in the physical sciences in the junior high 
years. 
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Ms. Carol Manning is attending the Boston University Science 
Fellows Seminar Series, six lectures and laboratory experiences con- 
ducted for high school teachers by Boston University professors. The 
aim of the program, sponsored by the National Science Foundation, is to 
make teachers increasingly aware of current scientific research in such 
fields as neurobiology, population studies, and marine science. 


Science department members are currently studying proposals for 
an appropriate seventh grade science program in the event that seventh 
grade students are transferred to the junior-senior high school. 


History was made in September when we learned that of the four 
students who took the advance placement examinations at the end of last 
year, all four had passed. These students were able to claim college 
credit in biology, the first AP course of study to be offered at the high 
school. 


Industrial Arts Department 


The industrial arts department is winding up another successful as 
well as safe year. We have been able to service all student requests, 
including a number of independent study requests. The staff should be 
commended for the motivation and inspiration given to the students as 
reflected by the number of voluntary participants on each department 
night. 


Art Department 


The art department had a full schedule of art instruction and 
ceramic studio offerings in the spring. We had many scholastic art 
entries in regional and state competition. Bruce Bolduc won national 
recognition for two consecutive years. Our annual art exhibition took 
place in the library with a gallery set-up with special emphasis on senior 
artists. The fall sessions for eighth grade have been successfully taught 
by interim teacher, Susan DuBois. 


Music Department 


Pupils electing music at Bellingham High School spent a busy last 
year performing in various music organizations. Ongoing participation in 
such organizations as the Massachusetts Musical Educators National 
Conference gave our more serious students opportunities to perform in 
the District Band and Chorus. Eleven instrumentalists played in the 
Third Tri-Valley Band Concert at Dover Sherborn High School. 
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Concerts presented by all music students included the Christmas 
Concert, the Winter Concert and the Spring Concert. Band and choral 
students performed at Bellingham High School graduation services and 
high school buglers blew taps at Bellingham Memorial Day exercises. 


Physical Education Department 


The Bellingham High School Physical Education Department com- 
pleted the following: 


1. Screened all students in grades eight and nine for postural defects. 


2. Tested all students in grades eight, nine and ten on the AAHPER 
physical fitness test. 


The newly developed curriculum offers a required curriculum in 
grades eight, nine and ten, emphasizing the learning of skills in each 
activity. In grades eleven and twelve, it is an elective curriculum, 
emphasizing activities the student may enjoy in after school years. 


Library 


Students continue to utilize the facilities at the library in ever- 
increasing numbers. The National Honor Society members and the 
library staff conducted its second annual book fair last spring and the 
proceeds were donated to the scholarship fund at the high school. 


National Honor Society 


The National Honor Society of Bellingham Memorial Junior Senior 
High School inducted twenty-one returning seniors, five new seniors and 
twenty seven juniors in an induction ceremony held on April 12, 1984, at 
the high school. The ceremony was followed by a celebration dinner 
prepared and served by the staff in honor of the inductees. All seniors of 
the Honor Society participated in the annual trip to the JFK Memorial 
Library and to Boston. 


Membership in the society is based upon scholarship, character, 
leadership and service. 


Drama Club 


On January 19 and 20, the Bellingham High School Drama Club, 
under the direction of Edward Vento, presented its most successful 
production to date, a lengthy three act mystery comedy entitled “The 
Night Owl” written by Frank W. Spoon. Ten talented student actors, 
drawn from grades eight through twelve, delighted each night’s audience 
with exceptional performances. 
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Since then, club members have been meeting three times a week 
sharpening dramatic skills, learning about stage construction and design, 
lighting techniques, and make up application. New officers have been 
elected and committees for publicity, stage properties, and prompting 
have been established. 


School Nurse 


Dr. Thomas Maki, School! Doctor, held a clinic in May to immunize 
students needing their DT booster. He also gave physical examinations 
to all students in grade nine and students participating in sports. 
Students are screened yearly for vision and hearing problems and 
students in grades eight and nine are observed for postural defects. 


Athletic Department 


Thirty-nine percent of the total student population participated as a 
member of one or more of 29 varsity or subvarsity athletic teams. Four 
hundred forty three interscholastic athletic contests were played during 
the year and countless hours were spent in practice preparation. Par- 
ticipation opportunities have been increased with the addition of sub- 
varsity soccer and the funding of coaching positions for freshman foot- 
ball and basketball by involved booster clubs. In addition, a subvarsity 
ice hockey program funded in its entirety by the Hockey Boosters Club 
shows promise as a varsity team feeder system. 


The competitiveness of most teams has improved to a degree in the 
very competitive Tri-Valley league. Numerous individual honors have 
been won by team members voted by league and area all-star awards. 
The baseball and volleyball teams, by virtue of season records, qualified 
and competed in M.I.A.A. post-season tournament play. 


As a part of the total school offering, the interscholastic athletic 
program continues to attract a significant number of student athletes. 


Special Education 


In the ten years since Chapter 766 was enacted, the Bellingham 
School System has continued to provide a variety of services to meet the 
needs of special children betwecn the ages of three and twenty-one. The 
Bellingham School System joined two special need collaboratives, the 
Blackstone Valley and BICO to adequately meet the needs of all special 
need students. Six hundred forty two students received special need 
services in the 1984 school year. 
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Chapter One Program 


The Chapter One Program continues to utilize funding for a parent 
involved Pre-school Program and an elementary reading and math 
remediation program for the eligible school districts, North, and South 
Elementary School Districts. In the 1984 school year, the Chapter One 
Program experienced a reduction of federal funding,b ut continued to 
serve approximately 200 students. Chapter One began a Chapter One 
Computer Cooperative Center and Bellingham became a member. Bell- 
ingham utilized Chapter One funds to purchase two computers to aid 
teachers in remediating Chapter One students with math and/or reading 
problems. 


School Employees 


The education of Bellingham students is a responsibility shared by 
296 school employees. These employees provide a variety of programs 
and services to our youth. Some of our employees are hired on a part- 
time basis and work a limited number of hours.

“Article Il. Hazardous Materials By-Law 

“Section 6-17 Authority. This By-law is adopted by the Town under its home 
rule powers, its police powers to protect public health and welfare, and its 
authorization under Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 40, Sect. 21. 

“Section 6-18 Purpose. The purpose of the By-law is to protect, preserve 


and maintain the existing and potential groundwater supply, groundwater : 
recharge areas, and surface water within the Town from contamination. 
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“Section 6-19 Definitions. The following definitions shall apply in the inter- 
pretation and implementation of this By-law. 


‘Hazardous material’’ means any substance or combination of substances 
which, because of quantity concentration, or physical, chemical, or 
infectious characteristics, pose a significant present or potential hazard 
to water supplies or to human health if disposed into or on any land or 
water in this Town. Any substance deemed a ‘hazardous waste’ under 
Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 21C shall also be deemed a hazardous material for 
purposes of this By-law. 


‘Discharge’ means the disposal, deposit, injection, dumping, spilling, 
leaking, incineration, or placing of any hazardous material or any con- 
stituent thereof into or on any land or water so that such material may 
enter the environment or be emitted into the air or discharged into any 
waters, including groundwaters. 


“Section 6-20 Registration

Every owner or operator of a commercial or industrial establishment, 
including home occupations and agriculture, storing hazardous materials 
in quantities totalling more than 25 pounds dry weight or 50 gallons 
liquid shall register with the Board of Health the types, quantities, 
location, and methods of storage of said hazardous materials. Registra- 
tion reGguired by this provision shall be initially submitted by July 1, 
1985 and annually thereafter within 30 days of July 1 each year. 


Owners or operators of commercial or industrial establishments who have 
not previously registered in accordance with Section 6-20(a) shall, if 
they meet the registration requirement, register initially within 30 days 
of meeting such requirements and thereafter within 30 days of July 1 
each year. 


In addition to registration, owners or operators of commercial or indus- 
trial establishments registered in accordance with paragraph (a) or (b) 
above shall maintain on the premises an inventory, reconciled on a 
monthly basis, of purchase, sale, use, and disposal of hazardous mate- 
rails. The purpose of this inventory is to detect any product loss and to 
provide ongoing record of all quantities of hazardous materials within 
the Town of Bellingham over the registration period. 


Upon the request of the Health Officer, owners or operators shall pro- 
duce within 24 hours the latest reconciled inventory. 


Wastes containing hazardous materials shall be held on the premises in 
product-tight containers for removal by a licensed carrier and for disposal 
in accordance with the Massachusetts Hazardous Waste Management Act, 
Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 21C.

Aboveground containers of hazardous materials shall be stored on a sur- 
face impervious to the material being stored. The storage area shall be 
enclosed by a dike of impermeable construction. The volume of the area 
enclosed by the dike shall be equal to or greater than the capacity of the 
containers within the dike. 


“Section 6-21 Underground Storage

Owners of underground storage tanks containing hazardous materials, 
including owners of underground fuel oil storage tanks, shall file with the 
Board of Health the size, type, age, and location of each tank, and the 
type of hazardous material stored in each, on or before July 1, 1985. 
Evidence of date of purchase and installation, including license and Fire 
Department permit, if any, shall be included along with a sketch map 
showing the location of such tanks on the property. 


Owners of tanks for which evidence of installation date is not available 
shall, at the order of the Health Officer, have such systems tested as per 
Section 6-21(c). If the Health Officer determines that the tank is not 
product-tight, it shall be disposed of under his direction or, if involving 
flammable liquids, under direction of the Fire Chief. 


All steel tanks shall be subject to one of the following tests 15 years after 
installation and annually thereafter, or if evidence of installation date is 
not available: a Petrotite (Kent-Moore) Pressure test, a Leak Lokator 
test, or any other test, as may be approved by the Health Officer, that 
meets NFPA Pamphlet 329 criteria for better than 0.05 gallons per hour 
accuracy, and which meets 527 CMR 9.06(20). 


Newly installed tanks shall be protected from internal and external cor- 
rosion and shall be of a design approved by the Board of Health under 
state law. If used for storage of flammable fluid or compound, such tank 
must also comply with 527 CMR 9.00: Tanks and Containers (Board of 
Fire Prevention regulations). Tank construction systems are considered 
to provide adequate corrosion protection if meeting 527 CMR 9.06(17) 
and (18). 


“Section 6-22 Defects. The following provisions apply to all tanks of any 
capacity.

All leaking tanks must be emptied by the owner or operator within 12 
hours of leak detection and removed by the owner or operator in a 
period of time not longer than that determined by the Health Officer or, 
if having jurisdiction, the Fire Chief. 


Either the Board of Health or, if having jurisdiction, the Fire Chief shall 
determine whether any tank or its components which have been identi- 
fied as the source of a leak shall be repaired or removed and replaced, 
and shall notify the owner and the other official of its decision In making 
its determination, the Fire Chief shall be governed by 527 CMR 9.00,

and the Board shall be governed by the following conditions on the 
repair, by relining, of any steel tank: 


a. it must have a minimum design shell thickness of 0.18” (7 gauge). 

b. it must have no open seam or split. 

c. it must have less than 10 holes with none larger than one-half inch in 
diameter. 

d. it must meet all the standards of the lining manufacturer for struc- 
tural soundness. 


If the Board of Health determines that a tank and its components shall 
be removed, such removal shall be completed within 90 days after the 
Board of Health has notified the owner of its decision. In the case of 
gasoline tanks, the owner shall first obtain a permit from the Fire Chief, 
pursuant to Mass. Gen. Laws, Ch. 148, Section 38A, as amended. 


Tank installations on lots requiring a permit after the adoption of this 
ordinance are not permitted within 100 feet of a surface waterbody. 


Except as provided in paragraph (f), no tank may be abandoned in place. 
Aboveground tanks shall be disposed of after being emptied of all pro- 
ducts. Any underground storage tank out of service for a period in excess 
of six months shall be considered abandoned. Any tank taken out of 
service (even temporarily) shall be emptied of all hazardous materials 
under the direction of the Fire Chief if involving flammable liquids, and 
otherwise under direction of the Board of Health. The product and tank 
shall be disposed of, at the owner’s expense as directed by the official 
directing removal. 


If the owner of a tank used for storage of non-flammable materials, 
which is located under a building and which cannot be removed from the 
ground without first removing the building, decides to abandon it, the 
owner shall promptly notify the Fire Chief and the Board of Health of 
this decision and, subject to the directions of the Board of Health, have 
all the hazardous materials removed from the tank and the tank filled 
with sand or other inert material, prescribed by the Board of Health. 


The owner of a tank which will be out of service for less than six months, 
shall promptly give notice of the decision to the Fire Chief if involving 
flammable liquids, or otherwise to the Board of Health, and, where that 
tank is subsurface, the materials remaining shall be removed from the 
tank and disposed of as directed and the tank filled with water or an 
inert gas, as directed. 


“Section 6-23 Variances. The Board of Health may vary the application of 
any provision of this By-law, unless otherwise required by law, in any case 
when, in its opinion, the applicant has demonstrated that an equivalent 
degree of environmental protection required under this By-law will still be 
achieved, all other applicable requirements, including those of 527 CMR 
9.00, will be met. The applicant at his own expense must notify all abutters 
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by certified mail at least 14 days before the hearing at which such variance 
request will be considered. The notification shall state the variance sought 
and the reasons therefore. The Board of Health shall also notify the Water 
Department, Planning Board, Fire Chief, and Building Inspector of any vari- 
ance requested under this Section, for their response in writing. Any variance 
granted by the Board of Health shall be in writing; any denial of a variance 
shall also be in writing and shall contain a brief statement of the reasons for 
the denial.

All discharges of hazardous materials within the Town of Bellingham are 
prohibited. 


Any person having knowledge of any discharge of hazardous materials 
shall immediately report the discharge to the Town Clerk, who shall alert 
the Health Officer. As a precaution, the Fire Department shall also be 
notified. 


The Board of Health or its agents may enter upon privately owned 
property for the purpose of performing their duties under this By-law. 


Any person who violates any provision of this By-law shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $100.00. Each day or portion thereof during 
which a violation continues shall constitute a separate offence; if more 
than one, each condition shall constitute a separate offense. Upon the 
request of the Board of Health, the Board of Selectmen shall take such 
legal action as is necessary to enforce this By-law.”

WHEREAS, that portion of the existing location of Maple Street over the Con- 
solidated Rail Corporation Railroad right-of-way in the Town of Bellingham, 
County of Norfolk, became a State highway under the provisions of Chapter 634 
of the Acts of 1971, as amended by Chapter 387 of the Acts of 1975; and

ARTICLE 1. By-Law Amendment — Executive Secretary/Administrator 


VOTED: Unanimously voted that the Town amend its By-laws, in accordance 
with Chapter 41, Section 23A. MGLA, by adding thereto the following: 


Section 2-11. Executive Secretary/Administrator 


(a) The Executive Secretary/Administrator shall be appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. He/she shall hold office for a term of three (3) years from the 
first date of April succeeding his/her appointment and until his/her suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified, or until his/her resignation or removal on 
written charges preferred against him/her by the appointing authority after 
an open public hearing. 


He/she shall be a person fitted by education, which shall consist of at least 
a Bachelor’s Degree from an accredited institution authorized by the juris- 
diction in which it is located to grant such degrees, and by experience, 
which should consist of three years of demonstrated proficiency in financial 
administration and management and executive management in the fields 
of public or business administration. He/she need not be a resident of the 
Town or the Commonwealth at the time of his/her appointment, but he/she 
must establish residence within the Town within one (1) year following his/ 
her appointment. This residency requirement may be waived by a vote of 
the Board of Selectmen. He/she shall devote full time to the duties of his/ 
her office and shall neither hold nor be a candidate for any other public 
elective office or engage in any other business or occupation during his/her 
term. He/she shall execute a bond in favor of the Town for the faithful 
performance of his/her duties in such sum with such sureties as may be 
fixed by the Board of Selectmen; the cost of said bond shall be borne by the 
Town. Any vacancy in the office of Executive Secretary/Administrator shall 
be filled as soon as possible by the Board of Selectmen, and, meanwhile, 
they shall appoint a suitable person, who may be an employee of the Town, 
as temporary Executive Secretary/Administrator to perform the duties of

the office. Such temporary appointment may not exceed three (3) months, 
but one renewal may be voted not to exceed a second three months. 


The Board of Selectmen shall delegate to the Executive Secretary/Adminis- 
trator such powers and duties as are necessary for the carrying out of the 
general and special laws applicable to the Town By-laws and regulations 
established by the Board of Selectmen. 


The appointing authority shall determine the compensation for the office 
of Executive Secretary/Administrator, not to exceed the amount appropri- 
ated therefor by the Town. 


In addition to the duties delegated heretofore, the executive Secretary/ 
Administrator shall have the following powers and duties:

Subject to the direct supervision and authority of the Board of Select- 
men, he/she shall have administrative supervision of all offices, boards, 
commissions and committees under the jurisdiction of the Board of 
Selectmen, and shall submit to the Board of Selectmen reports and 
recommendations concerning the administration of said offices, boards, 
commissions and committees. 


. He/she shall keep the Board of Selectmen fully informed as to the 


needs of the Town and shall recommend to the Board of Selectmen for 
adoption such measures requiring action by them or by the Town as he/ 
she may deem necessary. 


. He/she shall under authority delegated by the Board of Selectmen, 


represent the Town at hearings, suits, interdepartmental meetings and 
other proceedings deemed essential by the Board of Selectmen. He/she 
shall meet with federal and state agencies relative to programs and 
funds available to the Town. 


. He/she shall have submitted to him/her all warrants for the payment of 


Town funds, prepared by the Town Accountant, in accordance with the 
provisions of Section fifty-six of Chapter forty-one of the General 
Laws. He/she shall review such warrant and if any claim seems to him/ 
her to be of doubtful validity, excessive in amount, or otherwise con- 
trary to the interests of the Town, he/she shall refer it to the Board of 
Selectmen for an investigation of the facts and a determination as to 
what payment, if any, should be made. Pending such determination by 
the Board of Selectmen, payment shall be withheld. 


. He/she shall act as coordinator in the activities of the Town Depart- 


ments, and arrange meetings between Town department heads to deal 
with common problems and to allow an interchange of ideas and infor- 
mation. He/she shall report to the Board of Selectmen the results of 
these meetings and his/her recommendations based thereon. 
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6. He/she shall perform such other duties, consistent with his/her office, 
as may be required by him/her by by-laws or by vote of the Board of 
Selectmen. 


7. Subject to the power vested in the Board of Selectmen by the General 
Court to investigate the activities of Town boards, the Executive 
Secretary/Administrator may conduct such investigations under the 
direction of the Board of Selectmen and make such recommendations 
as he/she deems necessary, for appropriate action by the Board of 
Selectmen.

ARTICLE 11. Water Resource Districts 


VOTED: Unanimously voted that the Town amend the Bellingham Zoning By- 
law as follows: 


1. Insert the following definitions in Article V at their appropriate alphabetical 
location: 


“Hazardous materials — any substance or combination of substances 
which, because of quantity, concentration, or physical, chemical, or infec- 
tious characteristics, pose a significant present or potential hazard to water 
supplies or to human health if disposed into or on any land or water in 
this town. Any substance deemed a “Hazardous waste” under Mass. 
General Laws, Ch. 21C shall also be deemed a hazardous material for 
purposes of this by-law.” 


“Impervious — impenetrable by surface water.” 
2. Insert a new Section 4900 to read as follows: 
*4900 Water Resource District 


“4910. Purpose. The purpose of the Water Resource Districts is to protect 
the public health by preventing contamination of the ground and surface 
water resources providing water supply for the Town of Bellingham, 


“4920. Establishment of Districts. The Water Resource Districts I and II are 
hereby established as overlay districts. Water Resource Districts I and II are 
bounded on the map entitled “Water Resource Districts” dated February 28, 
1985, appended to these Zoning By-laws and on file with the Town Clerk and 
Building Inspector. 


4930. Use Regulations. Within the Water Resource Districts the require- 
ments of the underlying districts continue to apply, except that uses are 
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prohibited where indicated by an “N”’ in the following schedule, and require 
a Special Permit where indicated by an “SP”, even where the underlying 
district requirements are more permissive. Where there is no entry in this 
schedule, the underlying district controls.

“4940. Special Permit Granting Authority. The Special Permit Granting 
Authority shall be the Planning Board. Such Special Permit shall be granted 
if the SPGA determines that the intent of this by-law as well as the specific 
criteria of 4950 are met. In making such determination, the SPGA shall give 
consideration to the simplicity, reliability, and feasibility of the control 
measures proposed and the degree of threat to groundwater quality which 
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would result if the control measures failed. The SPGA shall explain any 
departures from the recommendations of other town agencies in its decision. 


Upon receipt of the Special Permit application, the SPGA shall transmit one 
copy each to the Conservation Commission, Board of Health, Water Depart- 
ment, and the Building Inspector for their written recommendations. Failure 
to respond within 30 days shall indicate approval of said agencies. The copies 
necessary to fulfill this requirement shall be furnished by the applicant. 


“4950. Special Permit Criteria. Special Permit under 4950 shall be granted 
only if the SPGA determines that groundwater quality resulting from on-site 
waste disposal, other operations on-site, and natural recharge shall not fall 
below federal or state standards for drinking water when averaged over 
the boundaries of the site, or, if existing groundwater quality is already 
below those standards, on-site disposal or operations will result in no further 
deterioration. 


“4960. Submittals. In applying for a Special Permit under this Section, the 
information listed below shall be submitted as specified in Section 4940, 
unless the Planning Board, prior to formal application, determines that 
certain of these items are not germane: 


A. a complete list of all chemicals, pesticides, fuels or other potentially 
hazardous materials to be used or stored on the premises in quantities 
greater than associated with normal household use, accompanied by a 
description of the measures proposed to protect all storage containers 
or facilities from vandalism, corrosion, and leakage, and to provide for 
control of spills. 


B. a description of potentially hazardous wastes to be generated, includ- 
ing storage and disposal methods as in (A) above. 


C. for aboveground storage of hazardous materials or wastes, evidence of 
qualified professional supervision of design and installation of such 
storage facilities or containers. 


D. for runoff from impervious surfaces greater than 30% of total lot area, 
evidence that such runoff will be recharged on-site and diverted 
towards areas covered with vegetation for surface infiltration to the 
maximum extent possible. Dry wells shall be used only where other 
methods are infeasible and shall be preceded by oil, grease, and sedi- 
ment traps to facilitate removal of contaminants. 


E. for disposal on-site of domestic wastewater, wiih an estimated sewage 
flow greater than 15,000 gpd, evidence of qualified professional 
supervision of design and installation, including an assessment of 
nitrate or coliform bacteria impact on groundwater quality.

Honorable Selectmen: 


We have examined the combined financial statements of the various funds 
of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts as of and for the year ended June 30, 
1984 as listed in the table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such tests 
of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town follows accounting practices prescribed by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts which vary in certain respects from generally accepted account- 
ing principles. The most significant difference relates to the use of the cash basis 
method for recording pension expenses for employees. Generally accepted 
accounting principles require that pension costs be determined by actuarial 
methods instead of the cash “pay-as-you-go” basis described in Note 2 to the 
accompanying financial statements. 


Consistent with the practices of many municipalities in the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, the Town has not maintained historical cost records of 
its property, plant and equipment. Accordingly, the combined financial state- 
ments referred to above do not include a general fixed asset group which should 
be presented to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 


The Town has not established enterprise funds to account for Water and 
Sewer Department operations required by generally accepted accounting princi- 
ples, but are considered as operating departments of the General Fund. Accord- 
ingly, statements of financial position, results of operations and changes in 
financial position of these departments are not included in the accompanying 
financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the effect of not providing for pension costs on 
an actuarial basis and except that omission of the financial statements of the 
Town’s general fixed assets and enterprise funds results in an incomplete pre- 
sentation as explained previously, the combined financial statements referred to 
on Page 2 present fairly the financial position of the Town of Bellingham, Massa- 
chusetts at June 30, 1984 and the results of its operations and the changes in 
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financial position of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a basis 
consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
financial statements taken as a whole. The accompanying financial information 
listed as a schedule in the table of contents is presented for purposes of addi- 
tional analysis and is not a required part of the financial statements of the Town 
of Bellingham, Massachusetts. The information has been subjected to the audit- 
ing procedures applied in the examination of the financial statements and, in our 
opinion, is stated fairly in all material respects in relation to the financial state- 
ments taken as a whole. 


In connection with our examination, we also (1) performed tests of compli- 
ance with the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations as detailed in the Commen- 
tary on the Audit Requirements of the 1980 Amendments to the State and Local 
Fiscal Assistance Act issued by the Office of Revenue Sharing, U.S. Department 
of the Treasury, and (2) compared the data on the 1983 General Revenue Shar- 
ing Form RS-8 with the unaudited records of the Town of Bellingham. 


In our opinion, for the items tested, the Town of Bellingham complied with 
the aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act and regulations. 
Further, based on our examination and the procedures referred to above, noth- 
ing came to our attention to indicate that the Town of Bellingham had not 
complied with the aforementioned provisions of the Revenue Sharing Act 
and regulations.

NOTES TO FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
June 30, 1984 


Summary of Significant Account Policies 


The accounting policies for financial reporting purposes of the Town of 
Bellingham conform to generally accepted accounting principles for local 
governmental units, except as indicated in Note 2. The following is a sum- 
mary of the significant accounting policies. 


A. 


Fund Accounting 

The Town reports its financial activities in several funds in order to 
comply with the limitations and restrictions placed on both the 
resources made available to the Town and the services provided. The 
various funds are grouped in the financial statements in this report into 
five generic fund types and two broad fund categories as follows: 


GOVERNMENTAL FUNDS 


General Fund — The general fund is the general operating fund of 
the Town. It is used to account for all financial resources, except 
those required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Special Revenue Fund - General Revenue Sharing — This special 
revenue fund is used to account for the proceeds of the State and 
Local Fiscal Assistance Act and their expenditures as prescribed by 
the Office of Federal Revenue Sharing. 


Special Revenue Funds - Others — This special revenue fund is used 
to account for the proceeds of specific revenue resources (other 
than general revenue sharing, special assessments, expendable trusts 
or major capital projects) that are legally restricted to expenditures 
for specified purposes. 


Capital Projects Fund — The capital projects fund is used to ac- 
count for the purchase or construction of major capital facilities. 


FIDUCIARY FUNDS 


Trust And Agency Funds — Trust and agency funds are used to 
account for assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an 
agent for individuals, private organizations, other governments and/ 
or other funds. These include expendable trust, nonexpendable 
trust and agency funds. Nonexpendable trust funds are accounted 
for in a manner that permits the periodic measurement of revenues 
earned, expenses incurred and/or net income in order to demon- 
strate maintenance of capital. Expendable trust funds are ac- 
counted for in essentially the same manner as governmental funds. 
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Agency funds are custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) and 
do not involve measurement of results of operations. 


ACCOUNT GROUP 


Long-Term Debt And Liabilities — Long-term liabilities expected 
to be financed from governmental funds are accumulated in the 
general long-term debt group of accounts. This account group is 
not a fund. It is only concerned with the measurement of financial 
position and therefore is not involved with a measurement of the 
results from any operations. 


Basis Of Accounting 

The accompanying financial statements of the governmental type funds 
and expendable trust funds have been prepared on the modified accrual 
basis of accounting. This method recognizes revenues when they 
become measurable and available. Expenditures are recognized under 
this method as they are incurred. 


Nonexpendable trust funds and agency funds are accounted for on the 
accrual basis of accounting. 


Revenue Recognition — Property tax revenues are recognized when 
they become measurable and available. Measurable and available means 
then due or past due and receivable within the current period or ex- 
pected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be used to pay liabili- 
ties of the current period. 


All other revenues are recognized throughout the year when cash is 
received. Receipts during the sixty days immediately following the 
close of the fiscal year are also recognized as available revenue. 


In applying the susceptible to accrual concept to intergovernmental 
revenues, the legal and contractual requirements of the numerous 
individual programs are used as guidance. There are, however, essen- 
tially two types of these revenues. In one, monies must be expended on 
the specific purpose or project before any amounts will be paid to the 
Town, therefore, revenues are recognized based upon the expenditures 
recorded. In the other, monies are virtually unrestricted as to purpose 
of expenditure and are usually revocable only for failure to comply 
with prescribed compliance requirements. These resources are reflected 
as revenues at the time of receipt or earlier if the susceptible to accrual 
criteria is met. 


Expenditures — Expenditures are recorded during the year on a cash 
disbursement basis. In addition, as required by Massachusetts General 
Laws, disbursements made during the fifteen days immediately follow- 
ing the close of each fiscal year and which pertain to the prior year 
are recorded as warrants payable and expenses as of June 30th., 
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Reconciliation of Budgetary and GAAP Basis Amounts 


Property tax revenues reported on the combined statements of revenues 
and expenditures — Budget (Budgetary Basis) and Actual — General and 
Revenue Sharing Fund (Exhibit 3) has been restated so as to reflect the 
full accrual basis. This statement was done in order to present both 
budgetary and actual amounts on a directly comparable basis.

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Departures From Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 


For years prior to 1984, the Town presented its financial statements on the 
basis of accounting practices prescribed by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, Department of Revenue. These practices differed in many significant 
respects from G.A.A.P. 


During 1981, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts issued a revised uniform 
municipal accounting system entitled “U.M.A.S.”. The departures from 
G.A.A.P. under this revised system have been significantly narrowed. The 
Town has adopted the revised U.M.A.S. for its financial statement presenta- 
tion for 1984, 


The significant departures from G.A.A.P. included in the Town of Belling- 
ham’s financial statements are: 


a. Retirement benefits are provided for on a “‘pay-as-you-go”’ basis 
rather than an acceptable actuarial cost method (see Note 7). 


b. General fixed asset acquisitions are recorded as expenditures at the 
time purchases are made rather than being capitalized in a general 
fixed asset group of accounts. 


c. Purchases for materials and supplies inventories are recorded as 
expenditures rather than assets at the time of purchase. 


d. Enterprise funds have not been established for the operations of 
the Water and Sewer Departments. 


Reserve for Property Tax Abatements and Exemptions 


Reserve for property tax abatements and exemptions are established for 
each annual tax levy as prescribed by statute. The primary intent is to 
provide for these potential refunds or allowances during the year in which 
the tax would otherwise be due and collected. Excessive amounts no 
longer necessary are to be transferred to a reserve account to be used 
for extraordinary or unforeseen expenses as prescribed by the Massachusetts 
General Laws.

Reserve for Extraordinary or Unforeseen Expenses 
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Reserve for Extraordinary or Unforeseen Expenses 


The balance in these accounts represents the transfer of excess amounts 
from the “Reserve for Abatement and Exemption” accounts. This account 
was previously known or classified as “Overlay Surplus” to be appropriated 
by Town Meeting vote for extraordinary or unforeseen expenses in accord- 
ance with Chapter 59, Section 25, Massachusetts General Laws. 


Reserve for Encumbrances 


The balance in this account is comprised of current and prior years unex- 
pended appropriations carried forward. 


Unreserved Fund Balance — Designated 


Certain budgetary surpluses and deficits must, according to the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, be utilized or be raised in 
the next subsequent tax rate. These items have been included within the 
unreserved fund balance pursuant to GAAP but have been connoted as 
“Designated” for identification purposes. These items include the following: 


Designated to Reduce the 1985 Tax Levy $308,805 


State and County Underassessments, Net (2,054) 
Overdrawn Accounts (1,584)

The amount designated to reduce the 1985 Tax Levy was voted from avail- 
able funds by the local appropriatory body (called the Town Meeting in 
Massachusetts Towns) during the spring 1984 Town Meeting. 


State and county underassessments, net, result from an excess of actual 
expenditures over amounts raised in the tax levy for such purposes. These 
amounts will be raised in the 1985 Tax Levy. They are comprised of the 
following:

Overdrawn accounts result from fiscal year 1985 payments expended in 
fiscal year 1984. They are comprised of vacation advances of $1,584. 


Pension Plans 


Substantially, all employees of the Town, except school teachers and 
certain other school department employees, are members of the Norfolk 
County Contributory Retirement System. The Pension Plan provides retire- 
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10. 


ment benefits for members who have attained a certain age and for periods 
of service. Members contribute certain percentages of their salaries or wages 
to the Plan. In addition, the Massachusetts Department of Banking and 
Insurance determines an amount, each year, that the Town must contribute 
to the system in order to meet that year’s projected benefit payment. The 
Town’s contribution to the system for the year ended June 30, 1984 
amounted to $273,180. 


This so called “pay-as-you-go” method does not provide for the funding of 
any unfunded liabiliteis that might exist as a result of an actuarial deter- 
mination of the fiscal condition of the Plan. The amount of the unfunded 
liability of the Norfolk County Contributory Retirement System is actuari- 
ally determined periodically and reported to the County by the Massachu- 
setts Retirement Law Commission. The amount of such liability directly 
related to the members from the Town of Bellingham has been separately 
determined to be $2,669,658 as of January 1, 1983. 


The school teachers and other non-member school department employees 
participate in a plan administered by the Massachusetts Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Board. The Town does not directly contribute to this plan. 


Subsequent Year Authorization 


The financial statements for the Town of Bellingham as of June 30, 1984 do 
not reflect the 1985 Town Meeting held on April 25, 1984 except for that 
portion of fund balance designated for expenditures as explained in Note 6. 
The Town has authorized a fiscal 1985 operating and capital budget total- 
ling $10,920,874. These funds will be provided for as follows:

Unemployment Compensation 


The Town is on the reimbursable method for paying unemployment com- 
pensation. Under the reimbursable method, the Massachusetts Division of 
Employment Security sends a list monthly to the community of who has 
received benefits. The community then reimburses the Division of Employ- 
ment Security for these claims against the Town. 


Vacation and Sick Pay 


All full-time permanent employees are entitled to vacation leave based on 
the length of continuous Town service. The vacation period shall be the 
calendar year and vacation pay shall be based on the following schedule: 
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Six months to one year 


Five (5) days 


One to four years -- Ten (10) days 
Five to ten years - Fifteen (15) days 
Ten years and over ~ Twenty days 


Vacation entitlement will be paid at the normal weekly rate and vacation 
entitlement shall not be carried over with the exception of one (1) week 
with the approval of the employee’s Department Head and the Personnel 
Board. 


Sick leave with pay shall be credited at the rate of one and one-quarter (1%) 
days for each calendar month of employment for a total of fifteen (15) days 
of sick leave credit per year. Sick leave accumulation will begin at once for 
employees starting work prior to the sixteenth (16) day of the calendar 
month, otherwise, credit will begin on the first day of the month following 
the month of hire and will accumulate each month thereafter for time not 
used, up to a maximum of one-hundred twenty (120) days of accumulation. 


However, no sick leave with pay will be granted to any employee until the 
employee has completed his/her probationary period. At the end of the pro- 
bationary period, the employee will be credited with three and three- 
quarters (3 and 3/4) days of accumulated sick leave. Annually, as of January 
lst of each year, the employer will provide each employee with a statement 
of accumulated sick leave credit. 


Employees who voluntarily terminate shall be entitled to buy back one- 
third (1/3) of their unused sick leave accumulation which now has a maxi- 
mum accumulation of ninety (90) days. 


Accrued vacation and sick leave has not been determined as of June 30, 1 
1984. 


11. Summary of Long-Term Debt 


A. Long-Term Debt Transactions 
Bonds payable on June 30, 1984 amounting to $1,182.00 are secured 
by the general revenue raising powers of the Town which are restricted 
by the enactment of legislation during 1980. This legislation is best 
known as Proposition 2%.

Dear Members: 


We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Bellingham, 
Massachusetts for the year ended June 30, 1984 and have issued our report 
thereon, dated July 31, 1985. As part of our examination, we made a study and 
evaluation of the Town’s system of internal accounting control to the extent we 
considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally accepted 
auditing standards. Under these standards, the purposes of such an evaluation 
are to establish a basis for reliance on the system of internal accounting control 
to determine the nature, timing and extent of other auditing procedures that 
are necessary for expressing an opinion on the financial statements and to 
assist the auditor in planning and performing his examination of the financial 
statements. 


Our examination of the financial statements made in accordance with 
generally accepted auditing standards, including the study and evaluation of the 
Town’s system of internal accounting control for the year ended June 30, 1984, 
would not necessarily disclose all weaknesses in the system because it was based 
on selective tests of accounting records and related data. However, such study 
and evaluation disclosed the following weaknesses that we believe should be 
brought to your attention. 


1. Guarantee Deposits 


In our examination of planning board guarantee deposits, we encountered 
a deposit in the form of a savings bank pass book in which an account num- 
ber and cash balance was indicated but for which no funds remained at the 
bank. The bank reported that the bank book had been declared lost by the 
account owner, was replaced by the bank, and the funds were subsequently 
withdrawn. We recommend that only guarantee deposits in the name of the 
Town be accepted. 


2. Trust Funds 


In our examination of the Town’s trust funds, we discovered that several 
trust fund bank balances were in excess of the amounts being carried on 
the accounting records. These variations were subsequently reconciled by 
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Town personnel. We recommend that the Town treasurer and Town ac- 
countant reconcile trust fund accounts at least once in each year. 


3. Warrants to Deputy Collector 


The Town collector does not maintain a control book of warrants issued to 
the deputy collector. A control book of warrants would greatly assist the 
collector in monitoring the status of these accounts. We recommend its 
adoption. 


4. Ambulance Billing 


In reviewing ambulance billing procedures, we noted that ambulance bills 
are mailed directly from the fire department. We recommend that ambu- 
lance bills be committed to the Town collector for mailing and collection. 


5. Water Billing 


As noted in our prior report, office copies of water bills are not maintained 
at the Water Department and Collector’s Office. We recommend that office 
copies of water bills be maintained at these locations: 


6. School Department Bills Payable Approval 


In our examination of the School Department bills payable process, we, 
observed that the schedules of bills payable are not signed by administrative 
personnel before being forwarded for School Committee review. 


Internal control would be enhanced if appropriate administrative staff 
would sign the bills payable schedules, thereby providing documentation of 
their administrative approval. 


UNIFORM MUNICIPAL ACCOUNTING SYSTEM 


The Commonwealth has revised the accounting principles now in effect for 
the municipalities, the main purpose of which was to bring these principles 
more into conformity with Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 
(GAAP). The revised principles are a combination of GAAP as described in a 
publication entitled “Governmental Accounting, Auditing and Financial 
Reporting” (GAAFR) published by the National Committee on Govern- 
mental Accounting (NCGA), the 1980 edition, and the Uniform System 
which is currently in effect for Massachusetts cities, towns and districts 
having been established under Chapter 44 of the General Laws of the 
Commonwealth. 


The revised system has been designated as the “Uniform Municipal Account- 
ing System” (UMAS) and its main thrust is to establish a series of funds and 
group of accounts, similar to those as presented in the updated publication 
of G.A.A.F.R. in order to facilitate the preparation of more meaningful 
financial statements and reports. It is documented in a revised Accounting 
Manual (a new “green book”) that has been published by the Bureau of 
Accounts. 
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Currently, the revised system is being adopted by some of the communities 
in the Commonwealth on a voluntary basis. We recommend that you 
familiarize yourself with the revised system and consider its adoption as 
soon as it is feasible. 


The foregoing conditions were considered in determining the nature, extent 
and timing of audit tests we applied in our examination of the financial state- 
ments and this report does not modify our financial report dated July 31, 1985. 


Our examination uncovered other minor weaknesses in the accounting 
internal control system that we considered to be immaterial and accordingly, did 
not affect the nature, timing or extent of our substantive testing. 


During our evaluation of the Town of Bellingham’s internal control system, 
the forementioned weaknesses were discussed with the Town’s management per- 
sonnel responsible for that particular accounting function. In this regard, we 
would appreciate receiving, at your earliest convenience, any thoughts you may 
have with respect to implementing our recommendations and a proposed time- 
table for same. 


In conclusion, we wish to take this opportunity to thank you for your 
cooperation during the course of our audit. 


It is very important that you commence corrective action on these weak- 
nesses immediately. We would be pleased to assist you in developing such a 
corrective course of action should you so desire.

We also fully expect that the position of Executive Secretary/Administra- 
tor will continue to add to our administrative capacity and have a positive im- 
pact on the Town’s future development. 


We wish to express our appreciation to all the elected and appointed of- 
ficials, our town employees, and to the townspeople for their cooperation and 
assistance in helping us achieve our goals. As a final note, we would like to 
remind you that there is a continued need for the services of interested citizens 
on boards and committees. We urge you to contact our office if you are inter- 
ested in serving on a specific board or committee. 


We also express our special thanks to Jacqueline Richard, our secretary, 
who continues to spend extra hours assisting us and serving the residents of 
Bellingham.

TOWN COUNSEL 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During Fiscal Year (FY) 1984/85 the Finance Committee held hearings 
regarding 2 Special Town Meetings. So far in FY 1985/86 we have held hear- 
ings for the Annual Town Meeting (which included 63 operating budgets) and 1 
Special Town Meeting. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in April and at related Special Town Meet- 
ings, the Town appropriated $12,591,093.00 to be raised in FY 85/86. We 
continue to be heavily dependent upon State Aid to balance our budget as 
evidenced by the fact that our Annual Cherry Sheet receipts equal 42% of our 
Town’s operating budget. Furthermore, under Proposition 24% for the Town to 
fund even minimal budget increases it is vital that the local aid increase each 
year as well. Our resources are limited and they must be spent wisely. 


The Finance Committee has had a busy year. Since 1980 Bellingham 
has not made any large Capital Improvements. This year a Capital Improvement 
Committee was set up and the voters, at a Special Town Meeting, voted to 
bond $2,761,260.00 for needed projects/items. This included a new Fire 
Station, Water Well, Sewage, and High School renovations, among other Capital 
Improvements. 


As spending decisions are made, we hope the recommendations of the 
Finance Committee will be considered thoughtfully. 


The Committee looks forward to working with all the various Town 
Boards and Officials in the year ahead.

We have examined the financial statements of the various funds and account 
groups of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts as of June 30, 1985 and for 
the year then ended listed in the foregoing index. Our examination was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, in- 
cluded such tests of the accounting records and such other auditing procedures 
as we considered necessary in the circumstances. 


The Town follows accounting policies prescribed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts which vary in certain respects from generally accepted accounting 
principles. The most significant difference relates to the cash basis method of 
recording employee pension expenses. Generally accepted accounting principles 
required that pension costs be determined by actuarial methods instead of the 
cash or “pay-as-you-go” basis as described in Note 2 to the accompanying 
financial statements. Information is not available to quantify the cumulative 
liability for pension benefits which would be reflected in the financial state- 
ments as of June 30, 1985, had the Town followed an actuarial method of 
accounting for pension costs. 


As is the practice with many municipalities in the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, the Town does not capitalize the cost of its general fixed assets (see 
Note 1) as required by generally accepted accounting principles. Accordingly, a 
statement of general fixed assets has not been provided in this financial report. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the mat- 
ters referred to in the second and third paragraphs of this report, the financial 
statements referred to above present fairly the financial position of the various 
funds and account groups of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts as of June 
30, 1985 respective revenues, transfers, expenditures, and changes in fund 
balances for the years then ended in conformity with generally accepted ac- 
counting principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year.

RE: Auditor’s Report on 
Internal Controls 


We have examined the financial statements of the Town of Bellingham, 
Massachusetts, for the year ended June 30, 1985, and have issued our report 
thereon, which was qualified in several respects, dated December 27, 1985. As 
part of our examination, we made a study and evaluation of the system of 
internal accounting control of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts to the 
extent we considered necessary to evaluate the system as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards and the standards for financial and compliance 
audits contained in the U.S. General Accounting Office Standards for Audit of 
Governmental Organizations, Programs, Activities and Functions. For the pur- 
pose of this report, we have classified the significant internal accounting controls 
in the following categories: 


— Revenue 

— Expenditure - purchasing and payroll 
— Treasury 

— Conversion 

— Financial reporting 


Our study included all of the control categories listed above except that we 
did not evaluate the accounting controls over the treasury, conversion and finan- 
cial reporting categories as we believe that substantive audit tests, which were 
performed in those categories, were more cost-effective. The purpose of our 
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study and evaluation was to determine the nature, timing and extent of the 
auditing procedures necessary for expressing an opinion of the Town’s financial 
statements. Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary 
to express an opinion on the system of internal accounting control taken as a 
whole or on any of the categories identified above. 


The management of the Town of Bellingham is responsible for establishing 
and maintaining a system of internal accounting control. In fulfilling this re- 
sponsibility, estimates and judgments by management are required to assess the 
expected benefits and related costs of control procedures. The objectives of a 
system are to provide management with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance 
that assets are safeguarded against loss from unauthorized use or disposition, and 
that transaction are executed in accordance with management’s authorization 
and recorded properly to permit the preparation of financial statements. Because 
of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting control, errors or 
irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected. Also, projection of 
any evaluation of the system to future periods is subject to the risk that proce- 
dures may become inadequate because of changes in conditions or that the 
degree of compliance with the procedures may deteriorate. 

Our study and evaluation, made for the limited purpose described in the 
first paragraph, would not necessarily disclose all material weaknesses in the 
system. Accordingly, we do not express an opinion on the system of internal 
accounting control of the Town of Bellingham taken as a whole or on any of 
the categories of controls identified in the first paragraph. However, our study 
and evaluation disclosed no conditions that we believe to be a material weakness. 


This report is intended solely for the use of management of the Town of 
Bellingham, the Office of Revenue Sharing and other associated federal organiza- 
tions. This restriction is not intended to limit the distribution of this report, 
which, upon acceptance by the management of the Town of Bellingham, is a 
matter of public record.

June 30, 1985 


SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The Town maintains its accounting records in accordance with practices pre- 
scribed by the Uniform Municipal Accounting System (UMAS) promulgated 
by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts Department of Revenue. The 
following is a summary of significant accounting policies. 


(a) Basis of Presentation — The accompanying financial statements include 
the financial transactions of the Town of Bellingham, Massachusetts. 


(b) Fund Accounting — Financial transactions of the Town are recorded in 
the following funds or group of accounts: 


General Fund — The General Fund is the general operating fund of the 
Town. It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund. 


Special Assessment Funds — Special Revenue Funds are used to account 
for the proceeds of special revenue sources (other than special assess- 
ments, expendable trusts, or major capital projects) that are legally 
restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. 


Capital Projects Funds — Capital Projects Funds are used to account for 
financial resources to be used for the acquisition or construction of 
major capital facilities (other than those financed by proprietary funds, 
special assessment funds and trust funds). 


Special Assessment Funds — Special Assessment Funds are used to 
account for the financing of public improvements of services deemed 
to benefit the properties against which the special assessments are levied. 


Trust and Agency Funds — Trust and Agency Funds are used to ac- 
count for assets held by the Town in a trustee capacity or as an agent 
for individuals, private organizations, other governments, and/or other 
funds. 


(c) Long-term Debt Group of Accounts — Reflects the liabilities for long- 
term debt to be repaid in future years. 


(d) Basis of Accounting — The accompanying financial statements have 
been prepared principally on the modified accrual basis under which 
expenditures are recorded when the liability is incurred and revenues 
are recognized in the period in which they become both measurable and 
available to finance expenditures of the current period. 
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(1) Real estate and personal property tax levies are recognized when 
they become available. Available means due or past due and receiv- 
able within the current period and collected within the current 
period or expected to be collected soon enough thereafter to be 
used to pay liabilities of the current period. Such time thereafter 
shall not exceed sixty days. A reserve for estimated abatements and 
exemptions is provided for in the levy. Revenues from the redemp- 
tion of tax titles are credited directly to surplus revenue. No 
provision is made for possible uncollectible taxes. 


(2) Disbursements for materials and supplies are recorded as expendi- 
tures rather than assets at the time of purchase. Prepayments are 
recorded as expenditures at the time of payment and are not 
deferred or amortized. Interest is recognized when due and is not 
accrued over time. The repayment of long-term debt principle is 
recorded as an expenditure of the general fund. 


(3) Investments — Investments are stated at cost which approximates 
market value. 


(4) Fixed Assets — The cost of general fixed assets are recorded as 
expenditures. The Town does not record the cost of general fixed 
assets in a General Fixed Assets Account Group. 


(5) Restricted Fund Balance — Included in fund balance in the general 
fund is restricted overlay surplus. 


This balance represents the unused portion of funds appropriated 
for tax abatements and exemptions in prior years. This surplus is 
available to fund extraordinary or unforeseen expenses upon vote 
by the Board of Selectmen. 


(6) Accumulated Unpaid Sick Pay — Accumulated unpaid sick pay is 
not accrued in the Governmental Fund or the Long-Term Debt 
Account Group. As of June 30, 1985, the Town could not rea- 
sonably estimate the probability of payment of accrued sick days 
and, therefore, could not reasonably estimate the related liability. 


(e) Budgeting — GAAP Reporting Reconciliation — Accounting principles 
applied for purposes of developing data on a budgetary basis differ 
from those used to present financial statements in conformity to gener- 
ally accepted accounting principles (GAAP). A reconciliation of bud- 
getary-basis to GAAP-basis results is presented below:

Massachusetts law does not require preparation of a budget for grants 
accounted for in the special revenue funds. Since such grants, other 
than Federal Revenue Sharing, are not budgeted, a budgetary com- 
parison with actual results of operations is not presented. 


(f) Pension Plan — Under GAAP, annual pension expense is a measure of 
the future retirement benefits earned by employees during an account- 
ing period. The Town currently contributes to the pension plan pri- 
marily on the basis of projected annual benefit payments for the year 


(“pay -as-you-go’’). 
PENSION PLAN 


Substantially all employees of the Town of Bellingham except teachers and 
certain administrative personnel employed by the School Department, 
participate in the Norfolk County Contributory Retirement System as 
established under Chapter 32 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Under this plan, the participants contribute a certain 
percentage of their compensation annually, which amount is determined by 
their date of employment. These contributions are made to the Norfolk 
County Contributory Retirement System. In addition, the Town con- 
tributes to the system an annual amount determined by the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts Division of Insurance primarily on the basis of projected 
annual benefit payment for the year (“pay-as-you-go”). The Town’s contri- 
bution for the year ended June 30, 1985 amounted to approximately 
$292,979. 


There is no actuarial valuation of the Norfolk County Contributory Retire- 
ment System available as of June 30, 1985 which would permit an estima- 
tion of the Town’s share of the unfunded past service cost liability, the 
future pension costs of current participants in the plan and the amounts 
needed to fund such costs. 


Teachers and certain administrative employees of the School Department 
participate in a contributory retirement plan administered by the Massachu- 
setts Teachers’ Retirement Board. The Town does not contribute to this 
plan. 


UNDESIGNATED FUND BALANCE 


In order to prepare the accompanying financial statements in accordance 
with generally accepted accounting principles, certain budgetary surpluses 
and deficits, which would otherwise be reflected on the balance sheet under 
the Massachusetts Statutory System, have been included in undesignated 
fund balances as follows:

ENCUMBRANCES 


The Town records encumbrances as Reservation of Fund Balance and the 
subsequent years’ appropriations provide authority to complete these trans- 
actions as expenditures. 


LONG-TERM DEBT 


State law permits the Town under the provisions of Chapter 44, Section 10, 
to authorize indebtedness up to a limit of 2.5% of its equalized valuation. 
Debt issued in accordance with this section of the law is designated as being 
“inside the debt limit’’. In addition, however, a Town may authorize debt in 
excess of that limit for specific purposes. Such debt, when issued, is desig- 
nated as being “outside the debt limit”. Details related to the Town of 
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Bellingham outstanding indebtedness at June 30, 1985 and its debt service 
requirements are presented in the long-term debt group of accounts finan- 
cial statements. 


CONTINGENT LIABILITIES 


The Town has been named a defendant in a number of lawsuits at June 30, 
1985. In the opinion of the Town administration, the ultimate resolution 
of the legal actions will not result in a material loss to the Town. 


SUBSEQUENT YEAR AUTHORIZATION 


The financial statements for the Town of Bellingham as of June 30, 1985 do 
not reflect the 1986 Town Meeting held on April 24, 1985. The Town has 
authorized a fiscal 1986 operating and capital budget totalling $11,785,444. 
These funds will be provided for as follows:

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REPORT OF THE INSURANCE COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 


The Commission continues to meet on a regular basis with the continued 
goal of providing the best insurance protection for the taxpayer’s dollar. While 
total dollar value is a high priority for consideration, this Commission also is 
seeking to protect the long range effects of large claims against the town. 


1. Self-Insured Group Health Program — continues to be a big dollar 
saver for the Town. Conversion to Master Health Plus during the new 
Fiscal Year is proposed to reduce costs in the long term. 


2. Self-Insured Worker’s Compensation Trust Fund — Administered by 
Worker’s Compensation Agent Brenda M. Trudeau — continues to 
realize savings in excess of $100,000.00 annually. 


3. Safety Committee — continued monthly meetings have proven to 
lower our accident rate. Discussions, recommendations, and follow- 
up has proven to be a direct aid in accident prevention. 


4. Pre-employment physical program — has proven to aid in identifying 
problem areas in newly hired employees, as well as returning able 
bodied workers back to jobs after injuries. 


The Commission was successful in improving the coverages afforded to 
the Town in the past year through a diligent program of scheduled meetings 
with insurance representatives — we were able to secure renewal coverage despite 
the total turmoil in the Insurance Industry. Although neighboring municipalities 
experienced up to 1000% increases in their premiums — we were successful in 
escaping with a sixty percent increase. Costs for this coverage appear to be 
growing and companies remain reluctant to provide insurance required. This 
situation could cause funding problems in the future. 


We wish to thank all departments affected by the various program changes 
for their support — we ask for your continued support and assistance in the 
future so that we may improve our present programs for the benefit of the 
Town, as well as the taxpayer.

The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


It is interesting to note the gradual decrease in outstanding taxes in the 
past three years which must be related to the healthy economy we are experi- 
encing in our area. I have also seen a bid decrease in the amount of interest 
collected due to timely payments made by the taxpayers. Ambulance fee col- 
lections have been turned around and show an increase in collections to 
$3,245.90 with a much brighter outlook forecast for the next fiscal year. 


Computerization of the Department is moving forward where the benefits 
are starting to show and will have more impact on our work load in the next 
fiscal year when we will have the Real Estate, Personal Property taxes on board, 
in addition to Motor Vehicle Excise taxes. 


The numbers facing us in the near future if the proposed building mate- 
tializes in our community will demand a reassessment of our staffing in the next 
few years. Everyone has to work together in the interest of the taxpayers if we 
are to succeed. I strongly believe that additional emphasis has to be encouraged 
on involvement where input will be helpful to various boards, committees and 
commissions, in order to get the best possible for our town out of the expan- 
sion.

Established in September 1983 with $5,000.00 deposit. Present balance 
is $16,680.26. 
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Group Insurance Claims Trust Fund 
This fund was established by Town Meeting Vote to provide a self insured 
group health and life insurance program. This office administers the pro- 
gram and pays charges and claims from the fund on a monthly basis. 
Present balance is $16,780.15. 


Workers’ Compensation Trust Fund 
This fund was also established by Town Meeting Vote to provide self 
insurance for our workers’ compensation claims. Present balance is 
$280,912.68. 


During the fiscal year 1984—85 the sum of $184,372.00 was earned by my 
investment of revenue proceeds, as well as Federal Revenue Sharing Funds. 
Once again these earnings were realized despite the requirements for borrowing 
in anticipation of Tax Revenue, as well as the renewal of said borrowing because 
of the delay in setting the tax rate. Trust Fund reinvestment earnings exceeded 
$55,000.00. 


The following amounts were invested and earning interest on June 30, 1985: 


Certificates of Deposit $1,489,864.10 
Money Market Accounts 1,180,140.81 


Notable happenings during this past year are as follows: 


Unemployment Compensation: 

The reimbursement method of payment is still in effect. Under this 
method of payment, the Town reimburses, dollar for dollar, on all claims. Cost 
to the Town during the past year was $7,407.00. 


Workers’ Compensation Trust: 

Self insurance for workers’ compensation claims remains in effect. All 
claims are channeled to the Workers’ Compensation Agent — Assistant Town 
Treasurer Brenda Trudeau — for verification, recording, monitoring and subse- 
quent payment. Claims paid this past year total $10,703.28. Significant savings 
continue to be realized by the Town since the starting date of this trust — esti- 
mated annual savings in excess of $100,000.00. 


I again wish to commend and thank all departments for their continued 
cooperation. I also wish to commend and thank my staff for their continued 
loyalty and job dedication during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors reorganized for 1985 with John D. Petrin being 
elected Chairman. Barbara Gautreau was reappointed as Clerk to the Board and 
Nancy Martin as Assistant Clerk. In July 1985 Mr. Petrin resigned as Chairman 
and Joseph LeBlanc was re-elected to complete the remainder of the term. Mr. 
Petrin accepted the position of Executive Secretary for the Town of Pepperell. 
Mrs. Martin tendered her resignation in November 1985 to accept the position 
of Clerk in the Building Inspector’s Office. 


This past year the Town underwent a State mandated Revaluation Pro- 
gram, conducted by Municipal Management Consultants (M.M.C.) to bring 
values to 100%. These new values were applied to Fiscal 1986 valuations. This 
process is mandated every three years. A Classification Hearing was held with 
the Board of Selectmen on November 18, 1985, at which time a Classification 
Factor of One was voted, thereby taxing all properties at the same rate. 


The Department of Revenue certified the Tax Rate of $15.86 on Novem- 
ber 29, 1985. Due to the Revaluation, this is a decrease of $5.25 per Thousand 
valuation.

REPORT OF WORKERS’ COMPENSATION AGENT 


Fiscal Year 1984—1985 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 


During the Fiscal Year 1984—1985, twenty-eight (28) accidents have been 
reported and processed. There have been three (3) lost time claims during this 
period resulting in compensation paid of $5,464.55. The first aid cases have 
resulted in claims totalling $5,238.73. 


The self-insured concept, along with an established, efficient system of 
reporting and monitoring of all claims through this office, has resulted in savings 
to the Town of approximately $115,000.00. 


The avenues of communication provided by the Safety Committee have 
resulted in an awareness of safety principles and established a close working 
relationship between the varied town departments. Continued emphasis on the 
recommendations, as presented by the Safety Committee and Department heads 
at monthly meetings will result in the prevention of needless accidents and sub- 
sequent lost work time.

REPORT OF AUXILIARY POLICE 


Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


At this time I would like to convey my thanks to the Board of Selectmen 
and to you, Jacqueline, for all the assistance and cooperation rendered to this 
organization throughout the preceeding year. I also extend thanks to Chief 
Richard Boucher and Sgt. Gene Wall and all the members of the Bellingham 
Police Department for all the untold hours of training, assistance, co-operation, 
guidance and professional attitude afforded to me and my members of the 
Auxiliary Police. 


As you know, this past year has been exceptionally busy with the advent 
of Hurricane Gloria. to the various Anniversary parades and training sessions. 


Under training and education I have sent six (6) men to the training 
academy at Bradley—Palmer State Park in Topsfield, MA. I offer my congratu- 
lations to these six officers who have completed the Basic and Advanced courses 
Part A and Part B for Auxiliary Police. I will continue these programs as the 
men have shown a genuine concern and a desire to further their knowledge of 
law enforcement. 


The entire Auxiliary Police Department has been re-certified in C.P.R. 
(Cardio—Pulmonary Resuscitation) by Firefighter E.M.T. Chris Bergeron and 
all of his able assistants. 


In conjunction with the Mass Auxiliary Police Association under mutual 
aid, twelve (12) men assisted the Town of Millis, MA with their 100th Anni- 
versary Parade and three (3) men assisted the Town of Berklee, MA with their 
250th Anniversary Parade. I have also attended meetings in Shrewsbury, MA as 
a representative of Bellingham (Mass Auxiliary Police Association). 


All members have completed Fire Arms training instruction and qualifica- 
tions at the Hopedale Pistol and Rifle Club under our Arms Training officers 
Lt. Gordon Brown and Lt. Walter Lewinski. Additional classes concerning 
safety and handling have also been scheduled. All new personnel that have 
received their license to carry firearms have attended the mandatory classes on 
safety and an update on the existing laws. These classes were conducted by 
Sgt. David Sulahian. 


In addition to these training sessions, we maintain nightly cruiser patrols 
of all Town schools and cover many other activities such as football games, 
dances, and any other duties that we are called upon to perform. We schedule 


_ coverage for all church masses on Saturday and Sunday at no cost to the Town. 


Our primary function is to assist the regular Police Department in the 


event of an emergency or disaster. It is not our intent or desire to take over any 


paid details or work that is customarily assigned to the regular officers, but we 
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do give freely of our time when asked to supplement the regular police of our 


Town. 


The Bellingham Auxiliary Police is available to all Non-Profit Organiza- 
tions. If you wish our services, please call Chief Eugene Bartlett at his home. 
Please give at least (2) two weeks notice so that we can schedule your needs effi- 


ciently. 


Any person wishing to join the Bellingham Auxiliary Police can obtain an 
application at the B.A.P. Headquarters on the third Sunday of the month at 
9:00 AM or by calling Chief Bartlett. Persons seeking an application must be a 
resident in the town of Bellingham not less than (1) year and must be over the

Pvt. Leonard Hadley retired in February of this year after serving the 
Town for 25 years as a firefighter, fifteen years of which were as a permanent 
firefighter. I wish to thank Leonard for his many years of dedicated service and 
wish him and Anita the very best in their retirement years. 


Lt. Salvatore Pilla also retired this year after serving twenty-three years as 
a call firefighter for the Town. Again, I wish Sal the very best and may he and 
Blanche enjoy their retirement years as well. 


Fire Department Activity 


The Fire Department responded to 38 building fires; 31 household appli- 
ance fires; 46 box alarms; 81 vehicle assistance calls; 181 investigations; 208 
grass, brush, etc.; 77 details; and gave mutual aid to the Wrentham —1, Medway 
—1, Blackstone —1, Milford —1, and Franklin —1; and received mutual aid from 
Franklin —2, Blackstone —1, Milford —1 and Hopedale —1. The department 
handled 868 rescue calls in the rescue division. 


Total calls for 1985 were 2,151, compared to 1,868 in 1984, 1,694 in 
1983, 1,603 in 1982, 1,865 in 1981 and 1,969 in 1980. Also, the department 
issued, after inspection, 611 permits. The total is inclusive of these. 

Building fires were broken down as follows: 17 house; 12 chimney fires; 


2 oil burner fires; 2 garage; 3 shed/storage buildings; 1 kitchen and 1 commer- 
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cial building. To further extend the above figures, a cause breakdown has been 
provided to show the most common causes of these fires during the year. Below 
are the causes and numbers of each: Heating devices —24 (this includes fires 
caused by woodstoves, fireplaces, space heaters, oil and gas fires furnaces, etc.); 
careless disposal of smoking materials —4; suspicious/arson —3; children —2; 
cooking related —1; electrical —1; careless use of flammable liquid —1; careless 
use of open flame —1 and undetermined —1. 


Appliance fires were broken down as follows: stove/oven —9; electrical 
panel equipment —7; light/ballast —3; dryer —S; fan —1; dishwasher —1; 
generator —1; gas grilles —2; toaster —1; hot water heater —1. 


Box Alarms were broken down as follows: accidental/malfunctions —27; 
malicious false alarms —16; steam —2; brush —1. 


Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows: gas washdowns and 
motor vehicle accident stand-by —39; vehicle fires —34; Jaws of Life —6; and 
Life Flight helicopter assistance —2. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 481 home emergencies; 212 
accidents; 105 miscellaneous; and 70 mutual aid. (TO: Franklin —34; and 
Blackstone —4. FROM: Franklin —24; Blackstone —4; Private Ambulance —2; 
Medway —1; and Woonsocket —1. 


Inspections and Permits 


Inspections were made of businesses and where needed corrections were 
recommended. The workload for inspections and permits increased dramati- 
cally during the year due to the building growth experienced by the Town. Nu- 
merous plans were reviewed by the Chief and in most cases inspections of at 
least one trip per building was necessary for final occupancy. The permits 
issued were as follows: fuel oil storage —75; smoke detectors in new construc- 
tion —144; smoke detectors in homes prior to resale —323; storage of propane 
—46; blasting permits —5; storage of smokeless powder —5; storage of black 
powder —1; removal of underground gasoline tanks (Ch. 148 sec. 38A) —3; 
install underground gasoline tanks —1; install new underground piping —2; and 
transport Class B fuel —1. 


In addition to the above permits, 569 open burning permits were issued. 
It is a proven fact that the inspections of all businesses throughout the year by 
fire personnel has helped to keep the incidents of fire in these establishments 
minimal. All local business persons are to be commended for their cooperation 
in trying to make their places of business violation free for the safety of their 
employees, patrons, as well as for themselves. 


Fire Prevention, Public Education and Safety 


All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were held. 
Once again, through the efforts of Firefighter Thomas Guerin and the school 
department personnel, the “Captain No Burn” program was run throughout the 
schools. Composed of various fire safety topics, the program is presented as part 
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of the curriculum by the school faculty with follow-up by fire department per- 
sonnel. The material is presented through the use of filmstrips, cassette tapes, 
student handbooks, and also allows for parental participation. 


At this time the Chief wishes to thank Firefighter Guerin, the school ad- 
ministration and particularly the teaching staff for their cooperation. Funding 
for the materials used in the program was provided by Eastern Enameling/Jaco, 
Inc., Fiber—Taxis, Inc., and the R.P. Smith Sons Insurance Agency. 


Chief Ranieri, through the news media, ran a week-long program on the 
history of fire prevention, smoke detectors, Project E.D.I.T.H., etc. Various 
fire prevention and safety materials, including ‘““Tot Finders,” safe installation of 
wood stoves, etc., were distributed to many residents during the year. 


Through the efforts of Firefighter Andre Genereux, public safety messages 
were broadcast over the Public Safety Channel No. 5 on the cable T.V. network. 
Various topics were covered relative to fire safety messages, Christmas safety, 
and other public interest messages. Residents are urged to regularly view the 
safety channel for messages of safety and other interesting subjects. 


Numerous C.P.R. courses were sponsored and held at the Fire Station to 
educate the public in life saving procedures of C.P.R. Coordinating the courses 
was Firefighter Chris Bergeron. Several fire department personnel assisted Chris 
in the teaching of classes. 


Once again the leading cause of building fires was chimney and woodstove 
related problems. The Chief wishes to caution all residents with woodstoves and 
other solid fuel heating devices that the maintenance and periodic cleaning of 
stoves, and particularly chimneys, is very critical to the safe operation of these 
and other heating devices. Residents are also cautioned against placing hot 
ashes into combustible containers as well as placing combustibles too close to 
hot surfaces. 


Also the Chief wishes to remind residents that the use of unvented kero- 
sene space heaters in buildings used for human habitation is in violation of the 
state fire regulations and the Mass. General Laws. 


The Chief wishes to remind residents that fire personnel are available to 
speak at meetings of various social and professional groups. To obtain a speaker 
call the fire station at 966—1112 several weeks in advance of the desired date to 
make arrangements with the Chief. 


Vehicles and Training 


Considering the age of the vehicles, the majority are in fair shape. This 
year, as has been the case for the last seven years, requests have been submitted 
to replace a 1960 Ford pumper. A capital improvement plan has been presented 
to the Fin Comm. This year the Town was able to acquire a used aerial ladder 
truck from the Town of Franklin for the sum of $15,000.00. An appropriation 
was made for $20,000.00 for the purchase of the truck. By going to the bid 
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opening the Chief was able to present an alternative bid, saving the Town from 
spending an additional $5,000.00. It is planned that the ladder truck will be put 
into service by latter January or early February after ample training of personnel 
by the Franklin staff. 


The call firefighters have completed the training sessions for 1985. All 
personnel were recertified inC.P.R. The officers and men are to be commended 
for the dedication that they have shown. Both call and permanent firefighters 
participated in college courses, as well as a variety of seminars presented by the 
Mass. Fire Academy. Plans are underway to continue training following the 
Mass. Fire Academy program. 


Pvt. Andre Genereux, Rescue co-ordinator, has been running the in-service 
training in the Rescue division. In addition to these duties, Pvt. Genereux has 
planned, scheduled and sought approval for all training through the Office of 
Emergency Medical Services in the state. In addition to the regular annual in- 
service training, Pvt. Genereux made the arrangements with the regional 
O.E.M.S. office to have a M.A.S.T. course taught at the Center Fire Station for 
Bellingham and area E.M.T.’s. This was the first course taught in the state under 
the new state guidelines allowing basic E.M.T.’s to apply these. The course 
lasted 9 hours and was followed by a test. All members passing the course test 
are now awaiting the state examination so that they may begin to utilize these 
measures to offer a better chance for the victims. Many thanks to Andy for his 
devoted efforts to train the men so as to operate a more efficient rescue divi- 
sion. 


Buildings 

The Town saw fit to appropriate funds for the purpose of constructing a 
new fire station and to renovate the existing center station into a full police 
station. At the present time the Police/Fire Building Committee is getting 
ready to solicit bids for architectural services for the design of the new facility 
and renovation of the existing facility for the Police. The members of the Com- 
mittee are Walter Lewinski, Chairman; Diane Breau, Secretary; and Mr. 
Michael Jaillet, Executive Secretary; Fire Chief Ranieri; and Police Chief Rich- 
ard Boucher. It is believed that the new station will address the cramped condi- 
tions that exist in the present Center Fire Station. 


Other 


The Chief turned in the sum of $9,944.39 to the Town Treasurer for 
1985. The amount is broken down as follows: Oil burner fees —$752.00; 
blasting permits —$50.00; smoke detector fees (old) —$3,420.00; smoke 
detector fees (new) —$1,665.00; fire & rescue reports —$165.00; storage of 
propane —$750.00; storage of smokeless and black powder —$25.00; install 
underground piping —$20.00; install and removal of underground gasoline 
tanks —$40.00; reimbursement from Life Flight —$100.00; model rockets 
—$15.00; restitution for fire alarm damage —$526.90; outside details —$348.83; 
sale of obsolete equipment —$399.00; restitution for fires & false alarms — 
$193.66; transportation of Class B fuel —$10.00; and Insurance Recovery 
Acct. --$1,464.00. 
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Emergency calls increased slightly over 1984. The increase can be attri- 
buted to an increase in rescue calls primarily with a smaller increase in fire 
calls. An increase in inspections and permits due to the increased building 
activity was the primary increase in total activity of the department over the 
previous year. Two fire fatalities were recorded in 1985; one occurred in a car 
fire and one in a shed. These were the first fire fatalities recorded since 1980. 


The Chief again wishes to strongly urge that residents install, maintain and 
periodically test smoke detectors. It has been proven time and time again that 
the early warning provided from smoke detectors provided the necessary time to 
escape from a fire, as well as limit the extent of damage from fire. Usually the 
fires that have been the most serious have existed in buildings that were not 
properly covered with fire and smoke detectors. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Executive Secretary 
Michael Jaillet, the Police Department and other Town Departments for their 
assistance. Particular appreciation goes to the firefighters, both permanent and 
call, for their dedication and cooperation in my efforts to better serve the 
citizens of Bellingham in the protection of life and property. May 1986 be a 
fire safe and prosperous year for all residents.

The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies into a 
system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective and economically 
feasible.

WATER DEPARTMENT 
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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Your Highway Department had a very routine year. The snow removal 
operation for the year was not a difficult one with the minimum of plowing 
storms, however, we did have many sanding storms which keeps costs up high 
due to increased costs of sand and salt. I think this Department again did an 
excellent job keeping up with storm conditions and keeping the roads of Belling- 
ham in a safe condition for its citizens and for those passing through. 


The hurricane which hit Bellingham at the end of September did consider- 
able damage to our highway facilities, one of the equipment sheds in the rear of 
the main garage received extensive roof damage, some damage was also sustained 
on the main building roof with damage to the roof and heating vents. We also 
found that the emergency generator set up for the Highway garage is not big 
enough to handle an emergency of this type. I have recommended to the Board 
of Selectmen that a bigger diesel powered generator which we have been able 
to pick up from Government surplus be installed with the possibility of connect- 
ing the new fire station, to be constructed in the near future, to the Highway 
garage and, therefore, solve two problems at once as the new station will require 
emergency power. The smaller unit now in use in the Highway garage could be 
moved to Town Hall Annex in order to keep this facility with power during an 
emergency. 


This Department received delivery of a new front end loader in December 
and it should serve the Town well for the next 10 to 15 years. In the following 
year we are asking for the replacement of our present sweeper, one new sander 
and one new plow. All necessary to keep this Department running at peak per- 
formance in order to maintain the quality of service people expect. 


I would like to express my appreciation to all the employees of the High- 
way Department, the Water Department, Police Department, Fire Department, 
School Department, Board of Selectmen, Town Counsel, the State and County 
Engineers and the Finance Committee for the fine cooperation and help given 
to me this past year.

During 1985 the Bellingham Arts Council awarded $7,866 in arts lottery 
grants to individual artists, art and civic organizations and the school system for 
various art-related projects. The amount of $500 from a denied grant was with- 
held by the Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council for regranting in the January 
1986 cycle. 


January 1985 grants were approved for Daneile Pultz, advanced ballet; 
Jennifer Leveille, voice coaching; the Bellingham Children’s Theater, sound 
equipment; GFWC Bellingham Jr. Women’s Club, music program for the elderly; 
BVRA Day Health Center, art lessons for the elderly and handicapped; Belling- 
ham Memorial Jr./Sr. High School, drug abuse program; Bellingham Public 
Elementary Schools, eight performances by storyteller and a ‘“Polywriter’’ to 
integrate computer technology into the elementary music curriculum. 


The July 1985 applications receiving grants were Greg Canestrara, voice 
and percussion coaching; Jennifer Ann Leveille, voice lessons; Project Pre- 
School, material for creative music, rhythm and dramatics; Bellingham Mem- 
orial Jr./Sr. High School Drama Program, two-way communications system; 
South School District, Educational music performance; Bellingham Public 
Library, antique desk restoration; BVRA Day Health Center, Music program; 
and the GFWC Bellingham Jr. Women’s Club, Inc., Art study visual aids for 
public use for the town library. 


Council sponsored exhibits at the Bellingham Library were of art work 
done by the elderly and handicapped at the BVRA Day Health Center, Creative 
arts of Project Pre-School students, illustrations by Glen Pirro, Photography by 
Marc Greenwald, paintings and watercolors by Rolande Gentes and handmade 
Amish dolls and quilts by Ann Kogut. 


Council projects included purchases for public use and benefit of Museum 
passes to the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, MA, the Worcester Art Museum, 
Worcester, MA, and the Rhode Island School of Design Museum, Providence, 
RI. The passes are administered by the Bellingham Public Library. Also pur- 
chased were Geneology research books for the library, a Seascape by Ann Kogut, 
a Still Life by M. Locklin, a Watercolor by Rolande Gentes and a photo-land- 
scape by Marc Greenwald for display in town offices, a cassette player/recorder 
and blank tapes and a Casio keyboard with a case, an adapter, headphones and 
music booklets, also administered by the Town Library. 


We also sponsored a trip to the Boston Museum of Fine Arts’ special 
Renoir Exhibit for 30 art students of Bellingham Memorial Jr./Sr. High School 
with the assistance of teacher Helen Pierce.

REPORT OF THE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets at 7:30 P.M. the second Thurs- 
day of each month in the Director’s office at Wrentham Manor. 


During the past year the Housing Authority continued to operate and 
manage three State housing programs and one Federal program. 


The Housing Authority currently has under its management two elderly 
projects, namely Depot Court and Wrentham Manor, which comprise 120 units 
under State Chapter 667. The projects had an operating budget of $212,992.00 
for fiscal year 1985—86. 


Under State Chapter 705 housing program for low income families, the 
Authority owns and maintains two properties consisting of three units. This 
program had an operating budget of $5,312.00 for 1985—86. 


Under State Chapter 707 Rental Assistance, the Authority has 33 units 
under contract with private landlords providing rent subsidy for low income 
families and elderly. A contract for financial assistance in support of these 
units totaled $105,228.00 this year. 


We also have a Section 8 Existing Housing subsidy contract with the 
Department of Housing and Urban Development. Federal support of these 30 
units amounts to $95,712.00 a year. 


We wish to thank all departments in Town who assisted the Housing 
Authority in 1985. 


During the coming year the Housing Authority will continue to serve 
the Town of Bellingham in its best interest.

BOARD MEETINGS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets regularly on a monthly basis 
on the second Thursday of each month. The meetings are conducted in the 
Executive Director’s Office at Wrentham Manor and are scheduled to commence 
ave? -30 pm. 


The Authority’s annual meeting is held during the month of March after 
the annual town elections. 


CURRENT HOUSING PROGRAMS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority operated three state-aided and one 
federal-aided programs as of December 31, 1985. 


Project 667—C. The Authority operates two state-aided elderly housing pro- 
jects under State Chapter 667, namely, Depot Court which was completed in 
1969 and Wrentham Manor which was completed in 1975. Under both pro- 
jects a total of 120 dwelling units exist and were occupied as of December 31, 
1985. Project 667—C had an operating budget of $212,992 for fiscal year 1985. 


Project 705—1. The Authority owns two properties in Town consisting of three 
units under the 705—1 state-aided program. Under this program three dwelling 
units were occupied as of December 31, 1985. Project 705—1 had an operating 
budget of $5,312 for fiscal year 1985. 


Rental Assistance-—-707. Under the 707 program the Authority has thirty-three 
tenants participating in this program as of December 31, 1985. During the past 
year $105,228 was allocated under the 707 program to fund the thirty-three 
units. 


Housing Assistance Payments Program — Section 8. The Authority has a con- 
tract with the Department of Housing and Urban Development under Section 8 
for existing housing subsidy in the amount of $95,712 for federal support of 
thirty units. Under this program thirty units were occupied as of December 31, 
1985. The Authority entered into contract with the Section 8 program in 1975. 


ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR EACH HOUSING PROGRAM 
In determining eligibility for each housing program, the Bellingham Hous- 
ing Authority follows the guidelines set by the Commonwealth of Massachu- 


setts under the Regulation for Eligibility in State-Aided Public Housing, Effec- 
tive Date: April 1, 1989. 
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Guideline regulations for eligibility criteria are outlined as follows: eligi- 
bility regulation, age requirement for elderly housing, eligibility of handicap 
persons, personal care attendant guidelines, handicap eligibility for conventional 
units, net income limit for admission and continued occupancy, PMSA/Non- 
PMSA listing by city or town, net income limits by PMSA, fair market rents, and 
residency requirements.

ACTIVITES DURING 1985 


In addition to housing operations, the activities of the Authority during 
1985 included the following: 


Program 667—C: 

The Authority applied and received a grant of $6,000.00 for the following work: 
Winterization work was performed at Depot Court consisting of weatherstrip- 
ping and caulking of 64 interior doors, 64 exterior doors and 16 attic hatches. 
The work was performed by Intech Specialties, Inc. 


The Authority’s maintenance staff painted all the hallways in every building at 
Depot Court. Also at Depot Court the Community Building was completely 
renovated, including painting and new draperies. 


At Wrentham Manor the maintenance staff extended the office closet 60 sq. ft. 
for storage purposes. Cablevision installed underground cables at both Depot 
Court and Wrentham Manor to make cable television viewing available to every 
unit. Also, cable television was installed in both community buildings by 
Cablevision for the elderly’s enjoyment at no cost to the Authority. 


Program 705—1: 

An Energy Audit was conducted by the South Middlesex Opportunity Council 
(S.M.O.C.) at our property at 21 Arthur Street. After reviewing the energy re- 
port with S.M.O.C. and following their recommendations, the Authority pro- 
ceeded to replace all the electrical wiring and installing a new heating system. 
S.M.O.C.’s share of the energy audit consisted of insulating the house thor- 
oughly, replacing windows, weatherstripping and caulking all doors at no cost 
to the Authority. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTIVES FOR THE COMING YEAR 
During the coming year the Bellingham Housing Authority will continue 
to help the elderly and low-income people to find decent housing and to con- 


tinue to serve the Town of Bellingham in its best interest. 


HOUSING AUTHORITY 
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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


The Board of Registrars elected Gordon D. Curtis as its Chairman for the 
year 1985. Other members are June E. Hill, Norma B. Rogers, and Bertrand Z. 
Remillard, who also serves as clerk. 


Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required by law 
for the Annual Town Election, and all Special Town Meetings. In addition, 
voter registration has been provided by the Town Clerk on a year-round basis at 
his office in the Town Hall during regular office hours. Office hours are Monday 
through Thursday from 8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. and the office is closed for 
lunch from 12:00 P.M. to 1:00 P.M. The hours on Friday are from 8:30 A.M. to 
1:00 P.M. and the office is also open every Monday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 
9:00 P.M.

We again wish to remind residents of some of the laws which they should be 
aware of regarding voter registration to preclude any future problems regarding 
their voting status. They are: 


1. | When voters move from one street address to another within the town, 
they are required to file a written change of address notice with the Board 
of Registrars. This can be done in the Town Clerk’s office, and the special 
forms are available there. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election or town 
meeting, may register to vote before the final day of voter registration, 
even though they have not become 18 years of age on the date of registra- 
tion. 


3. New residents may register to vote on their first day of resident in Belling- 
ham and become immediately eligible to vote at all subsequent elections 
and town meetings, provided the registration is prior to the deadline for 
the particular election or town meeting. 


4. Voter registration deadlines are now: 


a. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Election. 
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b. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 


c. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 
d. 28 days prior to the Presidential Primary, State Primary and State 
Election. 
5.  Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service, need not be 


registered voters. However, they cannot continue to vote after they are 
discharged from the service unless they do register to vote. 


6. Under a new state law, the notarizing of absentee ballots is no longer 
required. However, it must be witnessed by any other person. 


The School Census was again combined with the Town Census this year, 
and both were taken simultaneously, as well as the State Census. 


The total population for the State Census was 13,677 as opposed to 
13,981 for the Town Census. The disparity of 304 residents is due to the dif- 
ferent guidelines provided for the State Census; namely, that all students and 
servicemen living away from home were not allowed to be counted as Belling- 
ham residents. 


All age groups were listed, from birth on up, thus enabling us to determine 
the Town’s total population, and providing for year-to-year comparisons. 


The Town’s population as of January 1, 1985 was certified as being 
13,981 persons. This was a decrease of 126 persons over the 1984 total of 
14,107. 


A complete tabulation of the Town’s population, back to 1765, is shown 
separately in the Town Clerk’s report. 


The Town’s resident population of all persons 17 years of age or older, by 
precinct and by sex, as of January 1, 1985, is as follows:

Since 6,952 persons of this age group were registered to vote by years end, this 
represents a 68.5% registration of the eligible population of 10,150.

We again request the cooperation of all Town Residents in providing 
accurate information to the census enumerators when they call at their homes 
during the month of January. 


The information you provide is not only valuable to your Town Govern- 
ment, but it may also be important to you at some future time, if you should be 
required to provide proof of your residency for various legal reasons. 


It is also important for students who are planning to attend state colleges 
or universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order to obtain the 
lower tuition rates. 


Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are still 
considered legal residents of Bellingham for voting purposes, unless they have 
chosen to establish a permanent residence elsewhere. Their names should be 
reported to the census enumerator by their parents.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Nineteen eighty-five was a very productive year at the Bellingham Public 
Library. Our staff has remained the same and has been kept quite busy. I wish 
to take the time now to thank them for all the help and support they have given 
me during my first complete year in Bellingham. 


To accommodate our growing population, we have added an extra Story 
Hour this year. This brings the total to four, each having fifteen children. 
Story Hour, Summer Reading Club and Summer Storyteller’s Club keeps the 
Children’s Room quite active throughout the year. The Arts Council of Bell- 
ingham has been very generous to the library this year. Because of their support 
we now have a new VCR which enables us to show movies with a minimum of 
trouble. We hope to offer VCR cassettes for circulation in 1986. 


An electronic keyboard was purchased by the Arts Council and is kept 
at the library for circulation to Bellingham citizens. Anyone interested in learn- 
ing the keyboard is welcome to stop by the library to “‘check it out.” 


The library also has a new genealogy collection, thanks to the Bellingham 
Arts Council. The books are available for use in the library and are valuable for 
people in search of their New England Ancestral Roots. 


We have received a grant from the Arts Council to refurnish a desk that 
was part of the original Town Library. We hope to have this project completed 
in early 1986. 


Two committees were in existence in 1985 looking into the possibility of 
library expansion. A Space/Needs Committee was formed to explore the need 
to expand. Their report indicated a need to expand 10-fold according to present 
population figures. A Building/Renovation Committee was then formed to de- 
termine how this fete can be accomplished. Both Committees have worked 
diligently and have offered valuable insight into needed expansion. 


We are still happy to open our doors to the Historical Society of Belling- 
ham and the Arts Council’s monthly meetings and gladly welcome any artist’s 
exhibits throughout the year.

The van was in operation 230 days, transported 1164 persons to doctor’s 
offices, hospital appointments for out-patient services, treatments and therapy, 
grocery shopping, personal shopping, banking, food stamps and prescriptions. 
Fruit baskets were delivered to shut-ins at Christmas. Transportation was pro- 
vided to meetings and parties. The van was in operation 1343 hours, traveled 
9,609 miles, used 1198.1 gallons of gasoline. 


Paul Caya, Jeannette Briere and Margaret Circosta, the Friendly Visitors, 
delivered 4 meals daily when schools were in session. They do grocery shopping, 
deliver and return library books, visit with shut-ins who are unable to be active 
outside their residences, also do personal shopping and errands. 


Charles Chilson has an office at St. Blaise Church to assist Seniors in the 
SMOC fuel assistance program. 


The Greater Milford Area District Nursing Association hold keep well 
clinics at Depot Court and Wrentham Manor and give Flu shots, as well as 
caring for shut-ins. 


Tri-Valley Elder Services have a nutrition program here in Bellingham to 
supply hot dinners five days a week to 25 Seniors who are unable to get their 
meals. Joseph Condon, Norman DeBlois and Marie Paturzo transport and 
deliver meals from Milford to their destinations. 


We are still waiting for the delivery of the van for which the Grant was 
approved in the Spring.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee met on March 6, 1985 to reorganize and elected 
Henri O. Masson to serve as Chairman, Carl R. Rosenlund as Vice-Chairman, 
and Donald R. Burlingame as Treasurer. Mr. Carl R. Rosenlund was elected to 
fill the one year vacancy created by the resignation of Daniel J. Ranieri. 


Public education is the most extensive and expensive commitment a 
community makes to itself. The commitment to education, then, is a key indi- 
cator of a community’s respect for itself. We believe Bellingham taxpayers are 
willing to fund public education and that we are successful as a school district 
because of the financial support our community provides. Without this funding 
some of the programs and services offered in our schools would be cut or elimi- 
nated.

ANNUAL REPORT 


An account of Bellingham Public Schools for the past year, this report 
covers educational services that were provided for about 2650 students. The 
average daily attendance for all schools was 96%. 


ENROLLMENT 


As of December 31, 1986, 2577 were enrolled in kindergarten through 
the twelfth grade in Bellingham Public Schools. This number indicates a drop in 
school enrollments of 90 students and continues the decline in enrollments that 
began in 1975 in our public schools.

STANDARDIZED TESTING PROGRAM 


The school system has been well prepared for the new testing program 
adopted by the Department of Education. With the passage of the State Educa- 
tional Reform Bill — Chapter 188 in the summer of 1985, considerable changes 
were enacted in relation to the testing of students throughout the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 


The reorganized Massachusetts Testing Program contains two major fea- 
tures. Students will be tested for (1) Basic Skills and (2) Curriculum Assessment. 
The Massachusetts Basic Skills Testing will take place each fall for students in 
grades three, six and nine. Basic Skills subject areas will include reading, mathe- 
matics and writing. All students throughout the state will take the same test at 
their level and the results will be scored at the Department of Education. A 
passing score for each subject will be determined for each grade level. Students 
who score above the cut-off score will be assumed to have mastered Basic Skills. 
Conversely, students who fall below the cut-off score will be seen as not compe- 
tent in certain subject areas and will be given special assistance to improve their 
skills. 


An advantage of this type of Basic Skills Testing includes the fact that 
students from each town will be taking the same test with the same standard 
which will provide for consistency and comparisons statewide. 


The second type of testing is entitled the Massachusetts Educational 
Assessment Program. Under this program students in grades three, seven and 
eleven will be tested in reading, mathematics and science during the spring. The 
purpose of this testing will be to identify areas of the curriculum that are strong 
and weak. As with the Basic Skills Testing, this program will be consistent state- 
wide. Not only will Basic Skills be evaluated, but also higher order thinking 
skills. As each year progresses, other subject areas, such as social studies or com- 
puter science, may be evaluated. Results of this testing program will assist the 
school system in terms of priorities for curriculum renovation. 


The students in the town of Bellingham have become very familiar over 
the past five years with the testing process. Each year the standardized testing 
program has expanded. In addition to the two testing programs mentioned 
earlier, the school system this academic year (1985-86) had developed a compre- 
hensive standardized testing program systemwide for students kindergarten 
through grade twelve. 


The Stanford Achievement Test Batteries will be given to all students to 
provide a consistent and uniform assessment of student growth. Comparisons 
between school years can be made readily and the staff can easily detect areas 
of growth or regression. A parent narrative report is available at the schools to 
assist parents with the interpretation of test results. Student writing folders, 
adopted several years ago, have contributed significantly to the improvement 
in writing skills throughout the system. Basic Skills Testing, conducted by the 
school department, has shown continual growth since 1980, with over 90% of 
the tested population meeting minimum competency criteria in all subject areas 
during the 1984-85 academic year. 
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The testing program is coordinated by Frank Connor, School Psychologist, 
with the assistance of a systemwide testing committee. The testing committee 
meets regularly to discuss new testing procedures, dissemination of information 
to the schools, and staff development. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The Bellingham School Committee approved an elementary computer 
curriculum for grades K—6 which was initiated with the start of the 1985-86 
school year. The first year of a five-year plan for upgrading and enlarging our 
computer education program on a system-wide basis was implemented. Com- 
puter centers were organized in each elementary school district under the direc- 
tion of Antonio Fernandes, newly appointed computer education teacher for 
elementary grades. With the purchase of additional microcomputers, our ele- 
mentary students are now getting more opportunities for hands-on instruction. 


A program for gifted and talented children commenced with the opening 
of school sessions in September of 1985. Two teachers were hired to begin pro- 
viding services for children in grades 3 and 4. These teachers also assist all 
elementary teachers in developing appropriate enrichment activities for their 
classes. The program will be expanded to include children in grade 5 next year. 


In the South District, an ad hoc committee was appointed by the School 
Committee to present specific recommendations for renovating Keough and 
Pinecrest Schools, as well as constructing an addition to Pinecrest School. These 
schools have had inadequate facilities for several years and students attending 
these schools deserve the right to enjoy the same educational benefits their 
peers are receiving in North District Schools. The South District Building Needs 
Assessment Committee will be making its final report to the School Committee 
in January of 1986. 


Another committee comprised of parents, teachers, school administrators 
and community agency representatives was organized to investigate the feasi- 
bility of submitting. a proposal to obtain funds through the Early Childhood 
Discretionary Grant Program established by the School Improvement Act, 
Chapter 188 of the Acts of 1985. The School Committee approved the submis- 
sion of an application for an Early Childhood Discretionary Grant at its meeting 
on December 16, 1985 as recommended by the Early Childhood Advisory 
Council. The Council is hoping to receive funding that will allow it to plan a 
program that will enhance existing preschool programs and services. 


Two inservice workshops were scheduled for elementary teachers as part 
of our ongoing training program to provide instruction in the use of microcom- 
puters. 


An inservice program was conducted to train our elementary teachers in 
the use of a personal safety program. The concepts of this program and a cur- 
riculum overview were also presented to the community at parent meetings 
held in each of the elementary school districts. The training consultation and 
follow-up programs for the professional staff and community were presented 
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by the staff of the ESCAPE project of the Herbert Lipton Community Mental 
Health Center. This agency specializes in this type of training and in the treat- 
ment of families in which there has been sexual abuse. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORTS 


Macy School 


The Fourth Annual Arts Festival was held at Macy School during the week 
of May 20, 1985. Honoring a guest artist and educator was initiated as part of 
the opening event. Selected for her contribution in promoting the arts with 
children was Priscilla Dewey, director of the Charles River Creative Arts Pro- 
gram. 


Health services have been expanded with the appointment of a full-time 
nurse. 


Classes for gifted children were started for third and fourth grade students. 
Children who have been identified as having demonstrated exceptional skills at- 
tend classes under the supervision of Carolyn Carey, teacher of the Gifted Pro- 
gram in North District Schools. In addition, all third and fourth graders receive 
instruction as part of this program on creative and critical thinking skills. 


The Computer Program has been improved with the appointment of Mr. 
Antonio Fernandes as computer education teacher. Six new computers were 
purchased for the school and additional time for instruction was incorporated 
into the schedule. 


A “Student of the Week” awards program was implemented to acknowl- 
edge achievements of students in grades kindergarten through four. Each week 
a student from each class is presented a certificate for a specific accomplishment 
consistent with Macy School goals. 


National Book Week was celebrated during the month of November by 
conducting a sustained silent reading period each day for one week. All staff 
and students participated. Principal, nurse, clerk, custodians and itinerant 
teachers joined individual classrooms for fifteen minutes of reading each day. 
A “book worm” was born and grew rapidly as each person completed a book 
and thereby added a section to the ’’book worm.” All activities were organized 
by Maryclare Burke, assistant librarian. 


A School Improvement Council was organized to study school program 
needs. The following teachers were elected by the Macy School staff: Mary Jo 
Jones, Doris Durand and Priscilla Stringfellow. Elected by the Macy Parent- 
Teacher Organization were the following parents: Cheryl Fullerton and Dennis 
Byron. The Council is to be chaired by Annette DeLuzio, Principal. 


All fourth graders were given the opportunity to attend the Boston Ballet 


Company’s production of “The Nutcracker.” The PTO partially funded the 
event. 
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A program to encourage staff involvement in administrative decision- 
making was organized by Principal Annette DeLuzio. Short “topic meetings” 
are frequently scheduled to discuss problems, issues or programs. Teachers and 
other concerned staff are invited to attend and offer their suggestions prior to 
policy decisions. 


Stall Brook School 


Stall Brook School held its annual Educational Fair in March. The theme 
was “A Tribute to American Education.” Mrs. Lee Worsley, grade 5 teacher, 
chaired the event. All 557 students took part. 


Students in grades 5 and 6 joined the New England Math League and com- 
peted against several elementary and middle schools in New England. Top 
scorers in grade 6 were; Mark Murphy, Colin Leonard, Jodi Compton, Peter 
Gianusso, and Jesse Cowell, while the top scorer in grade 5 was Kerri Fedorchak. 


The physical education department instituted an Athlete of the Month 
Program and an intramural Tennis Tournament with Bobby Wood winning the 
school championship, and Michael Kelly as runner up. 


A Pupil Attendance Program was fully implemented this year, thanks to 
our P.T.O. effort in providing a call-in phone system, as well as volunteers to 
man the phones. The Stall Brook P.T.O. also purchased a VCR, funded field 
trips for all students, instituted a Father/Daughter and Mother/Son banquet, and 
provided many cultural activities for the school children. 


The seventh grade students under Miss Lori Fafard’s leadership developed 
an environmental education coloring book for the kindergarten students. 


Throughout the year student works were displayed at Town Hall, School 
Administration building, Almac’s, banks, and several other businesses. 


Six pupils — Michelle Morz, John Lahar, Donna Daley, Jodie Martin, Lisa 
Beksha, and Lisa Kasper — garnered awards for their participation in the Hazard- 
ous Waste Poster Contest as announced by State Representative Daniel Ranieri’s 
office. 


South District 


A program for gifted children in grades 3 and 4, taught by Jane Crook, 
teacher of the Gifted Program for South District Schools, was implemented be- 
ginning with the opening of schools in September. This new enrichment pro- 
gram is evidence of our desire to continually update our educational programs 
in order to meet the needs of all our students. 


A recently organized parent visitation program has proven to be very suc- 
cessful. Parents are invited to visit their children’s classrooms, talk to teachers, 
spend time with the Building Principal, and the are given a tour of school facili- 
ties. If they wish, parents can meet with the principal on an individual basis to 
discuss their concerns. 
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Otto Moulton, a representative from Mrs. Nancy Reagan’s Speakers 
Bureau, spoke to students in grades 4 through 7 about the dangers of drug and 
alcohol abuse. His graphic presentation was the finale of a drug button and tee 
shirt program organized by Mrs. Linda Trudeau. 


The Fire Department, once again, sponsored the Captain Noburn Fire 
Safety Program. Safety Officer Tim Buskirk of the Bellingham Police Depart- 
ment visited some of the primary classes and instructed students concerning 
various safety measures to follow in school, at home or outdoors. 


A School Improvement Council was formed to participate in improving 
school programs with the ultimate objective of creating a better relationship 
between the school and home. 


Memorial Junior--Senior High School 


The Forty-Seventh Commencement Exercises of the Class of 1985 were 
held outdoors on June 7, 1985. A total of 190 seniors received their diplomas 
from School Committee Chairman Henry O. Masson. The valedictorian for the 
Class of 1985 was John J. Henderson, and Theresa M. Robert was the class 
salutatorian. 


Several changes took place during the 1985 school year. A new tardy 
policy was established by the school administration. A new and successful par- 
ent visitation format was developed and proved beneficial to our staff and 
students. 


In preparation for the incoming seventh graders in September of 1986, 
new curriculums were developed and written by the English, science, mathe- 
matics, social studies, art, home economics and industrial arts departments. 


For the first time students in grade 8 were offered a music program under 
the newly appointed music instructor Mr. Joseph Picchione. 


Science Department Chairman Patrick Beaulieu was appointed as advisor 
to the revitalized school newspaper. The New Hawk Times was published three 
times from September to December. Thirty-three hardworking dedicated stu- 
dents comprise the newspaper staff. 


One of the most successful Drug/Alcohol Awareness Programs culminated 
a busy 1985 year for the students and staff. The play Eddie’s Story was per- 
formed by our own S.A.D.D. and Drama Club members on December 16. The 
entire student body, as well as 250 parents, witnessed a powerful emotional 
play that portrayed a true story of a teenager whose long involvement with drugs 
and alcohol eventually caused his death. The play was sponsored by the Belling- 
ham Lions Club and the Bellingham Arts Council in conjunction with the 
School Department. 


Guidance Department 


The Guidance staff at the secondary level now includes a Guidance Depart- 
ment Head, three full-time counselors, a teacher/counselor with 1/5 day coun- 
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selor responsibilities and a full time clerk. The counselor—student ratio is 275 
to 1, while department head ratio is 175 to 1. 


The Career Resource Center is currently being operated by trained volun- 
teer students, monitored by the counseling staff. The center is stocked with a 
wide variety of information, including the latest texts and reference guides on 
careers, colleges and scholarship information. Brochures and applications for 
all college and technical schools are updated on a daily basis. Information on 
all branches of the armed services, as well as R.O.T.C. programs and military 
acadamies, is also available. 


Over one hundred college, technical school and armed service representa- 
tives have visited our school in the past year to meet with interested students. 


Each senior receives a guidance publication entitled the “Senior News- 
letter” published periodically throughout their senior year. Information in- 
cludes special programs and opportunities available to students, school accep- 
tances and any pertinent information relating to the particular time of year. 
Students are encouraged to share this information with their parents. 


The Guidance Department scheduled a financial aid orientation evening on 
December 3. This meeting was made available to all students considering con- 
tinuing their education beyond high school. Any interested seniors and their 
parents were encouraged to attend. The presentation’s guest speakers included: 
Edward Fleury, guidance department head, who presented an overview of the 
types of financial aid available, the procedure for application, and the rights and 
responsibilities of students and parents in accepting financial aid offers; Robert 
O’Leary, a vice president of BayBanks, Inc., explaining the various types of 
student loans available with current rates; and Sergeant Matthew Lorrimar, who 
explained the college-fund programs for obtaining money for continuing educa- 
tion through the Armed Forces. Guidance counselors were available after the 
presentation to meet with parents concerning financial aid. 


Numerous local civic groups and organizations make scholarships available 
to our high school graduates. Most scholarship applications are distributed and 
collected directly through the Guidance Office. Any scholarships which become 
available, whether local, regional or national competitions, are advertised in the 
senior newsletters, on guidance bulletin boards and in local newspapers. Stu- 
dents in the class of 1985 were offered and are taking advantage of $188,886 in 
financial assistance to further their education. 


In addition to scholarships available to all graduates, thé Guidence Depart- 
ment also made available and completed the following special scholarship pro- 
grams: 


— The Hugh O’Brien Leadership Program — A Grade 10 Program 

~- The Century III Leaders Scholarship Program — A Grade 12 Program 

— The DAR Citizenship Award Scholarship Program — A Grade 12 
Program 
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— The Presidential Academic Fitness Award Program — A Grade 12 
Program 


Each year the Guidance Department nominates students for acceptance 
and participation in the Massachusetts Advanced Studies Program. Four stu- 
dents from the Class of 1986 were nominated for participation in this year’s 
program. 


Bellingham High School seniors also have the opportunity to participate 
in the Dean Junior College Cooperative Enrichment Program. Arrangements 
have been made for up to five (5) students to enroll in one (1) class each at Dean 
for the fall and spring semester — free of charge. Student participants receive 
both high school graduation credit and transferable college credit for the courses 
they successfully complete. This year three (3) students participated in this 
program. 


This year we have concluded an agreement with Massachusetts Bay Com- 
munity College for high school seniors who qualify to begin attending the col- 
lege during the second semester of their senior year under an early enrollment 
program. 


Currently this program has sixteen (16) senior participants. The program 
is limited to seniors and has been limited to one semester of participation (% 
credit). 


It must be an approved on the job learning experience. After acceptance 
by the Work-Study coordinator (Guidance department head), it requires a Work- 
Study form application be filled out by the employer and evaluations on student 
performance completed at the end of the semester. 


Class Day exercises is an award ceremony conducted by the Guidance De- 
partment. This function, held annually, is attended by the entire high school 
student body and faculty. Last year awards were presented in over 30 cate- 
gories. Awards included scholarships, medals, pins, trophies and certificates of 
merit. Over one hundred students received special honor during this event held 
June 6, 1985.

During the period from February 1 to June 13, fourteen junior students 
attended two one-hour training sessions per week in peer counselor training. 
These students now operate the Career Resource Room and are available to 
speak with interested students each period of each day of the school week. The 
response to the availability of peer counselors continues to improve each year as 
visiting students to the Career Resource Room continues to increase on a yearly 
basis. 


The Peer Counselor Training Program was conducted by Edward Fleury, 
Guidance Department head, and Bill Zinno, a counselor affiliated with Road 
Counseling of Woonsocket, RI. 


Business Department 


1985 was another outstanding year for Bellingham High School Distribu- 
tive Education students. Fifty-six students enrolled in the program and won 
numerous awards at district, state and national levels. Nine Bellingham students 
were among eighty DECA students who represented the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts at the National Conference in San Francisco. 


Senior Kim Dwyer was named a National DECA winner in Finance and 
Credit (banking) written competency. She also earned a State DECA Scholar- 
ship ($500) and is furthering her education at Holy Cross in Worcester. She is 
majoring in marketing. 


Senior Nancy Haley also earned a ($500) scholarship (DECA State Schol- 
arship) and ($1,000) per year scholarship to Johnson and Wales College in 
Providence where she is majoring in hotel and restaurant management. 

During the 1985 school year, two members of the business education de- 


partment served on the 12-member Bellingham Computer Needs Committee. 
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The Committee submitted a five-year report for the utilization of computers in 
grades K—12 and for the utilization of the IBM System 36 for school depart- 
ment administrative needs. 


The advanced computer programming students (RPG II) are now utilizing 
an IBM System 36, a state of the art computer system, which is housed at the 
high school. 


Our Model Office students are now being taught advanced work pro- 
cessing on both the IBM displaywriter (a dedicated work processing system) and 
the IBM personal computer. This allows our students to develop a broader word 
processing base which leads to more marketable skills upon graduation. 


Mathematics Department 


During 1985 the mathematics department acquired 10 new TRS 80 Model 
IV microcomputers and was able to expand the use of computers to include 
remediation and enrichment through computer assisted instruction in several 
basic level mathematics classes. 


Plans were also finalized for the inclusion of seventh graders in 1986-87 
and work on the revised and updated seventh grade mathematics curriculum was 
completed. 


English Department 


The most profound happenings in the English department during the past 
school year was the development of three important courses. Advanced Place- 
ment English is now being offered, and honors level courses in both English 8 
and English 9. 1986 plans include developing honors level courses at the seventh 
and tenth grade levels. 


Social Studies Department 


In the past year an economics course was introduced as an elective for 
juniors and seniors. The course explains how society, using limited resources, 
attempts to produce, distribute and consume goods and services in order to 
satisfy the unlimited wants of its members. 


In recent months members of the social studies faculty have attended 
professional conferences such as the Social Studies Northeast Regional Confer- 
ence and the Annual Framingham State History Conference. 


Teachers have also taken students on the following field trips: Plymouth 
Plantation, Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the Freedom Trail in Boston, and to 
various judicial courts in Massachusetts. 


Science Department 


The science department has announced a major development in the science 
curriculum in preparation for the arrival of seventh graders in September 1986. 
The new science program is a departure from the specialized science courses be- 
ginning in the eighth grade and continuing through the high school. The seventh 
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grade program will consist of general science. It will bring together the students’ 
science experiences of the elementary grades and provide a general preparation 
for the physical, life and earth sciences that follow. 


Art Department 


The art department has completed a successful year with serious concen- 
tration on basic art structure and portfolio presentation preparations. A part- 
time teacher continued the eighth grade art instruction and this fall Mrs. Finlay 
returned to the program to offer studio ceramics. 


Our annual art exhibition featured senior artists and other noted art 
projects. We had two poster winners in state contests. 


Highlights this year included two trips to Boston Museum of Fine Arts, 
attended by eighth graders, and this fall a trip sponsored by Bellingham Arts 
Council for 32 students to see the ““Renoir’’ exhibit. 


Industrial Arts 


The industrial arts department has just completed another successful year. 
Noteworthy accomplishments for the year would have to include the industrial 
arts, home economics, Art Exhibit held last May in the library, as well as the 
formation of a seventh grade curriculum and the revamping of the eighth grade 
curriculum. | 


Interest continues to run high as witnessed by the number of students 
voluntarily participating after school, as well as during study periods. Our en- 
rollment is up, despite a decline in the overall school population. 


Special Needs Department 


The special needs department is made up of five classroom teachers, two 
aides, and four specialists, adaptive physical education, speech, school adjust- 
ment counselor and school psychologist. It offers a full curriculum of remedial 
language, mathematics, science, history, and world geography for grades 8 —12. 
There is one 502.4 self-contained class for trainable students. 


In October an in-service program was held by the department for the high 
school staff. It was felt there was a need to review the process of referral to 
Chapter 766 for CORE Evaluation. 


National Honor Society 


On April 11, 1985 twenty-eight juniors and one senior were inducted into 
the National Honor Society of Bellingham Memorial High School. Membership 
into the National Honor Society is based upon scholarship, character, leadership 
and service. In addition to the induction of new members, returning seniors 
received membership pins. Following the ceremony, a celebration dinner for 
members, their families and friends was held in the school dining hall. 
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Library 


The school library continues to function on a “supportive”’ level striving 
to provide all students with an environment which is appropriate and conducive 
to study and learning. More and more students are showing an increased feeling 
of enthusiasm, concern and pride in their school library. 


The past spring more than $2,500 was given to the school library as a 
gift from the Sara Wrenn estate. A 219 volume Let’s Visit series was purchased 
with the funds, along with a 19 volume Enchantment of the World collection. 
These two beautiful sets of books about all the countries of the world are a 
welcome asset to our library. 


Drama Club 


On January 31 and February 1 the Bellingham High School Drama Club, 
under the direction of Edward Vento, presented its most challenging and so- 
phisticated murder mystery to date, a three-act thriller entitled “Web of Mur- 
der,” written by Jonathan Troy. Nine talented student actors, drawn from 
grades eight through twelve, delighted each night’s audience with exceptional 
performances. 


Since then club members have been meeting weekly to sharpen their 
dramatic skills and prepare for the next production. New officers have been 
elected and committees for publicity, stage properties, and prompting have been 
established. 


On Sunday, December 8, 1985 thirty-two Drama Club members and 
friends spent an enjoyable day in New York City. The highlight of the trip was 
the Christmas spectacular at Radio City Music Hall. 


Athletic Department 


Athletic teams qualifying for post-season tournament play highlighted the 
calendar year. A Tri-Valley League Championship was won by the 1985 Varsity 
Baseball Team, followed by a remarkable State Championship won by the 
Varsity Field Hockey Team. Other teams qualifying for tournaments by virtue 
of season records were Girls’ Basketball, Softball and Volleyball. Individual 
honors were won by David Winship in Cross Country in capturing the State 
Sophomore Cross Country title. All other teams in the program showed im- 
provement or promise of improvement, not only in team records but in quality 
of performance. 


The athletic program continues to attract 40% of the student population 
during the school year in programs for interscholastic athletic competition. 
Support from parent booster clubs in a number of cooperative ventures has 
increased and it is hoped that both the support for the programs and the par- 
ticipation will remain at a high level. 


Music Department 


The Hawks Marching and Concert Band had a busy spring and fall season. 
Sporting their new light weight uniform shirts, the band performed in the Millis 
Centennial Parade. They received a second place award in that competition.

In addition, the band played at all the home football games and partici- 
pated in the annual Woonsocket Autumn Fest Parade. 


The school’s chorus and concert band gave their annual holiday gift to the 
town with their winter concert which was well received and attended. 


Special Education 


The Bellingham School System continues to provide a variety of services 
to meet the needs of children with Special Needs. In addition, the Bellingham 
School System is a member of two special needs collaboratives, BICO and the 
Blackstone Valley Special Needs Collaboratives. Six hundred and forty-five 
students were served in the 1985 school year; however, 60% of the special needs 
students spent less than twenty percent of their time out of the regular class- 
room programs. 


Chapter One Program 


The Chapter One Program continues to utilize funding for a parent in- 
volved Pre-School Program and an elementary reading and mathematics remedia- 
tion program for the eligible school districts, North and South Elementary 
School Districts. In the 1985 school year the Chapter One Program experienced 
a reduction of federal funding but continued to serve approximately 200 stu- 
dents. Chapter One is a member of the Chapter One Computer Cooperative 
Center. 


The Chapter One Pre-School Program was selected to participate in the 
State Chapter One Annual Convention held in Hyannis. The program was 
selected for its unique parent involvement in the Pre-School Educational Pro- 
cess. 


Adult Education Program 


Nearly 200 Bellingham residents have taken advantage of the classes of- 
fered through the Adult Education Program conducted at Bellingham High 
School. 


In an effort to meet the needs and interests of the community, the Adult 
Education Program has offered a variety of selected programs which have been 
quite popular. Investment seminars, financial planning, sewing, quilting, micro- 
wave cooking, creative crafts, keyboarding, basic microcomputer, SAT Review 
for those students preparing to take their college boards, and Coast Guard Safe 
Boating are some of the offerings provided in the program. 


Further, to meet the needs of those who were unable to attain their high 
school diploma, the Adult Education Program received a Federal Grant of 
$5,000, thereby enabling us to provide a GED and an ABE program to assist 
adults in the development of reading, writing and mathematics skills for the O—8 
grade level at no tuition. The latter two have received an overwhelming response 
with a projected enrollment of 50 for the 1985—86 school year. 


School Employees 

The education of Bellingham students is a einensibility shared by 298 
school employees. These employees provide a variety of programs and services 
to our youth. Some of our employees are hired on a part-time basis and work a 
limited number of hours.

‘once each year. Changes in the rates shall not be made unless the proposed new rates are 
published in newspapers in general circulation in Bellingham and considered at a public 
hearing held for this purpose. No price or rate in said schedule shall be fixed at less than 
[production cost as it may be determined by the Board of Water Commissioners. The 
ischedules of prices and rates shall be established to yield a zero balance after the payment 
of all operation and maintenance expenses, principal and interest on outstanding debt, an 
accrued depreciation reserve not to exceed two percent of the cost of the plant per annum 
land a sinking fund for Capital Improvements not to exceed two percent of the cost of the 
plant per annum. The cost of the plant will be determined by the Board of Water 
ommissioners, and be based upon the actual capitalization of all land, structures, 
! eservoirs, transmission systems, distribution systems, machinery and equipment, and all 
jother classifications comprising the total Department. If a surplus exists then the schedule 
of prices or rates will be revised to maintain a zero balance. The water used by the Town 
of Bellingham in its public buildings, shall be charged for in accordance with the prices of 
e fixed schedules. 


Subsection C. The income from sales, jobbing and the above mentioned appropriation 
shall be received by the Town Collector, and shall be used by the Board to pay the annual 

expenses of the plant, to make payments on the indebtedness of the plant, and to set up 
the depreciation and sinking funds accounts which will be kept and managed as separate 
funds for reconstruction, renewals, extensions, improvements, major repairs, enlargement, 
additions or similar purposes. The general authority to manage and expend the fund for the 
ensuing year by the Board will require approval by the Town at the Annual Town 
eeting. The accounting system to be used for keeping the Department accounts will be 
e Uniform System of Accounts, prescribed by the Department of Public Utilities for 
private water companies, which will reflect on a monthly basis, the status of all accounts 
and the financial position of the Department. 


Subsection D. Nothing in this act shall prevent the Town of Bellingham from 
appropriating funds for repairs, improvements, extensions or additions to the water 
system over and above those programmed under the revolving fund. These appropriations 
shall be treated as Special Deposits on the Department books and administered by the 
Board of Water Commissioners for the specific purposes for which they were 
appropriated. Any balance after completion of the project will be returned to the General 
Fund by the Board. Nothing in this act shall prevent the Town of Bellingham, by a two- 
irds (2/3) vote at an Annual Town Meeting from transferring funds from the 
accumulated sinking funds of the Department to reimburse the Town for funds which may 
be appropriated and used for Department projects as outlined herein. The Board is 
expressly allowed to accept grants or gifts for water projects.

AN ACT RELATIVE TO THE BELLINGHAM WATER & SEWER COMMISSION 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court assembled, and! 
by the authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. It is hereby declared essential that the town of Bellingham, for the 
benefit of the people of the town, shall continue to maintain economical and efficient’ 
sewer and water systems: said town be provided a means to improve its water and sewer 
services operating in a modern, efficient, financially self-sustaining, and environmentally 
sound manner: that just, equitable and sufficient fees, rates and charges for water and sewer 
service within the town be established and all consumers, public and private, taxpayer and’ 
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lax exempt, pay their fair share of the costs of such services; all to the public benefit and 
good, as and to the extent and in the manner provided herein. This act may be referred to 
and cited as the Bellingham water and sewer reorganization act of 1986. 


| Section 2. As used in this act, the following words shall, unless the context 

requires otherwise, have the following meanings: — 

: "Sewer works system", the existing sewer works system in the possession of and 

under the jurisdiction, ownership, control and regulation of the town and its sewer 
Ommission, and all facilities, betterments, extensions, improvements, enlargements 

thereto hereafter constructed or acquired. 

"Water works system", the existing water supply and distribution system in the 
possession of and under the jurisdiction, ownership, control, and regulation of the town 
and its water commission, and all facilities, betterments, extension, improvements and 
enlargements thereto hereafter constructed or acquired. 

"Town", the town of Bellingham. 


Section 3. There is hereby established the Bellingham water and sewer 
ommission hereinafter called the commission. Except as otherwise provided in this act, 
the powers of the commission shall be exercised by a board consisting of five members. 
Such persons to be elected in the following manner: one member shall be elected, for a 
three year term by ballot, at the annual town election next after the acceptance of this act 
with the remaining four members being incumbents in their respective offices with the 
board of water commissioners and the sewer commissioners as elected thereto, now 
becoming the Bellingham water and sewer commission: two members shall be elected by 
ballot for a term of three years to the Bellingham water and sewer commission at the 
annual town election one year after the acceptance of this act with the remaining two 
members being incumbents in office as elected to the board of water commissioners and 
© sewer commission, two members shall be elected by ballot for a three year term two 
years after the acceptance of this act and for a three year term. Upon the expiration of the 
itial terms, each of the said commissioners shall be thereafter elected for three year 
erms. 


: Section 4. The commission shall appoint, employ and determine the duties and 
conditions of employment of a superintendent and such other employees and consultants 
as the commission may deem necessary, subject to the applicable laws of the town and 
commonwealth. All appropriations for wages and salaries of personnel, and the 
establishment or amendment of a wage and salary classification plan, shall be subject to 
€ provisions of the town personnel by-law. The superintendent shall be the chief 
executive officer of the commission and shall administer and direct its affairs as authorized 
br approved by the commission and shall have such of the powers and perform such duties 
“4 Re commission as the commission may from time to time delegate to him and not 
all.

lo the Citizens of Bellingham: 


During the year 1986, the Finance Committee held hearings regarding five (5) 
special town meetings. The annual town meeting consisted of 56 articles and took two (2) 
sessions to complete. 


) At the annual town meeting in April, and at related special town meetings, the 
Own appropriated $13,731,316 to be raised in 1987. This represents a 12% increase over 
ast year. We continue to be heavily dependent upon state aid to balance our budget. State 


id as a percentage of revenues for 1986 was 44.9 . Property taxes as a percentage of 
evenues for 1986 was 39.9. 


The town has floated its first bond issue since 1974. The amount is 
3,845,000,to be financed at an annual rate of 5.60. The funds will be used as follows: 
1,600,000 for construction of lateral interceptor sewers; $1,115,000 for remodeling, 
econstruction, and repairs to municipal buildings; $575,000 to construct, equip and 
mish the fire station; $470,000 to construct and equip a new water pumping station, 
epair water storage facility, and purchase land and equipment; $85,000 to purchase police 
adio equipment. This bond issue does not include the Vyredox water purification system 


Many difficult financial decisions have to be made in the near future. We hope 
n€ recommendations of the finance committee will be considered seriously.

‘The Insurance Commission operates with the intent of securing the most adequate 
insurance coverages commensurate with their associated costs. While securing these 
‘coverages, the commission continuously maintains the requirement of long range 
|protection against large claims. 


All programs initiated during the last several years are still in effect and continue to save 
the town considerable amounts of money. These programs include: 
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Self Insured Group Health Program 
Self Insured Workers’ Compensation Program 


Pre-Employment and Post Injury Physical Program 
Monitored On-The-Job Injury Program 


A master health plus program was initiated for all town covered employees on January 1) 
1986. This program is designed to provide benefits to our employees while utilizing 
mandated controls for savings, namely second opinion and pre-admission requirements. 

The Commission was successful in securing a sound general liability program o: 
insurance — The insurance market has proven to be very volatile in the last two years an¢ 
securing said coverages from reliable companies has been a problem.

The balance of funds invested for the perpetual care of cemetery lots on June 30, 
1986 was $5,052.50. The amount of interest available to the Cemetery 
Commission for disbursement during 1985-1986 was $563.00. 


Henry A. Whitney Library Trust Fund 
$100.00 fund with added interest totaling $131.14. The present balance 
in this fund is $231.14. 


Mable Drake Library Trust Fund 
A fund established with an initial grant of $342.70. Interest earnings on 
this account presently total $481.57. The present balance is $824.37. 


Conservation Fund 
A fund established in 1972 for use in local conservation programs. 
The present balance is $24,976.34. 


Unemployment Insurance Fund 
A fund established for the purpose of claims payments due for unemploy 
ment compensation charges. The present balance is $72,757.13. 


Retirement Reserve 
A fund established to provide a reserve to pay retirement costs if full 
funding is mandated. The present balance is $61,669.95. 


Municipal Buildings Insurance Trust 
Established in September 1983 with $5,000.00 deposit. Present balance is 
$28,599.86. 


Center Street Land Taking Trust 
Established in 1983 from land taking funds not collected _ balance $3,107.28. 


Group Insurance Claims Trust Fund 
This fund was established by Town Meeting Vote to provide a self insured 
group health and life insurance program. This office administers the pro- 
gram and pays charges and claims from the fund on a monthly basis. 
Present balance is $9,180.54. 
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Workers’ Compensation Trust Fund 
This fund was also established by Town Meeting Vote to provide self 
insurance for our workers' compensation claims. Present balance is 
$329,991.29. 


During the fiscal year 1984-85 a sum in excess of $150,000 was earned by my 
investment of revenue proceeds, as well as Federal Revenue Sharing Funds. Once again 
these earnings were realized despite the requirements for borrowing in anticipation of Tax 
Revenue, as well as the renewal of said borrowing because of the delay in setting the tax 
rate. Trust Fund investment earnings exceeded $50,000. 


The following amounts were invested and earning interest on June 30, 1986: 


"Certificates of Deposit” $1,261,425.50 
"Money Market Accounts” 3,038, 134.68 


Notable happenings during this past year are as follows: 


The reimbursement method of payment is still in effect. Under this method of 
payment, the Town reimburses, dollar for dollar, on all claims. Cost to the Town during 
the past year was $10,793. 


Workers’ Compensation Trust: 
Self Insurance for workers' compensation claims continues to be a highly successful 
endeavor. All claims are channeled to the Workers’ Compensation Agent — Assistant 
own Treasurer Brenda Trudeau — for verification, recording, monitoring and subsequent 
payment. Claims paid this past year total $2,343.26. Significant savings continue to be 
realized by the Town since the starting date of this trust — estimated annual savings 
remain in excess of $100,000. 


There was a significant amount of legislation enacted at the State and Federal levels 
which impact on the operations in the Office of the Treasurer. The requirements mandated 
by these laws have affected the normal day to day method of doing business as well as 

posing additional administrative burdens on our staff. Program initiatives have been 
dertaken in the area of deferred compensation plans for employees — the transition to a 
master health plus health care program — utilization of an on site health care coordinator 
|— implementation of the new Tax Reform Law. 


| A large amount of work has been accomplished in the preparation of documents for 
a prospectus on the sale of Capital Improvements Bonds previously voted. This issue was 
sold on November 15, 1986 and the Town received a very favorable low bid of 5.60% 
This low bid will in turn save our Town several hundred thousand dollars versus the 
projected costs of one year ago. 


I again wish to commend and thank all departments for their continued cooperation. 
{ also wish to commend and thank my staff for their continued loyalty and job dedication

Fiscal Year 1985 — 1986 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of Bellingham: 
During the Fiscal Year 1985-1986, ten (10) accidents have been reported and processed. | 


There has been one (1) lost time claim during this period resulting in compensation paid 
of $1,008.12. The first aid cases have resulted in claims totalling $2,343.26. 


The self-insured concept, along with an established, efficient system of reporting and) 
monitoring of all claims through this office, has resulted in savings to the Town in 
excess of $125,000. 


The avenues of communication provided by the Safety Committee have resulted in an 
awareness of safety principles and established a close working relationship between the 
varied town departments. Continued emphasis on the recommendations, as presented by 
the Safety Committee and Department heads at monthly meetings will result in the 
prevention of needless accidents and subsequent lost work time.

Report of the Board of Assessors 


The Board of Assessors reorganized for 1986 with Joseph LeBlanc stepping down as 
Chairman, a position he occupied many times. He made a motion to elect Joseph 
Laplante to serve until the Reorganizational Meeting in March of '87, which Joe accepted. 
In October of '86 William C. Lewinski was appointed to fill the vacancy of a third 
member until the Elections of March '87. 


The composition of the Board was changed when voters, at the Annual Town 
Meeting in April of '86 voted to amend the By-Law returning the Board to a three member 
elected panel, making the position of Full-time Assessor an appointed one. When the 
action was approved by the Attorney General in September the Board of Assessors 
immediately advertised for the position; after the lengthy process, with the 
recommendation of the Personnel Board, the Assessors appointed David A. Bailey to serve 
in that capacity. His office is located in the room vacated by the Council on Aging. The 
Board feels that he will be a great asset to the Town. 


In reorganizing the Department a second position of Assistant Assessor was created, 
‘approved at the Special Town Meeting of December 11, 1986; the Board feels that this 
will bring the Department more in line to deal with future needs. In March of '86 Lucille 
Couture was hired as Part-time Clerk, the Full-time Clerk Barbara Gautreau was 
appointed Assistant Assessor, and a new Clerk will be hired to fill her place. This will 
bring the Office to a full staff. 
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The Department of Revenue certified the Fiscal '87 Tax Rate in November of '86 in 
the amount of $16.54; this is an increase of 68% over Fiscal '86. At the Public Hearing 
on November 20, 1986 it was voted to use one rate for all classes.

| Under Proposition 2 1/2 the Town was able to increase the Tax Levy by 2 1/2% or 
$134,716 for Fiscal '87. However, due to Growth which we were able to utilize from 
Fiscal '83 and ‘84 in the amount of $47,284 and Growth in ‘86 in the amount of 
$294,541, the Tax Levy was increased to $5,865,181 in allowable spending. 


In 1988, for Fiscal '89 the town is again mandated by the State to revalue the entire 
Town. This is mandated every three years. 


We wish to thank the Collector's Office, Treasurer's Office, Finance Committee and 
all other persons or Boards for their cooperation during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Chief of Police, I hereby submit the report of the Police Department for the 
year ending December 31, 1986. 


I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen; Mike Jaillet; the officers of the Bellingham 
Police Department and the Auxiliary Police for their assistance in helping to provide 
better police services to the citizens of the Town of Bellingham. 


1986 was a banner year for improvements within the Bellingham Police 
Department. The Board of Selectmen approved the reorganization of the police department 
with the establishment of an Administrative Lieutenant position and an Operations 
Lieutenant position. These two new positions will strengthen management and increase 
effectiveness and efficiency within the Department. Basic 4 Company of California has 
chosen the Bellingham Police Department to participate in a pilot program for a computer 
dispatching and cruiser tracking system. This system will allow for better police 
response, increased police visibility and provide greater safety for the officers. The bid for 
a new radio communications system was awarded to Standard Radio. This new radio 
system will provide better communications which will facilitate improved response time: 
for service. The Town's first Crime Watch Program was started by Officer George T. 
Buskirk in cooperation with the Bellingham Women of Today. This program serves to 
initiate citizen co-operation and assistance with which the Police Department depends on 
in its efforts towards crime reduction. And lastly, the Uniform Crime Index of serious 
crimes in the Town of Bellingham has decreased 16% during this past year. I want to 
credit the officers of the Bellingham Police Department for their cooperation and concer 
which made this dramatic decrease a reality. 


In the coming year the Bellingham Police Department will continue to strive for 
improved training for the officers; strengthened management; and enhanced police service: 
to the citizens of the Town of Bellingham.

Fire Department Activit 


The Fire Department responded to 36 building fires; _9 household appliance fires; 
34 box alarms;_79 vehicle assistance calls; 176 investigations; 119 grass, brush, etc.; 66 
details; and gave mutual aid to Milford-1; Woonsocket-]; Franklin-]; and received mutual 
aid from Franklin-]; Blackstone-]. The department handled 866 rescue calls in the rescué 
division. 


Totals calls for 1986 were 2,153, compared to 2,151 in 1985, 1,868 in 1984 
1694 in 1983, 1,603 in 1982, and 1,865 in 1981. Also the department issued, after 
inspection, 763 permits. The total is inclusive of these. 


Building fires were broken down as follows: 11 house; 16 chimney fires; 2 oi 
burner fires;_2 garage; 3 shed/storage buildings; and 2 commercial buildings. To further 
extend the above figures, a cause breakdown has been provided to show the most common 
causes of these fires during the year. Below are the causes and numbers of each: Heating 
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devices-20 (this includes fires caused by woodstoves, fire places, space heaters, oil and gas 
fired furnaces, etc); suspicious/arson-4; children-2; cooking related-]; electrical-4; careless 
use of flammable liquid-3; careless use of open flame-] and lightning-]. 


Appliance fires were broken down as follows: stove/oven-5; electrical panel 
equipment-1; dryer-1; hot water heater-]; refrigerator-]. 


Box Alarms were broken down as follow: accidental/malfunctions-]7; malicious 
false alarms-]6; brush-].Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows; gas 
washdowns and motor vehicle accident stand-by-22; vehicle fires-52; Jaws of Life-3; and 
Life Flight Helicopter assistance-2. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 466 home emergencies; 180 accidents; 
84 miscellaneous; and 136 mutual aid. (TO: Franklin-42; Woonsocket-4; Blackstone-3.) 
(FROM: Franklin-60; Blackstone-19; Private Ambulance-3; Medway-3; Woonsocket-2.) 


I i | Permit 


Inspections were made of businesses and where needed corrections were 
recommended. The workload for inspections and permits increased dramatically during the 
year due to the building growth experienced by the Town. Numerous plans were reviewed 
by the Chief and in most cases inspections of at least one trip per building was necessary 
for final occupancy. The permits issued were as follows: fuel oil storage-103; smoke 
\detectors in new construction-]44; smoke detectors in homes prior to resale-395; storage 
of propane-58; blasting permits-20; storage of smokeless powder-6; storage of black 
|powder-1; removal of underground gasoline tanks (Ch. 148 sec. 38A)-3; transport Class B 
\fuel-]; install fire alarm system-2; install fire suppression systems-4; storage of 
\flammable gas-3; U.S.T. permits-18; tank truck inspections-§. 


In addition to the above permits, 770 open buming permits were issued. It is a 
(proven fact that the inspections of all businesses throughout the year by fire personnel 
has helped to keep the incidents of fire in these establishments minimal. All local 
business persons are to be commended for their cooperation in trying to make their places 
of business violation free for the safety of their employees, patrons, as well as for 

mselves. 


| All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were held. Once again 
through the efforts of Firefighters Thomas Guerin, Richard Marcoux and the school 
Hepartment personnel, the “Captain No Burn" program was run throughout the schools. 

Composed of various fire safety topics, the program is presented through the use of 
‘filmstrips, cassette tapes, student handbooks, and also allows for parental participation. 


At this time the chief wishes to thank Firefighters Guerin, Marcoux, the school 
‘administration and particularly the teaching staff for their cooperation. Funding for the 
terials used in the program was provided by Eastern Enameling/Jaco Inc., Fiber-Taxis, 
. and the R.P. Smith & Sons Insurance Agency. 


Chief Ranieri, through the news media, ran a week-long program on the history of 
fire prevention, smoke detectors, Project E.D.I.T.H., etc. Various fire prevention and 
ety materials including ~~Tot Finders", safe installation of wood stoves, etc. were 
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distributed to many residents during the year. 


Through the efforts of Firefighter Andre Genereux, public safety messages were 
broadcast over Public Safety Channel 5 on the cable T.V. network. Various topics were 
covered relative to fire safety messages, Christmas safety, and other public interest 
messages. Residents are urged to regularly view the safety channel for messages of safety 
and other interesting subjects. 


Numerous C.P.R. courses were sponsored and held at the Fire station to educate the 
public in life saving procedures of C.P.R. Coordinating the courses was Firefighter 
Christopher Bergeron. Several fire department personnel assisted Chris in teaching of 
classes. 


Once again the leading cause of building fires was chimney and woodstove related 
problems. The Chief wishes to caution all residents with woodstoves and other solid fuel 
heating devices that the maintenance and periodic cleaning of stoves, and particularly 
chimneys is very critical to the safe operation of these and other heating devices. 
Residents are also cautioned against placing hot ashes into combustible containers as well 
as placing combustibles too close to hot surfaces. 


Also the Chief wishes to remind residents that the use of unvented kerosene space 
heaters is in violation of the state fire regulations and the Mass. General Laws. 


The Chief wishes to remind residents that fire personnel are available to speak at 
meetings of various social and professional groups. To obtain a speaker call the fire 
station at 966-1112 several weeks in advance of the desired date to make arrangements 
with the Chief. 


Vehicl 1 Traini 


Considering the age of the vehicles, the majority are in fair shape. This year as has 
been the case for the last nine years, requests have been submitted to replace a 1960 Ford 
pumper. A capital improvement plan has been presented to the Finance Committee. 


The firefighters have completed the training sessions for 1986. All personnel not 
certified E.M.T.'s were recertified in first aid in accordance with state law. All personnel 
were recertified in C.P.R. Special thanks to the permanent personnel who assisted in the 
training of the personnel. The officers and men are to be commended for their dedication 
that they have shown. Both call and permanent firefighters participated in college courses 
as well as a variety of seminars presented by the Mass. Firefighting Academy. 


Private Andre Genereux, Rescue co-ordinator, has been running the in-service 
training in the Rescue division. In addition to these duties, Pvt. Genereux has planned, 
scheduled and sought approval for all training through the Office of Emergency Medical 
Services in the state. Several members of the department passed a state M.A.S.T. trousers: 
examination this year and are certified in the use of M.A.S.T. This will allow the trauma 
victim additional beneficial treatment and increase chance for survival. The firefighters 
passing were Pvts. Christopher J. Bergeron, Andre N. Genereux, Thomas J. Guerin and 
Steven R. Reilly. The Chief wishes to commend them on their accomplishment. 


Many thanks to Andy for his devoted efforts to train the men so as to operate a 
more efficient rescue division. 
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Chief Richard Ranieri received an associate degree in Fire Science from 
Quinsigamond Community College in Worcester this year. This marks the first 
department member who received a fire science degree. The courses were taken in the 
evening. Other members enrolled in the Fire Science program are Privates Michael 
Delorme and Thomas Guerin. 


Buildi 


The Police/Fire Building Committee selected an architect for the construction of the 
new fire facility and renovation of the Police station. Selected was Bennett Associates 
from Boston. Schematics have been received and reviewed and soil borings are expected to 
be performed in early January. It is hoped that advertising for bids will commence in early 
spring. The members of the Committee are Walter Lewinski, Chairman; Diane Breau, 
Secretary and Michael Jaillett. Executive Secretary; Fire Chief Richard F. Ranieri; and 
Police Chief Richard B. Boucher.

The Chief turned in the sum of $8,538.89 to the Town Treasurer for 1986. The 
ount is broken down as follows: oil burner fees-$1,140.00; blasting permits-$190.00;

It has been proven time and time again that the early 
jyarning provided from smoke detectors provided the necessary time to escape from a fire 
Js well as limit the extent of damage from fire. Usually the fires that have been the most 
tious have existed in buildings that were not properly covered with fire and smoke 
(| ectors. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Executive Secretary Michael 
illet, the Police Department and other Town Departments for their assistance. Particular 
preciation goes to the firefighters, both permanent and call, for their dedication and 
jpoperation in my efforts to better serve the citizens of Bellingham in the protection of 
re and property. May 1987 be a fire safe and prosperous year for all residents.

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REPORT OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT 
To the Board of Water Commissioners: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 31, 1986. The year ended 
with 117 water service applications processed. Approximately 2,000 units have been or 
will be approved pending planning board approval which indicates that additional water 
supplies will be needed. 


The Vyredox Treatment System has been delayed due to complications in two 
municipalities thereby causing DEQE (Department of Environmental Quality Engineering- 
Division of Water Supply) to revise the proposed installation methods. Further delays in 
the installation is anticipated but hopefully completion will be late 1987 or early 1988. 


The proposed pumping station #11 off Wrentham road has had the required seven: 
day pumping test and we are now awaiting DEQE approval for construction plans. The 
earliest completion date for this station will be early 1988. 


The capital improvement program was funded December 1986. The following;

REPORT OF THE SEWER COMMISSION 
1986 was a year of transition for the Bellingham Sewer Commission. 


Shortly after the March election, all three members of the Commission resigned, 
resulting in a complete tumover. 


Appointed to fill these positions were Marc E. Laverdiere, Matthew F. Pytko and 
Joseph Pasciuto. All three were appointed to serve until the next town election. 


The Sewer Commission has had to face and make many difficult decisions regarding 
the sewering of Bellingham, especially Pilgrim Village. The town was fortunate to 
receive a state grant for $800,000 towards the cost of sewering Pilgrim Village and is also 
eligible for approximately $500,00 more in Federal funding toward this project. 


The Commission has spent most of its time and efforts toward evaluating a 
proposal from the Fafard Companies to change the interception pipe size for Pilgrim 
Village to allow it to connect a sewer line it proposes to build, at no cost to the town, 
from Silver Lake to Pilgrim Village. However, the proposal plan has many ramifications 
which affect the future sewering of portions of town which the Commission is at present 
studying. 


Also on the agenda for early consideration are consultations with the City of 
Woonsocket to work out details of connecting to the Woonsocket Waste Water Treatment 
Plant and also the resolving of a long standing dispute about changes that may be owed to 
the City. 


The rapid growth of Bellingham will result in many problems that will have to be 


faced, not only by the newly merged Water-Sewer Commission but by all town boards 
nd it is imperative that all boards and commissions work together to face this challenge. 
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Only in this way will the best interests of the citizens of Bellingham be served to the 
fullest.

REPORT OF BELLINGHAM ARTS COUNCIL 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Bellingham Arts Council was founded in May of 1980 and since that time has 
ifunctioned for the purpose of promoting and sponsoring the creative arts in the 
Bellingham Community. Our current 9-member council is the local arm of the 
Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council and twice annually has the job of reviewing grant 
applications and deciding who on the local level meets eligibility requirements for 
receiving grant money. 


During the Calendar year 1986, the Council approved grants totaling $8,303.00. 
These grants were received by individual artists, art and civic organizations and the school 
system. January 1986 grants were awarded to: the GFWC Bellingham Junior Women's 
Club for a "Museum Outreach" — Audio/Visual aids for the library to promote art 
appreciation; the Blackstone Valley Art Association for a guest demonstrator; the Greater 
|Milford Symphony Orchestra to help promote 2 orchestral concerts; Roger A. Desrosiers 


lfor performing arts classes; the Clara Macy School for Fairytale Handmade Puppets to use 
jas an aid in strorytelling; Robert R. Higgins-Wood relief carving; Brian J. Ward — 
‘Ongoing art studies. 


The July 1986 applicants receiving grants were: Bruce Bolduc — the creation of a 3- 
\dimensional animated film; Michael Carey — Photographic History of Clara Macy 
\School: Twenty Years of Learning; F. Gerald Locklin III Youth of America Concert 
\Tour; GFWC Bellingham Junior Women's Club — Hands-on art workshop festival for 
youth; Blackstone Valley Regional Adult Day Health Center — performances of a banjo 
jplayer; Greater Milford Symphony Orchestra — concert performances. 

| The Council also set aside an amount of $2,500 to be used for art-related purchases 
jin the proposed new library facility. 


| During the course of the year, the Council sponsored a number of art exhibits for 
ithe benefit of the town's residents. These included an exhibit of the work of John Cerreto, 
which included blockprinting on cloth, painting and sculpture; an exhibit by art's council 
embers works, and an exhibit of the work of Jane Barnhart displaying her work in 
\"fraktur" and pen and ink drawings. All exhibits were held in the town library. 
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Council projects included the purchase of artwork by Robert Wood, the purchase of 
aluminum display racks for art exhibits, and three art-instructional VCR tapes for public © 
use. A "Rose of Sharon" quilted wallhanging was also bought by the council. Both the 
wall hanging and Mr. Wood's painting "Bartok Dances" gracefully adorn the walls of the 
Town hall Annex lobby. 


A most successful project undertaken for the first time by the Arts Council was a 
hands-on blockprinting workshop for children ages 5 and up. The workshop was held the 
day after Thanksgiving and was directed by grant recipient John Cerreto. 


The Bellingham Arts Council sent two of its members to an Arts Management 
Workshop held in Worcester, Ma. Topics studied included: building an effective 
organization, using volunteer help wisely, and marketing the arts. 


Two Bellingham arts Council members also attended the annual State's Art's 
Lottery Convention this fall. We are proud to have represented the town at both of these 
events. 


Any resident or non-profit organization may apply for art grants. Eligiblility — 
guidelines are available in the Town Library. Applications are available in the Town 
Clerk's office and the library. Funding cycles occur twice a year and applications are 
usually due on March 16 and October 16. 


Current members include: Joan Goodman, Chairperson; Kathleen Stevenson, 
Treasurer; Barbara Weddeke, Corresponding Secretary; Kathy Robbio, Recording 
Secretary, Ann Kogut, Historian and Art Purchase Committee, Marie Cialdea, Art 
Purchase; Marjorie Rafuse and Nancy Croeber, Exhibit Committee and Linda Trudeau. 
Both Muriel Locklin and Myma Simonson continue to serve in an advisory capacity.

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During the past year the Housing Authority continued to operate and manage three” 
State Housing programs and one Federal program. ! 


The Housing Authority currently has under its management two elderly projects, | 
namely Depot Court and Wrentham Manor, which comprise 120 units under State’ 
Chapter 667. The projects had an operating budget of $212,130.00 for fiscal year 186g 
87. 


Under State Chapter 705 housing program for low income families the Authority 
Owns and maintains two properties consisting of three units. This program had an 
operating budget of $4,943.00 for 1986-87. 


Under State Chapter 707 Rental Assistance, the Authority has 36 units under 
contract with private landlords providing rent subsidy for low income families and elderly. 
A contract for financial assistance in support of these units totaled $122,868.00 this year. 


We also have a Section 8 Existing Housing subsidy contract with the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. Federal support of these 30 units amounts to 
$123,398.00 a year. |

Project 667-C, The Authority operates two state-aided elderly housing projects 
| under State Chapter 667, namely, Depot Court which was completed in 1969 and 
Wrentham Manor which was completed in 1975.

Guideline regulations for eligibility criteria are outlined as follows: eligibility. 
regulation, age requirement for elderly housing, eligibility of handicap persons, personal’ 
care attendant guidelines, handicap eligibility for conventional units, net income limit for’ 
admission and continued occupancy, PMSA/non-PMSA listing by city or town, net/ 
income limits by PMSA, fair market rents, and residency requirements.

Office hours 
are Monday through Thursday from 8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. The hours on Friday are 
from 8:30 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. and the office is also open every Monday evening from 
7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M.

We again wish to remind residents of some of the laws which they should be aware 
of regarding voter registration to preclude any future problems regarding their voting 
Status. They are: 


1. | When voters move from one street address to another within the town, they 
are required to file a written change of address notice with the Board of 
Registrars. This can be done in the Town Clerk's office, and the special forms 
are available there. 


2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election or town 
meeting, may register to vote before the final day of voter registration, even 
though they have not become 18 years of age on the date of registration. 


3. |New residents may register to vote on their first day of residence in 
Bellingham and become immediately eligible to vote at all subsequent 
election and town meetings, provided the registration is prior to the deadline 
for the particular election or town meeting. 


4. Voter registration deadlines are now: 


20 days prior to the Annual Town Election. 

20 days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 

10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 

28 days prior to the Presidential Primary, State Primary and State 

Election. 

5. | Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service, need not be 
registered voters. However, they cannot continue to vote after they are 
discharged from the service unless they do register to vote.

6. Under a new state law, the notarizing of absentee ballots is no longer required. 
However, it must be witnessed by any other person. 


The School Census was again combined with the Town Census this year, and both 
jwere taken simultaneously in January. All age groups were listed, from birth on up, thus 
enabling us to determine the Town's total population, and providing for year-to-year 
comparisons. 

The Town's population as of January 1, 1986 was certified as being 13,911 
ons. This was a decrease of 70 persons over the 1985 total of 13,981. 
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A complete tabulation of the Town's population, back to 1765, is shown separately 
in the Town Clerk's report. 

The Town's resident population of all persons 17 years of age or older, by precinct’ 
and by sex, as of January 1, 1986 is as follows: |

It is also important for students who are planning to attend state colleges or 
universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order to obtain the lower tuition 
rales. 


Servicemen and students even though living away from home, are still considered 
legal residents of Bellingham for voting purposes, unless they have chosen to establish a 
permanent residence elsewhere. Their names should be reported to the census enumerator 
by their parents.

NRO VMiEN' 


As of December 31, 1986, 2462 students were enrolled in kindergarten through the 

elfth grade in Bellingham Public Schools. This figure represents a decrease in school 

nroliments of 115 students and continues the string of lower enrollments that began in 
975 in our public schools.

The school system has developed, under the direction of Dr. Frank Connor, Director 
f Special Programs, a comprehensive testing program for all students. With the passage 
f a new educational reform law (Chapter 188) by the Massachusetts state legislature in 
985, all school systems in the state have been required to adopt specific testing 
TOCcCeauUres. 


This recently formed Massachusetts Testing Program covers two main areas. 

jhe first portion deals with Curriculum Assessment Testing. All students throughout the 
ommonwealth in grades three, seven and eleven took tests in Reading, Math and 

cience. These tests were administered in March and April of 1986. The tests were used to 
easure the effect that the curriculum and instructional techniques were having on 

paring. Results were returned to the cities and towns in the Fall of 1986. Bellingham 
judents scored well within the average range, statewide, in all subject areas and grade 
pvels tested. An above average score was noted in the skill of Reading for the seventh 
rade students tested. Since this was the first time that students took this test, a cautious 
ttitude toward curriculum revision must be maintained. In the future, students will be 
psted every two years. Reading will consistently be evaluated. However, other subject 
reas such as Social Studies or Computer Science will be integrated into the assessment 


g program. 


| The second part of the Massachusetts Testing Program deals with Basic Skills 
jesting. In November of 1986 and each year thereafter, students will take a test to 
jetermine if they have mastered minimal objectives for either the early elementary, later 
jlementary or secondary levels. As with the assessment program, only certain grade levels 
jnd subject areas will be evaluated. This past November 1986, students in grades three, 
and nine took tests in Reading, Mathematics and Writing. All students in the state 
pok the same test at the same time of year. The purpose of this testing program is to 
lentify particular students who maybe weak in certain subject areas and to provide 
>mediation to correct that deficit. Additionally, comparisons among cities and towns will 
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be able to be made. Beginning with the school year 1987-88, a minimum standard will b 
set for all students across the state of Massachusetts. Percentages of students who hav 
either passed or failed Basic Skills Testing will be provided to each school system 
building and classroom. 


Although these two testing programs have been mandated by the Massachusett 
Department of Education, Bellingham has continued to offer substantial opportunities fc 
testing. It is the sincere belief of the Superintendent of Schools and the Director o 
Special Programs that by offering a wide variety of testing options, not only wil 
students be more adequately prepared to perform well on standardized testing, but also the 
testing is a valid measure of the efficiency of the teaching and learning process. As | 
result, students from kindergarten through twelfth grade are administered either a 
achievement, aptitude, interest, basic skills, or assessment test. The Stanforn 
Achievement Tests, Otis Lennon School Ability Tests and the Differential Aptitude Test 
are examples of the breadth of the testing programs in the Bellingham School System. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The elementary computer education program was expanded to include grades : 
through 6 in all elementary schools. With the addition of a second computer educatio. 
teacher, a formal computer education program is now offered starting in grade 4. Th 
implementation of the second year of our five-year plan for upgrading and enlarging ou 
computer education program on a system-wide basis also allowed us to purchase si: 
microcomputers and three printers for use in elementary schools. 


The Bellingham School System is in the second year of operation of an elementar 
gifted and talented program. Substantial planning took place prior to officially beginnin 
the program. A committee was formed to investigate the most effective and relevan 
program, not only in the state, but throughout the country. Two grants were receive 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education which allowed the committee to provid 
comprehensive in-service training to the staff as well as consultation regardin 
administrative concerns. 


Beginning in the school year 1985-86, two teachers were hired to service student 
in grades three and four. Jane Crook was assigned to the South District and Carolyn Care’ 
served the North District (Macy and Stall Brook Schools). These teachers receive 
technical assistance from Project Sage, a nationally renowed program, as well as fror 
workshops conducted by Dr. Joseph Renzulli, and expert in the field of gifted and talente: 
education. 


The purpose of Bellingham's gifted and talented program, entitled Projec 
Discovery, is to provide creative and critical thinking skills development to students 
Students are selected for the program by a variety of criteria including test scores 
motivation, teacher or parent nomination, and creativity. Selected students visit the gifte: 
and talented teachers several times a week in a resource room to work on problem solvin; 
skills. Additionally, the gifted and talented teachers provide demonstration lessons eac! 
week within the regular classroom. The program has attempted from the outset to avoi 
the feeling of elitism. By allowing all students to participate during the classroon 
visitations, the programs has become an integral part of the regular class curriculum. 


The goal of the program includes expansion to grade 6 next year, as well as othe 
grade levels in future years. During the 1986-87 school year, students in grade five havi 
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profited from program participation. Providing an additional staff member for the North 
District is envisioned for the 1987-88 school year. Provisions will be made at the 
secondary level as elementary students make that transition. 


The Bellingham School System is in the process of developing early childhood and 
lay care programs for families prior to public kindergarten entrance. Since the Fall of 
985, a council has been reviewing and analyzing the most appropriate kinds of preschool 
xperiences for youngsters in the town of Bellingham. 


A planning grant was obtained from the Massachusetts Department of Education 

hich enabled the council to develop a survey, with the assistance of a consultant. This 

arly childhood survey was sent in September to all families in the town with children 

om ages two through four. Results of the survey revealed than an overwhelming 

majority of residents felt that a preschool program suited to the developmental needs of 

our year old children would be most desirable. The survey found also that many families 
the town of Bellingham required substantial day care services. 

In response to this needs assessment, the school department applied for a grant in 
December of 1986 that would enable implementation of a four year old program. If the 
jrant is approved at the state level, the program could become operational in the Spring 
f 1987. All four year olds in the community would be eligible to participate in a half- 
jay educational program. Parents would be offered several options, including sending their 
jhildren two, three or five days per week. The goal of the preschool program is to meet 
ach student's developmental needs in the areas of intelligence, socialization, emotion and 
Ihysical well being. 


The preschool program would be located in the portable classrooms adjacent to the 
tall Brook School. Complete renovations of these facilities will be completed with 
dditional state funding. Each classroom will be equipped with innovative teaching 
pplies and equipment. The teacher-pupil ratio will be kept to recommended state 
idelines. Each classroom will contain both a certified teacher and an aide. 


Staff development and family involvement will be key areas that the teachers of the 
rogram will be addressing. Opportunities will be available for parents of preschool 
hildren to meet regularly to discuss relevant child rearing issues. 


Coordination with local preschool private agencies will also take place. 
}xperimental day care options will be developed to answer the needs of family day care.

| September of 1986 marked the twentieth anniversary of Macy School opening. A 
shole-school celebration was held at the school on November 21, 1986. An open house 
nd social were attended by present and former staff members as well as town officials and 
acy School Building Committee members. This event was organized under the 
airmanship of: Maryanne Donahue, Maryclare Burke, and Joanne Iarussi. 


National Book Week was observed at Macy with the hosting of a visiting 


foryteller for a day. Johan Clement told original stories to each class at the school. The 
lofessional storyteller was sponsored by the Macy Parent-Teacher Organization. 
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The staff and students began a new tradition by marking one week in February as 
"Friendship Week". Older children were matched with a friend from the primary level and 
teachers planned activities to share between age groups. Tokens of friendship were 
presented throughout the week with a food collection made for local soup kitchens as an 
extension of the spirit of friendship demonstrated in the school. 


The Fifth Annual Arts Week was held during the week of May 19th. Acting, 
singing and dancing companies performed at the school for all classes. The highlight of 
this year's celebration was a talent show in which the staff performed a musical show for 
the children under the direction of Maryanne Donahue and Carolyn Carey. 


Both the Discovery Program and the Computer Program were expanded during this 
school year. Currently grades 3, 4 and 5 are participating in the Discovery Program which 
offers students instruction in creative and critical thinking skills. The Computer Program 
services grades 4, 5 and 6 with two periods of computer instruction per week. 


The third grade class of Agnes Westerback was selected as winners in the U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency's Ecology Poem Contest. This is the second 
consecutive year that Mrs. Westerback's class has received this honor. The class received a 
plaque as one of thirteen top winners in the Commonwealth. Over 2,000 students in 
Massachusetts elementary schools participated in the contest. 


Stall Brook School 


In 1986, Stall Brook School received its first School Improvement Funds under 
Chapter 188 of the State Educational Reform Act. Funds were used to pay transportation 
costs for field trips; to bring various cultural activities to Stall Brook School including 
live stage plays, puppet shows, and musicals; purchased a new set of encyclopedias, SRA 
Reading Lab Kit, Delta Science Kit; and sent three teachers and two parents to 4 
workshop on "Great Books" — a literature program for elementary students. 


Project Escape was launched in January. The program is a Personal Safety 
Curriculum for grades K-6. The curriculum emphasizes the concept of Safety, without 
engendering fear or rigidity. 


T.A.I. (Team Accelerated Instruction) Math program was piloted at Stall Brook it 
Grades 4, 5 and 6. Each student works in a small homogeneous group for teacher-directe¢ 
concept instruction and also in a small, heterogeneous student learning team for structure¢ 
practice and concept application. Mrs. Lee Worsley, Mrs. Maryann Mohan and Mr. Jamet 
Mullaly were the three team leaders for the project. ‘ 

The P.T.O. purchased a Danforth Museum Membership for Stall Brook School 
The Art Club as well as several classes made trips to the museum. The P.T.O., in concen 
with Children's Museum, paid for the rental of various museum kits. These kits aré 
interactive materials that focus on a particular topic with ideas to provide learning 
experiences for all ages. This is a hands-on kit that contains artifacts, supplies, models 
etc. Kits rented included Ancient Roman Life, Eskimos, Traditional China, Insects ang 
Weather. 4 

Classroom teachers implemented the "Book It" reading incentive program for K-€ 
students. The purpose of the program is to motivate students to read more by offering 
them immediate rewards when they achieve their reading goals. to date, over 3000 books 
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have been read and reported upon by Stall Brook students. 


In December, the Bellingham Arts Council gave its approval to provide funds for 
our Sixth grade to attend a live performance of ~The Nutcracker Suite" at the Wang 
Center in Boston. This money is awarded through the Performing Arts Student Series. 


Our Fifth grade students under the leadership of Mrs. Maryann Mohan, Mr. Stephen 
Carter and Mr. William Delaney are involved with Project Outreach, a Field Trip 
Curriculum program developed by Plimoth Plantation and Plymouth. The program was 
part of our Fifth grade curriculum. 


SOUTH DISTR 


The organizational structure of South District Schools changed with the beginning 
of the 1986-87 school year. Assumption School is no longer being used to house South 
District classes. Pinecrest and Keough Schools are used to accommodate students in 
kindergarten through grade 6. Seventh grade students are now attending classes at 
Bellingham Memorial Junior-Senior High School. 


The instrumental music program consists of 128 students, almost twice the size of 

ast year’s music program. Students in grades 4, 5 and 6 are very active and excited about 

their lessons and performing in the Winter and Spring concerts. On October 23, 1986, 

ey attended a Sunday concert with their parents at Rhode Island College. Ronald 

Pouliot, Instrumental Music Teacher, organized this visit and was also one of the 
peTIOFMETS. 


| Twenty Open House programs were held along with parent visitations to Keough 
and Pinecrest Schools to explain and demonstrate the need for better educational facilities 
jor South District students. 


More than 300 visitors pledged their support for our new or upgraded facilities. 
ere was no open opposition or negative feedback. All questions were answered after the 
presentation was made and all pledged support.

| Teachers in the South District have been participating in all In-Service programs 
vffered. 


The Discovery (Gifted) Program has expanded to include grades 3, 4, and 5. Jane 
Crook has involved the students in Cable Television presentations. These students 
pxplain certain projects and assignments they are performing. They are learning to make 
‘lear, concise, effective, short messages to the public. This work is done after school. 
During the school day they are engaged in advanced academic enrichment areas which 
rover all subjects. Responsibility, initiative, creativeness, respect, and a desire to reach 
beyond the obvious is a major part of this Discovery Program. 


| Computer education is being formally taught to grades 4, 5 and 6. Grades 3 students 
ire also receiving instructions on an informal basis. Chapter I is utilizing computers for 
| emediation and special education students are also receiving some instruction in this area. 
|-omputers are being utilized extensively in the South District. 
| The new intramural program is going well. Girls Field Hockey and Boys Flag 
“ootball was enjoyed by our students after school. We are now starting our girls and boys 
| 
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basketball programs. Students and parents are very pleased with this program. 


At the Annual Town Meeting held on April 23, 1986, approval was given tc 
establish a committee of nine people (designated as the South District Building 
Committee). Members of this committee were appointed by the Town Moderator for the 
purpose of making specific recommendations to address the issue of inadequate educational 
facilities that presently exist in the South District. Earlier in the year, the South District 
Buildings Needs Assessment Committee, submitted its final report to the School 
Committee documenting very clearly that it had some serious concems about the lack of 
appropriate classroom space and core facilities at Keough and Pinecrest Schools. 


Memorial _Junior-Senior High Schoo! 


The 1986 school year was an excellent one for our school. The Forty-Eighth 
Commencement Exercises of the Class of 1986 were conducted indoors on June 6, 
1986,with 191 seniors receiving their diplomas from School Committee Chairman Carl 
R. Rosenlund. 


Fifty-seven percent of the graduating class of 1986 is furthering their education 
beyond high school. This is the largest percentage ever for our high school. 


For the first time since the 1978-79 school year grade 7 students returned to the 
Junior-Senior High School. Seventh grade students who were previously housed in the 3 
elementary districts were greeted with a new curriculum in English, science, social 
studies, and mathematics. Also included in curricular offerings to these students were the 
following: French, Spanish, Word Processing, Industrial Arts, Home Economics, 
Physical Education, Art and Music. A smooth transition took place on September 1986 
and has continued through December 1986. 


In February, of 1986, Mr. Canestrari established for the first time at the Junior- 
Senior High School, a Principal's Advisory Council. The council meets monthly to 
discuss any and all aspects of school life. It is open to all parents and membership has 
increased over the first few months of the council. 


In preparation for the self-study, that is required by the New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges every ten years of member schools, a Steering Committee, who 
will direct our self-study, was named. Chairpersons are: Mr. George Anderson and Mr. 
Robert Provost other members are: Mr. Gerald Gayer, Mrs. Susan Bonollo, Mrs. Janet 
Langenberg, and Mr. Edward Vento. 


The N.E.A.S.C. will evaluate our school during October 2, 3, 4, 5, 1988. The 
Steering Committee will be responsible for coordinating a schedule of events for the self- 
study, collecting reports from various staff committees and making necessary preparations 
for the evaluation team's visit. 


Guidance Department 
The Guidance staff at the secondary level now includes a Guidance Department 


Head, four counselors and a full-time clerk. The counselor-student ratio is 273 to 1. 
Counselor student assignments have been restructured for the current school year.

Each year the Guidance department nominates outstanding students for acceptance 
ind participation in the Massachusetts Advanced Studies Program. A member of the Class 
yf 1987, Hope Menard, was accepted and successfully participated this past summer. This 
ix week program, held at Milton Academy, provided students an experience in on-campus 
iving, with the opportunity to interact with people who are intellectually able and 
hallenging. 


Bellingham High School seniors also have the opportunity to participate in the 
Dean Junior College Cooperative Enrichment Program. Arrangements have been made for 
ip to five (5) students to enroll in one (1) class each at Dean for the fall and spring 
emester — free of charge. 


We currently have two students, Linda Fleury and Nancy Locklin, enrolled in the 
rogram. 


There has also been an agreement made with Massachusetts Bay Community 
ollege for high school seniors who qualify, to enter under an Early Acceptance Program 
D begin attending the college during the 2nd semester of their senior year. 


The Work Study Program has twelve (12) senior participants. The program is 
mited to seniors and has been limited to one semester of participation (1/2 credit). It 
ust be an approved on the job learning experience. After acceptance by the Work-Study 
loordinator (Guidance department head), it requires a Work-Study form application be 
illed out by the employer and evaluations on student performance completed at the end of 
he semester. 


as Last year awards were itera in over 30 categories. Awards included engraved 
ens, medals, pins, trophies, plaques and certificates of merit. Over one hundred students 
bceived special honors during this event held Thursday, June 5, 1986. 


During the second semester thirteen (13) junior students attended two one-hour 
ining sessions per week in peer counselor training. These students now operate the 
jareer Resource Room and are available to speak with interested students each period of 
hch day of the school week. The response to the availability of peer counselors continues 


} increase on a yearly basis.

The Career Resource Center is currently being operated by trained volunteer 
students, monitored by the counseling staff. The center is stocked with a wide variety of 
information including the latest texts and reference guides on careers, colleges and 
scholarship information. Brochures and applications for all college and technical schools 
are updated on a daily basis. Information on all branches of the armed services as well as 
R.O.T.C. programs and military academies is also available. 


A four part video special was televised on our local cable station (Channel 8) on 
financial aid and the college application process. This presentation was produced by E. 
Fleury of the Bellingham High School Guidance department in cooperation with Tony 
Fernandes, the host of a weekly cable televised program entitled ~*School Talk”. Although 
the information presented was most appropriate to high school seniors and their parents, 
there was a great deal of information of value to parents and students of all ages. It should 
be noted that the information presented was applicable to college, vocation and technical 
post-secondary education institutions. 
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Each of the four sessions focused on a particular aspect of financial aid, featuring 
guest speakers on each topic. The following was a list of scheduled topics and guests for 
each presentation.

Numerous local civic groups and organizations make scholarships available to our 
high school graduates. Most scholarship applications are distributed and collected directly 
through the Guidance office. Any scholarships which become available, whether local, 
regional or national competitions, are advertised in the senior newsletters, on guidance 
bulletin boards and in local newspapers. Students in the class of 1986 were offered and are 
taking advantage of $238,972.00 in financial assistance to further their education. 


In addition to scholarships available to all graduates, the Guidance Department also 
made available and completed the following special scholarship programs: 


— The Hugh OBrien Leadership Program — A Grade 10 Program 

— The Century III Leaders Scholarship Program — A Grade 12 Program

Information includes special programs 
Opportunities available to students, school open-houses and representative visitations,

college or technical school acceptances and any pertinent information relating to the | 
particular time of year. Students are encouraged to share this information with their 
parents. 


English Department 


In the first year of providing Advanced Placement English in our curriculum, nine 
students elected to accept the challenge of completing college level work. 


Six of these students felt competent to take the English Literature and Composition 
examination offered by the Educational Testing Service in May, 1986, at a cost of forty- 
nine dollars ($49.00) each. A variety of colleges accept a grade of three (3) or above in 
granting sophomore standing to A.P. students. 


On a scale of 5 (extremely well-qualified) down to 1 (not qualified) our students 
scored as follows: 0-5, 1-4, 3-3, 1-2, and 1-1. We are pleased with the achievements of 
these candidates for several reasons. This is a first year program for Bellingham students 
who competed with 38,000 students nationwide. Fewer grades of 3, 4 and 5 are given and 
more grades of 1 and 2 were awarded by the national scores. 


This year there are 16 students in the A.P. English class, indicating more 
Bellingham students are willing to pursue demanding curriculum and achieve academic 
competence on a college level. 


All appears to be going well with the return of the seventh grade to Bellingham 
High School with the return of one teacher from the elementary schools and the addition 
of a 4/5 English teacher handling most of the seventh grade classes. Students seem to 
have adjusted well to the new surroundings and the work. Thirty-six seventh graders made 
the honor roll for the first quarter marking period. 


Grade 7 Honors English class is progressing well. To date, students have completed 
two classics, and they have written essays regarding them. In addition, they have 
completed a short story unit, units in grammar and usage, vocabulary, spelling and 
composition. Students are reported to be conscientious, hard working, and enthusiastic. 


Social: Sturies Denartaient 


In the past year the social studies department welcomed the return of the seventh 
grade students to the Bellingham Junior-Senior High School complex. The seventh grade 
Western Hemisphere Geography program was successfully implemented with a smooth 
and efficient transition. 


As a result of reorganization and retirement, the social studies faculty welcomed 
three new members: Mrs. Elaine D'Alfonso, Mr. Walter Nadolny, and Mr. Michael 
Suffoletto. 


Mr. R. Bernard Biron, a Bellingham teacher for 32 years who retired this past year, 
will be missed by his fellow teachers. Mr. Biron was well known for expertise on 
Massachusetts historical landmarks, and students will long remember his educational field 
trips to the Boston Freedom Trail. 
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Mathematics Department 
During 1986 the Math Department welcomed the addition of Mrs. Elaine D'Alfonso 
und Mr. Walter Nadolny. These two veteran teachers now share 5 seventh grade math 


sections and have helped make the inclusion of seventh graders in the high school 
wogram smooth and effective. 


The results of the Massachusetts Education Assessment Testing which were 
eleased in the fall showed Bellingham's 11th graders high in all math areas tested and the 
nath department faculty was pleased and proud of those results. 


Mrs. Linda Beck elected to continue her work with seventh and eighth graders again 
his year in the "Math Counts" competition which she began last winter. She will meet 
egularly with students who expressed an interest in the contest and will compete early in 
1987 on regional and state levels. 


science Department 
A new science program was implemented in September for incoming seventh 


yraders. This is a general science curriculum that includes units in life science, earth 
science, and physical science. 


Science teacher Carol Manning sought and obtained a year's leave of absence, citing 
i desire to examine alternative career opportunities. 


Two new teachers joined the science faculty in September: Catherine McCahill 
eaches biology and microbiology in addition to general science in grade 7; Natalie Hardy 
eaches general science (grade 7) and physical science (grade 8). 


Seven science teachers participated this month in an all-day workshop on 
Jeveloping thinking skills. The Critical Analysis Thinking Skills (C.A.T.S.) workshop 
was presented by education specialists from the Network. 


Business Department 
The School Department was awarded a Federal Grand of $11,600.00 which was 


utilized to upgrade the Model Office Word Processing module. IBM Office System 2000, 
RHW latest state-of-the-art business word processing systems were purchased with the 
grant. 
| The Business Department upgraded the computers utilized in the Data Entry, 
Advanced Microcomputer and RPG II Programming courses. Tandy 1000 computers, IBM 
mpatible computers, were purchased for utilization in the Data Entry and Advanced 
icrocomputer courses. The RPG II course now utilized the IBM System 36 
minicomputer. In addition, IBM Wheelwriter typewriters and IBM Selectric III typewriters 
at purchases to upgrade the typing inventory. As a result of these equipment additions, 
llingham High School is utilizing the most current generation of typewriting and 
-omputer equipment found in the business world. 
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Foreign Language Department 


The Foreign Language Department of Bellingham Junior-Senior High School has: 
expanded its program during the past year. For the first time, foreign languages are now: 
offered to seventh grades students. Students in grade six were given the opportunity when) 
they registered for seventh grade courses to enroll in a French or Spanish class. Sixty five: 
students took advantage of this opportunity and it is hoped they will continue their 
foreign language studies. 


In other areas, the advanced levels of French and Spanish are increasing in number. 
Twenty students are presently enrolled in French III, five in French IV, and two in French 
V. In Spanish, there are twenty-three students enrolled at the third level, nine in Spanish’ 
IV, and three in Spanish V. With foreign languages now being offered at an earlier grade 
level the feeling is more students will be continuing to the advanced levels as well as 
branching out into other language studies. 


Home Economics Department 


The Home Economics Department currently consists of two and four fifths. 
teachers. In May we participated in the annual Art, Home Economics, and Industrial Arts 
Exhibition held in the library. 


As in the past, several graduating seniors entered college to pursue Home 
Economics related careers. Kristen Edwardsen received the Home Economics award at 
Class Day. Kristen has entered Framingham State College to major in Clothing and 
Textiles. 


We are currently implementing the new seventh grade curriculum. The seventh 
graders are eager and excited about our new course offerings. Nancy Lehr did most of the 
curriculum development and is teaching all our seventh grade students. 


Industrial Arts Department 
This past year has been one of expectation, planning and implementation for our 
seventh grade Industrial Arts program. It is especially noteworthy that 98 students, both 


male and female, have signed up to take this elective course. The program is proceeding 
very smoothly, displaying significant enthusiasm from the students and teacher. 


In addition we have purchased and installed an air filtration system for the general 
shop which is working very well. 


In May, we participated, along with the Art and Home Economics departments, in 
our annual exhibit of student work. 


DECA 


DECA successfully completed its thirteenth year. Fifty-nine students participated in 
the Distributive Education Program at Bellingham High School last year (38 juniors and 
21 seniors). Every senior completed the work-study requirements as well as the career 
awareness competency written project. 


The DECA store served the school community once again and was staffed by junior 


DECA members and managed by seniors. Forty-one students participated in DECA 
competition at the regional level. The conference was held at the Sheraton Eastham, 
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February 4, 5, 1986. Twenty-seven students placed Ist, 2nd or 3rd at this level of 
competition and qualified for state competition. the state conference was held at the 
Sheraton Eastham, February 4, 5, 1986. Twenty-seven students placed Ist, 2nd or 3rd at 
this level of competition and qualified for state competition. The state conference was held 
at the Sheraton Tara in Braintree, March 26-30, 1986. 


Nine students, seven seniors and two juniors represented Bellingham at the National 
Leadership Conference in Atlanta, Georgia last May. Bellingham's total was the best 
among 135 schools in the Commonwealth who have a DECA program. 


Health Education Department 
The Bellingham High School Health Department will continue to address the 


ongoing societal problem of substance abuse by offering alcohol and drug awareness 
programs to students in grades 7-12. 


A classroom approach is utilized in grades 7-9 while a visiting lecture program 
from service agencies is emphasized in grades 10-12. 


Also in place for this school year is a unit dealing with sexually transmitted 
diseases which have become a major health problem — this unit is offered in grades 8 and 
9. 


With health concerns for teenagers continually changing, the curriculum 
emphasizes flexibility to meet the needs of Bellingham Junior-Senior High School 
students. 


Athletic Department 

Athletics continued to play an important role as a part of the total education plan 
offered by our high school. This is evident by the number of participants which serves as 
as an indicator of the popularity of high school interscholastic athletic competition. In 
addition, since January 1986 we have witnessed some measure of success as many teams 
improved on season records. Both boys and girls basketball teams ended with more wins 
than losses. In individual competition, Lisa Payne won State honors in Indoor Track Shot 


Put Competition and David Winship continued to dominate both Track and Cross 
‘Country distance runners at both the League and State levels of competition. 


| Girls Softball qualified for post-season tournament play and Boys Baseball not only 
qualified, but won the Tri-Valley League Baseball Championship for the second 
consecutive year. 


The 1986 fall season saw the emergence of football as a potential 1987 League 
ntender with a 6 and 4 season record by a team comprised mainly of juniors. Volleyball 
with a 12-4 record defeated St. Patrick's but fell to Westwood in tournament play. Field 
Hockey was crowned Tri-Valley League Champions and went on to defeat Medway and 
hasset until losing to Sandwich in the Eastern Mass. State Semi-finals. David 
inship attained new honors as the undefeated Tri-Valley League Cross Country 
Champion and placed among the top State runners in both State and area meets. 


The 1986-87 winter season teams began practices on December 1 and introduced 
basketball to the seventh and eighth grade levels for both boys and girls. The outlook for 
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the season is optimistic as the first playing date approaches for our 10 winter teams. 


Drama Club 


On February sixth and seventh, the Bellingham High School Drama Club, under 
the direction of Mr. Vento, presented Tim Kelly's_Dracula, The Vampire Play, 4 
three act Dramatization from the classic Bram Stoker novel. Seventeen talented student 
actors, drawn from grades eight through twelve, treated each nights’ audience to an 
evening of spine-tingling adventure in the battle of good and evil. 


Many club members were involved with designing and building the set, collecting 
the props, doing the make-up, and preparing the many special effects that were part of the 
production. It proved to be an enriching activity for all participants.

Perhaps the greatest and most dramatic change to take place in the Audio-Visual 
Department in the last year pertains to the increased use of video tape in the classroom. 
Recently, we have had a move away from 16MM film to video tape, although both 
formats have obvious advantages, video tape is currently being implemented more 


frequently. 


Over the past year our video tape library has been increased by the addition of 
approximately one hundred hours of off-air programming. This total now exceeds four 
hundred hours of educational programming that are now available to staff members to 
augment classroom lessons. All of this tape has been carefully edited and cataloged. With 
more organizations now permitting such taping for educational purposes, we forsee this 
list growing considerably in the future. 


Music Department 
Students in the band spent a very busy fall season this year. The band participated 


in the annual Autumnfest Parade in Woonsocket, and provided half-time entertainment at 
the football games. 


Music parents, under their president, Mrs. Michael Trubiano, are hard at work 
raising funds to help buy new robes for the Bellingham High School Chorus. The Friends 
of Music also operated the concession stand at the home football games. 


Two Bellingham High School Band students were selected to represent our school 
at the Massachusetts Music Educators District Band Concert this year. They are Gerald 
Locklin on drums and Tamara Ravenelle on flute. Tammy also received an All-State 
recommendation. 


All music students at Memorial Junior-Senior High School are preparing for the 
annual Christmas Concert to be held on Wednesday, December 17th at 7:00 P.M. in the 
auditorium. Selections will be offered by the seventh and eighth grade band, chorus, jazz 
band and the high school wind ensemble. 
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Kevboardi 1 Word P 


With the seventh grade moving into the high school in 1986, a new course, 
Keyboarding and Word Processing, was developed and implemented as a required course in 
the seventh grade curriculum. This course was developed under the direction of Mr. Glenn 
Gariepy, with the assistance of Betty Bjork, computer consultant. 


The Keyboarding and Word Processing course utilizes the Digital Rainbow 100 
computer. The software program used for the touch typing portion of the course is a 
computer-assisted course in the skill of touch typing, "Touch Typist" by Newline 
Software. 


Special Educati 


In the area of Special Services, the Chapter 766 Program received high marks on 
the State Department's compliance review conducted in the spring of 1986. Bellingham 
received commendations in 150 areas. The review was conducted on 157 areas of 
compliance with the regulations of Chapter 766. Paul J. Primavera, Director, credits the 
success of Bellingham's Special Education Program to the School Committee, Peter 
Vangel, Superintendent of Schools, and the professional staff, particularly the building 
Chapter 766 Coordinators and the Chapter 766 secretaries. 


In September, 1986 the Chapter 766 Revised Regulations went into effect. 
Children can now be referred for Chapter 766 Team Evaluation at age 2-1/2. The student's 
Individual Education Plan was revised. Previously it was a four page documentation of 
services; now it is a seven page plan of documentation. In summary, the changes of the 
Chapter 766 Regulations demand more time for student assessments, and more written 
documentation to keep school systems accountable for the mandated process of Chapter 
766. 


Chapter One Programs 


In the area of Chapter I, the program eliminated with regret the model Pre-School 
Program since it is expected the Bellingham School System will receive funding for a pre- 
school grant under Chapter 188. The funds were transferred to start a Chapter I Reading 
Program at the Memorial Junior-Senior High School. Funds were also used to hire a part- 
time Parent Coordinator to improve parent involvement in the Chapter I Program. 


Adult Education Program 

During the 1986 school year (2 terms), twenty-six courses were offered in the Adult 
Education Program which involved 315 people. Some of the courses were leisure-time 
activities, such as basket weaving, holiday crafts, bread making, stenciling, ballroom 
dancing; skill courses, such as SAT Review, Keyboarding, Micro Computer and Coast 
Guard for Safe Boating. In addition, various seminars pertaining to financial planning, 


wills, estate planning, real estate investments and money investments as well as the 
History of Bellingham were available during this time. 


The ABE/GED Program continues to operate as a result of grant monies through 
the State Department of Education. 


School Employees 


The education of Bellingham students is a responsibility shared by 285 school 
employees. These employees provide a variety of programs and services to our youth. 


Some of our employees are hired on a part-time basis and work a limited number of 
hours.

Chap ter 657 
THE COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
In the Year One Thousand Nine Hundred and Eighty-six 


AN ACT AUTHORIZING THE TOWN OF BELLINGHAM TO ACQUIRE 
CERTAIN EASEMENTS IN THE TOWN OF FRANKLIN. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General Court 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows: 

For the purposes of the construction, operation and maintenance of an inter- 
ceptor sewer and flow metering station, the Town of Bellingham, acting by and 
through its sewer commission, is hereby authorized to acquire by eminent 
domain, under the provisions of Chapter Seventy-nine of the General Laws or by 
purchase, lease or otherwise, certain permanent and temporary easements in 
land in the Town of Franklin pursuant to an agreement entered into between the 
Town of Bellingham and the Town of Franklin. 

Said easements are shown on a plan of land, entitled “Plan of Sewer Ease- 
ment in Franklin, Mass.” dated April 18, 1986 prepared by Guerriere & Halnon, 
Inc., Franklin, Massachusetts, which plan shall be kept on file with the said 
sewer commission of said Town of Bellingham.

No expenditure shall 
be voted as a capital improvement by the committee which is not reflected 
in the committee’s report unless that committee shall first have submitted a 
report explaining the omission.”’ 


Section 2-94: “The Capital Improvements Committee shall annually pre- 
pare a report containing a capital budget of such improvements for the next 
fiscal year for presentation to the Finance Committee for inclusion in its 
report and also a capital program for the following five fiscal years for adop- 
tion by the Town at the annual meeting. The committee shall reproduce 
such report by February 1, each year and deposit the original with the 
Town Clerk. Copies shall be available on request.” 


Section 2-95: “Capital Outlay” defined. 
“Capital Outlay” is hereby defined as any item which: 
(a) Costs Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars ($750.00) or more; and 


(b) Has a determinable life expectancy of longer than one year; or 


(c) Is listed on a municipal department’s annual capital outlay form sub- 
mitted to the Finance Committee.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
To the Citizens of Bellingham: 


The year 1987 was a year in which the Town of Bellingham faced many 
challenges and changes. 


The problem of controlling growth is an issue many town boards and town 
departments are trying to cope with in this year and will face in future years. 
The Board of Selectmen established a growth committee to analyze the effect 
growth will have on our town and to propose to the town ways to control 
growth in an effective manner. 


In October of this year, at a special election, the town voted to exempt 
from the limitations of Proposition 2% bonds which will fund a new elementary 
school; a new library and phase II of the sewer project for the town. This cer- 
tainly was a crossroad in the town’s history. 


This past year the composition of the Board of Selectmen changed. James 
A. McElroy, who served on this board for nine years, decided not to run for re- 
election. We wish Mr. McElroy the best in his retirement from public office. 
William P. Bissonette was re-elected for a third term and Lawrence J. Cibley was 
elected to the board. Mr. Cibley had served on the board in previous years. At 
the board’s first meeting in December, Joseph F. Spas announced that he will 
not seek re-election in 1988. Mr. Spas had served on this Board for many years 
and his tenure of public service to the town spans over forty years. Joseph Spas 
served his town well and we wish him the best in his retirement from public 
office. 


Our first Executive Secretary/Administrator, Michael Jaillet, who served 
the town for over two years, accepted a similar position in a nearby town. We 
appreciate the service Mr. Jaillet gave to this new office and wish him well in his 
new position.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF REGISTRARS 


The Board of Registrars elected Norma B. Rogers as its Chairwoman for the 
year 1987. She replaced Gordon D. Curtis who had served as Chairman since 1985. 
Members are (Republicans) Gordon D. Curtis and Norman J. Berry also Mrs. 
Rogers and Kathleen M. Harvey (Democrats). Mrs. Harvey also serves as clerkto 
the Board. 


Under a new law, Chapter 630 of the Acts of 1986 which requires an 
assistant registrar of voters in high schools, the board appointed Edward L. Fleury 
of the high school guidance department to serve in this capacity. 


Mr. Fleury is available at the high school to register prospective voters from 
the student body who have turned eighteen and eligible to vote. The Board en- 
courages any student who will be graduating to take advantage of the availability 
of Mr. Fleury and register before graduation, so they may vote by absentee ballot 
while away at college. 


Special voter registration sessions were posted and held as required by law 
for the Annual Town Election, all Town Meetings, and also for the Special Town 
Election which was held on October 6th. In addition, voter registration has been 
provided by the Town Clerk on a year-round basis at her office in the Town Hall 
during regular office hours. Office hours are Monday through Thursday from 
8:30 A.M. to 4:30 P.M. The hours on Friday are 8:30 A.M. to 1:00 P.M. and the 
office is also open every monday evening from 7:00 P.M. to 9:00 P.M. 


As mandated by Chapter 54, Section 6 of the Massachusetts General Laws, 
redistricting from three to five precincts was implemented and in effect for the 
Special Town Election of October 6, 1987. The breakdown of voters in their 
new precincts by party affiliation is as follows:

We again wish to remind residents of some of the laws which they should 
be aware of regarding voter registration to preclude any future problems regard- 
ing their voting status. They are: 


1. When voters move from one street address to another within the town, 
they are required to file a written change of address notice, with the 
Board of Registrars. This can be done in the Town Clerk’s office, and 
the special forms are available there. 
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2. Minors who will become 18 years of age prior to any election or town 
meeting, may register to vote before the final day of voter registration, 
even though they have not become 18 years of age on the date of regis- 
tration. 


3. New residents may register to vote on their first day of residence in 
Bellingham and become immediately eligible to vote at all subsequent 
elections and town meetings, provided the registration is prior to the 
deadline for the particular election or town meeting. 


4. Voter registration deadlines are: 


a. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Election. 

b. 20 days prior to the Annual Town Meeting. 

c. 10 days prior to any Special Town Meeting. 

d.28 days prior to the Presidential Primary, State Primary and State 
Election. 


5. Servicemen who vote by absentee ballot while in the service need not be 
registered voters. However, they cannot continue to vote after they are 
discharged from the service unless they do register to vote. 


6. Under a new state law, the notarizing of absentee ballots is no longer 
required. However, it must be witnessed by any other person. 


The school census was again combined with the town census this year, and 
both were taken simultaneously in January. All age groups were listed, from birth 
on up, thus enabling us to determine the Town’s total population, and providing 
for year-to-year comparisons. 


The Town’s population as of January 1, 1987 was certified as being 14,001 
persons. This was an increase of 90 persons over the 1986 total of 13,911. 


A complete tabulation of the Town’s population, back to 1765, is shown 
separately in the Town Clerk’s report. 


The Town’s resident population of all persons 17 years of age and older 
is 10,491 persons. Of this figure, 6,834 persons are registered to vote which is 
65% of the eligible electorate. 


The population breakdown by age groupings as of January 1, 1987 was as 
follows:

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Females now outnumber Males in town by 131 with 7,066 females to 
6,935 males, the largest gender differential in many years. The Town’s oldest 
residents, both female, were born in 1890 and were 97 sometime during the 
year. 


We again request the cooperation of all Town residents in providing accurate 
information to the census enumerators when they call at your homes during the 
month of January. 


The information you provide is not only valuable to your Town Govern- 
ment, but it may also be important to you at some future time if you should be 
required to provide proof of your residency for various legal reasons. 


It is also important for students who are planning to attend state colleges 
or universities and claiming to be residents of this state in order to obtain the 
lower tuition rates. 


Servicemen and students, even though living away from home, are still 
considered legal residents of Bellingham for voting purposes, unless they have 
chosen to establish a permanent residence elsewhere. Their names should be 
reported to the census enumerator by their parents.

BOARD OF REGISTRARS 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors, with the election of William C. Lewinski for a one 
year term reorganized in the Spring with Joseph Laplante voted again as Chair- 
man for the ensuing year. The third, and long-time, member is Joseph LeBlanc. 


David A. Bailey was reappointed in December as Assistant Assessor, Ap- 
praiser, to serve for the coming year. He has completed his first year in Belling- 
ham and received praise for his efforts and full support from the entire Board. 


In September of this year Virginia Gervais was appointed as Full-time 
Clerk; she is an asset to the office. Lucille Couture remained as Part-time Clerk, 
as well as Barbara Gautreau as Assistant Assessor. This brings the office to a full 
staff. 


There has been a tremendous amount of activity during 1987; building has 
increased greatly and there have been many parcels sub-divided. There has also 
been much participation in the many discussions and meetings relative to the 
proposed Co-Generation Facility. 


In 1988 the Assessors’ Office will be involved in the Triennial Update of 
values, effective for Fiscal Year ’89. The Firm of M.M.C. (Municipal Manage- 
ment Consultants) Inc. will be retained for the data processing. 


Under Prop 2% the Town was able to increase the Tax Levy by 24%, or 
$146,735. With the additional amount of $303,902 which was realized due to 
allowable new Growth the Levy was increased to $6,320,028. The amount 
actually spent at Town Meetings was $6,319,893.31. 


In November ’87 the Department of Revenue certified the Tax Rate. at 
$16.89 per thousand for Fiscal Year ’88. This was an increase of 35c over last 
year’s rate of $16.54. At the Public Hearing held by Selectmen in November 
it was voted to use one rate for all classes.

BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE HISTORICAL COMMISSION 1987 


The Bellingham Historic Commission feels that 1987 has been one it’s 
more productive years. The Commission is striving to update it’s procedures 
in the areas of information gathering; information storage; better use of avail- 
able resources; and the realization of increased services to the community. 


The commission has continued it’s publication of the ‘Crimpville Com- 
ments’. The ‘Comments’ are a series of sixteen page booklets, dedicated to re- 
lating items of historical interest to the local public. In 1987, issues 96 through 
100 were published. The town budget allotment we are given pays for the pro- 
duction of two of these issues. The other issues are made possible through 
private donations. 


The 100th Anniversary Issue was a very special event. A lot of extra care 
and time was taken to make this commemorative issue a true landmark. We like 
to think that Ed Sawyer, the ‘Comments’ founder, would be proud to see his 
work carried on. 


Space has become a valuable commodity to the Historical Commission. 
We have outgrown our present office in the lower Town Hall. The building of 
the new library will prove an asset to the residents of Bellingham. The new 
library will house an historical research room, and will permitthe serious his- 
torical researcher access to books and records previously not available to the 
public. The new library will also help the Historical Commission tremendously. 


The Historical Commission has recommended the creation of a scenic 
roadway for Maple Street, from Hartford Avenue to the 495 overpass. This 
area is rich in historical buildings, and the recommendation may lead to the 
preservation of maple trees and a stone wall bordering the roadway. Hopefully 
the recommendation may also lead to the creation of a local Historic District 
Commission. 
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One environmental impact study, carried out in Bellingham, has located 
an area in town that pinpoints an early archeological site. This site may qualify 
for the Historical Register. This “find” is of great interest to the Commission 
and is being handled with great care. The commission will strive to keep this 
area undeveloped and well preserved. 


Mr. Robert Dubovsky, the Director of the Office of Community Develop- 
ment, has been working in conjunction with the Historical Commission. The 
Office of community Development and the Historical Commission are coopera- 
ting to explore the availability of state funded matching grants, to help the 
commission with its work. The Commission welcomes Mr. Dubovsky’s help 
and input in several of its projects. 


The Commission has continued to organize displays in the Town Hall 
Annex Building. The display space is very limited. Future displays are planned 
and it is hoped that individuals will take a few moments to visit these little 
topical displays if they have the opportunity. 


As the Commission looks ahead to 1988, we are very excited about our 
prospective projects. An effort will be made to continue listing homes and sites 
of historical relevance on the Historic Inventory. The Commission is also con- 
sidering the possibility of airing our own historical program on the cable net- 
work. The Commission also recognizes the need for the formation of a “‘delayed 
demolition” by-law, and will work toward the goal of having one established. 


The Commission would like to extend a special “‘thank you” to State 
Representative of the 10th Norfolk District, Daniel Ranieri. Mr. Ranieri gener- 
ously donated a set of 48 historical state law books, which are a rich addition 
to the Commission’s artifact collection. The Commission would also like to 
take this opportunity to extend our gratitude to the many people who have 
kindly thought of us throughout the year. Whether the donation was money, 
an article of historical importance, or time — all efforts on the Commission’s 
behalf are greatly appreciated. It is through the continued patronage of interest- 
ed individuals, that the Historical Commission can accomplish many of its 
objectives. 


Other thanks must go to the Board of Selectmen for their help and under- 
standing during the past year. Working together for the benefit of the commun- 
ity at large, has been a most important factor between the Selectmen and the 
Historical Commission. 


The Commission would once again like to extend our gratitude to our 
historian and consultant, John Lundvall. 


The Historical Commission hopes that its contribution to Bellingham will 
continue to be a positive one. We also hope that more people will become 
actively involved in the preservation of our great town’s heritage. The commis- 
sion meets the first Monday of each month from September until June, and 
the public is invited to attend.

Nineteen eighty-seven was a banner year for the Bellingham Public Library. 
Our first accomplishment was adding a new position, an Assistant to the Direc- 
tor. This position held by Joan Goodman, has enabled us to add more diverse 
programming throughout the year, and allowed us to increase our opening 
hours. 


The rest of the staff has been kept busy throughout the year with active 
programming which included special holiday happenings, summer workshops 
and five weekly storyhours. During the summer the Children’s room held story- 
hours for the pre-schoolers, a drama workshop and a Dragon Club which was 
formed as an introduction to what services are available at the public library. A 
Cook-out completed the summer programming with hot-dogs, soda, games, a 
variety show by the children and a balloon launch. 


As usual we try to keep up with the latest in library services. We pride 
ourselves in having the latest in adult fiction and non-fiction. We look forward 
to a time when we can offer adult programming comparable to our Children’s 
Room offerings. 


The Friends of the Library were very generous this past year sponsoring 
and supporting various library activities. Their best fund-raising effort was a 
Patriot’s Basketball game held in March. The Patriot’s football team competed 
against the “Men of Bellingham” to a sold-out crowd. Unfortunately the Men of 
Bellingham were defeated. (not by much!) All proceeds from the game were 
presented to the Bellingham Library Building Fund.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


During 1987 the Finance Committee held hearings regarding 5 special 
Town Meetings and the Annual Town Meeting. In all, 102 warrant articles were 
dealt with, along with 67 operating budgets for Fiscal Year 1987/1988. 


At the Annual Town Meeting in May and at related Special Town Meet- 
ings, the Town appropriated approximately $14,902,502. The Town continues 
to be dependent upon state aid. State aid accounted for 43% of revenue for 
1987, whereas property taxes accounted for 40%. 


An important incident occurred in October of 1987, when the citizens 
were asked to support the construction of a new library, a new elementary 
school and a second phase to the town’s sewer project through a borrowing of 
funds that would be excluded from the constraints of Proposition 24%. The com- 
bined value of the authorization to borrow the fund through this method was 
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$18,447,000. The Town’s people voted to approve this method of financing 
these three projects, thus allowing the town a new tool to deal with the con- 
tinuing problem of funding growing service demands while at the same time re- 
maining under the constraints of Proposition 2%. 


As spending decisions are made, we hope the recommendations of the 
Finance Committee will be considered thoughtfully. 


The Committee thanks all the various Town Boards and officials for their 
cooperation in the past year, and looks forward to working with them in the 
year ahead.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 
The Planning Board re-organized on March 12, 1987 as follows: 
Edward T. Moore — chairman for the second consecutive year, also serv- 
ing as the board’s representative to the Capital improvements Committee 
and also as a member of the Study Committee for implementing the posi- 
tion of town engineer; 


Glenn E. Gerrior - vice chairman third consecutive year; 


Emile W. Niedzwiadek — clerk of the board and representative to the 
Affordable/Fair Housing Committee; 


Anne M. Farris — newly elected member; and 


John P. Murray — veteran member serving as the board’s representative 
to the Growth and Development Committee. 


Mrs. Billiegene A. Lavallee was appointed to serve as secretary for the 
second consecutive term. Philip B. Herr of Philp B. Herr and Associates was 
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retained as the board’s planning consultant. 


As in the calendar years 1985 and 1986, excellerated development was no 
exception during 1987 as evidenced by the large number of proposals processed 
by the board for the year. The Planning Board held 30 meetings, 12 of them 
adjourning well after 12:00 a.m. Out of genuine concern for the townspeople 
attending the meetings, the board determined that 3 or 4 meetings per month 
would be a better alternative with a mandatory adjournment of midnight. Since 
August 6, 1987, the board has closely adhered to their new policy which has 
been beneficial to all those concerned. 


The work load for 1987 was again at an all-time high involving definitive 
subdivision plans, preliminary concept plans, special permit applications, and 
rezoning amendments. There were 38 public hearings conducted all of which 
were continued for additional information and further technical review. Out of 
14 definitive plans, two (20) were denied and are involved in litigation. There 
were 4 applications for townhouse development, two (2) were denied. 


One application for a cluster subdivision was approved and there were 8 
miscellaneous special permit applications involving other issues such as water 
resource districts and parking reduction petitions. Three (3) preliminary plan 
proposals, one involving a commercial subdivision, were submitted to the board. 
However, they did not progress to the definitive stage during 1987. 


During the past year, ten (10) zoning issues were processed through the 
board. One such rezoning paved the way for the construction of the largest 
commercial site, to date and presently under construction, on Maple Street 
known as the Somerville Lumber Distribution Center. Another zoning issue 
provided for acreage between Hartford Avenue and Farm Street to be rezoned 
to Agricultural for residential use. However, a companion article for the con- 
struction of 96 townhouses on the rezoned parcel failed at a town meeting. 


Also included in the work schedule, the planning board conducted a dozen 
site plan reviews, processed several road bondings, lot releases and 81-P plans. 
Revenues for the calendar year January - December 1987 were $23,883.23. 


The Planning Board wishes to recognize and express their appreciation to 
Mr. Herr for the extra initiative and dedication extended to the board members 
and their secretary. With the increased number of proposals and increased com- 
plexity of the issues and technicalities of design, Mr. Herr has expanded his 
involvement by attending additional meetings, enduring the midnight schedule 
and painstakingly reviewing and re-reviewing several magnanimous proposals to 
ensure compliance with state and local regulations for the safety and benefit of 
our community. 


Additionally, Mr. Herr is constantly reviewing state law and regulations, 
preparing state mandated amendments to the zoning bylaws and continual re- 
view and updating of the towns bylaws and regulations. On at least two (2) 
occasions Mr. Herr in his wisdom referred technical issues to professional en- 
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gineers through the town’’s administrator for their review and expertise. Without 
Mr. Herr’s accessibility for guidance and “‘hands-on”’ assistance, the board would 
have had difficulty in conducting the volumes of business presented to this 
board which must function in an extreme part-time situation. 


In closing the citizens of Bellingham should realize that construction and 
development in town should not be affected by the national economy for a long 
time to come. Unlike nearby Milford, Franklin, Wrentham and Norfolk, Belling- 
ham has an abundance of as yet undeveloped land in virtually all zones. In addi- 
tion to the availability of land, Bellingham is considered more “affordable” 
than most neighboring communities and with the promise of municipal sewage, 
a new elementary school in the south district and new library facilities, not to 
mention a sizeable Industrial Corridor accessible to Interstate 495, Bellingham 
will continue to attract growth and development. 


It is more important now than ever to prepare for the “‘future.. which has 
arrived “today” by retaining qualified personnel to advise and assist our town 
boards with their diverse and complex issues. The Planning Board wishes to 
thank the Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator for their assistance 
throughout the year. The Planning Board would also like to recognize the Con- 
servation Commission, Police & Fire Departments, Water/Sewer Commissioners 
and Highway Superintendent and thank all of them for their essential input 
and expertise. The Planning Board would especially like to thank town counsel, 
Lee G. Ambler, for always being accessible to the Board and always willing to 
advise. 


Department/Board interface is essential for the proper and beneficial 
development of Bellingham.

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REPORT OF THE 
BELLINGHAM AFFORDABLE/FAIR HOUSING COMMITTEE 


During this year, the Affordable/Fair Housing Committee has seen the first 
concrete results of its efforts, and clearly is just at the beginning of its work. 
Among the year’s accomplishments are these. 


1. Strategic Planning. Under the assistance of a Strategic Planning Assis- 
tance Grant from EOCD, background studies were made, meetings were held, 
and a strategic approach for the Committee was formulated and put into action, 
with the strategy’s emphasis being on policy-setting, public education, and work- 
ing with developers who are developing anyhow, as opposed to putting major 
efforts into regulatory innovations or into promoting new housing development. 
Technical assistance was provided by Philip B. Herr & Associates, consultants 
to the Town on other matters. 


2. Policy Concurrence. A Growth and Housing Policy was drafted and 
revised many times to reflect suggestions from many parties. The resulting policy 
enjoys support from the Selectmen and Planning Board. Knowledge of that 
policy and its support has had strong influence on the shape of housing propo- 
sals being brought before the Town. 


3. Developments. A number of developments now underway reflect the 
Committee’s policies, even without the Committee having direct contact with 
them. These include Crestview Commons, which will provide one-story small 
units and handicapped units in response to those policies, and Stoney Ridge, 
which will include affordable units as a result of those policies. 


The committee has spent substantial time in assisting two potential afford- 
able developments, one at St. Blaise and one behind Scott Hill Acres, and anti- 
cipates concrete action on one or both of them in the coming year. The Com- 
mittee has also spent considerable time meeting with parties proposing other 
affordable developments. In some of those cases the Committee provided no 
support at all, and in others is continuing to explore the proposal’s merits, all 
based on preestablished priorities for support. 


4. Legislative proposals. Three legislative proposals have been developed: 
to make the Committee permanent, to assure consideration of housing needs in 
disposing of Town-owned land, and to provide a density incentive for afford- 
able housing. 


5. Outreach efforts. The Committee organized a well-attended fall work- 
shop on housing in Bellingham, and had numerous other meetings during the 
year involving other agencies and townspeople. As a result, the Committee has 
gained insight into the views of others, and the efforts of the Committee have 
become better understood. 


In the next year the Committee anticipates marked changes, with a new 
Town Administrator, no continuing grant funding for consultant help, and a 
number of housing proposals coming to the execution stage, entailing new chal- 
lenges and responsibilities for the Committee. 
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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


As Chief of Police, I hereby submit the report of the Police Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1987. 


1987 was the year that saw implementation of many improvements 
initiated in 1986. The Department’s first Lieutenants, Edgar E. Ayotte, Opera- 
tions and Bertrand H. Guerin, Administration, were appointed in January. Paul 
J. Frain was promoted to the rank of Sergeant to fill the vacancy created by 
these appointments. The new radio communications system went on line in the 
spring of 1987, coordinated by Sgt. Gene K. Wall and Earl Vater. This system 
has greatly improved police communication and thus improved police response. 
I wish to thank Varney Bros. Concrete, State Line Fence Co. and Dennis Lom- 
berto for their assistance in the construction of a communications building for 
the radio system. The Department also purchased a telephone which facilitates 
communication with the hearing impaired, thereby increasing police access- 
ability to those individuals. The Department, under the direction of Sgt. David 
S. Sulahian, Safety Officer, has increased it’s input regarding safety and security 
issues for new construction in the Town of Bellingham. The Department has also 
increased it’s training for officers, particularly in the area of domestic violence 
crisis intervention. In 1987, the Crime Index dropped 33%. This decrease can be 
credited to better trained officers, the initiation of more pro-active patrolling 
and increased visibility. Officer James 1. Haughey was presented the Depart- 
ment’s second annual “‘Officer of the Year’? award for 1987, and Officer Lionel 
G. Arcand received the Chief’s Special Recognition award. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen; their secretary Jackie 
Richard; Mike Jaillet; the officers of the Bellingham Police Department and 
Chief Bartlett and the members of the Auxiliary Police for their assistance in 
helping to provide better police services to the citizens of the Town of Belling- 
ham.

Persons seeking an application must be a 
resident of the town of Bellingham, not less than a year (1) and must be nine- 
teen (19) years old.

We are successful as a 
unit because of the good judgement of the members and the hard work of a 
dedicated and talented staff. Working together and working hard we have been 
able to provide a fine level of service to the Town of Bellingham.

REPORT OF THE BELLINGHAM ARTS COUNCIL 


The Bellingham Arts Council was founded in may of 1980 and since that 
time has functioned for the purpose of promoting and sponsoring the creative 
arts in the Bellingham Community. Twice yearly we receive grant applications 
and decide who on the local level meets eligibility requireinents for receiving 
grant money. 


Any resident or non-profit organization may apply for art grants. Eligi- 
bility guidelines are available in the Library. Applications are available in the 
Town Clerk’s office and the Library. Funding cycles occur twice a year and 
applications are usually due around April 1 and October 1. 


During the calendar year 1987, the Council approved grants totaling 
$7,864.00. These grants were received by individual artists, art and civic organiza- 
tions and the Bellingham School System. 


The January 1987 grants were awarded to: the Bellingham Public Library 
- an oil painting of the current library to hang in the new library; Jennifer 
Leveille - professional voice lessons; Keith Magnant - piano/electric keyboard 
instructions; Brian James Ward - studies in Illustrative Oil Painting; Muriel Lock- 
lin - sculpture classes; the South District P.T.O. - Pantogram mime performance; 
and Quinebaug Valley Council for the Arts and Humanities - the Peter Abbott 
Touring Mime Circus all day exhibit. 


The July 1987 applicants receiving grants were: the Community Play- 
ground Committee - an amphitheatre to be located in the community play- 
ground “Kids World’’; Clara Macy and Stallbrook Schools - performance by the 
Worcester School of the performing Arts; Mary Wright-Singer - puppets for a 
children’s Historical Puppet Theatre; Ronald DeMaria - accompaniment of 
Access Bellingham’s ‘“‘Cindy’s Place”; Bellingham High School art students - dis- 
play cases for art works; Blackstone Valley Art Association - guest demonstrator; 
Blackstone Valley Day Health Center - educational films; and Michael D. Walden 
- studio courses in Italy. 


New this year was the institution of the P.A.S.S. program. This Performing 
Arts Student Series program allows Massachusetts school age children grades K 
through 12 to attend performing arts events. Events can be selected from rosters 
located at the Bellingham Public Library and in the schools. The town was 
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allotted $3,200 this year. Recipients received monies totaling $820. These reci- 
pients were: Macy and Stallbrook Schools - “The Nutcracker’’ performed by 
the Boston Ballet; Macy School’s third grade classes for a production by Theatre- 
works. 


The Council has set aside $3,000 for the Library Building Fund, bringing 
the total amount appropriated to $5,500. This is for art purchases for the Audio 
Visual, Meeting/Conference area of the new library. 


The Bellingham Arts Council’s main focus is to help keep Bellingham art- 
fully alive. To attain this goal, we granted the Council $1,174. We purchased 
with this money two blocks of tickets to the Greater Milford Symphony Orches- 
tra and museum passes to the Museum of Fine Arts. 


We also purchased a watercolor painting entitled “Mystic, Connecticut” 
by Helen Pierce. She was the High School’s Art Department head who retired 
this year after twenty-two years of service.. This painting will hang in the High 
School as a tribute to Mrs. Pierce. 


The Council also provided tickets for the High School art students to view 
the Helga Exhibit at the Museum of Fine Arts. 


Holiday greens were purchased in a joint effort with the Bellingham’s 
Business Association and placed on town buildings to allow the town to take on 
a more festive appearance. Also, two workshops were held. 


The first workshop was under the direction of Mary Wright-Singer for child- 
ren ages ten and up. These children were taught aspects of Swiss Marionette 
puppet making in the form of Christmas Carolers. The dolls donned festive 
appearances and were on display in the Town Hall Annex. 


The second workshop was designed for all interested students to decorate 
the town by painting the windows of the Town Hall Annex and the Library in a 
festive way. 


The council’s last project of 1987 was sponsoring a holiday decorating 
contest. Townspeople were requested to decorate their front doors in a festive 
holiday motif. A committee of council members visted the sites and two winners 
were chosen. The winners received four tickets each to the Trinity Square Reper- 
tory Theatre’s production of “‘the Christmas Carol’. 


We hope you found our efforts aesthetically appealing. 

Current members include Marie Cialdea, chairperson; Nancy Croeber, 
Treasurer; Barbara Weddeke, Corresponding and Recording Secretary; Anne 
Mitchell, Historian; Kathleen Stevenson, Linda Trudeau, Ann Kogut, and Joan 


Goodman. Advisors are Muriel Locklin and Myrna Simonson. 


Only four members will be remaining on the Council in March of 1988. 
We need at least five members to qualify for our allotment of approximately 
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$15,000. Meetings are usually held the second Thursday of the month at 7:00 
p.m. in the Town Hall Annex unless otherwise publicized and posted in the 
Town Clerk’s office. Please, join us in helping Bellingham stay artfully alive.

The Bellingham Senior Center is located at Two Maple Street and is open 
Monday through Thursday from 9:00 a.m. to 3:00 p.m. Programs and services 
are available to Bellingham residents age 59 or over and/or handicapped. 


Activities at the center include COA Luncheon Theatre, Socializing, Craft 
Club, Line Dancing, Young at Hearts Club, Cook Club, monthly birthday parties 
and monthly COA meeting. Approximately 500 seniors attend these functions 
each month. 
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In addition to recreational activities, the COA offers the following services 
and programs: educational programs featuring guest speakers on pertinent topics, 
health programs and screenings, Vial of Life; home delivered school lunches; 
friendly visiting, transportation; information and referral for Medicare, Social 
Security, long-term care, etc. 


The Council on Aging office is open Monday through Thursday from 
9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m. and on Friday from 9:00 a.m. to Noon. The Council 
on Aging Board of Directors Meeting is held the second Tuesday of each month 
at 1:00 p.m. at the center. 


The COA van transports seniors and/or handicapped who have no other 
means of transportation to doctor’s appointments, hospitals, shopping and 
errands. The van is in operation Monday through Friday from 8:00 a.m. to 
4:00 p.m. A 48 hour advance reservation is required for use of the van. We are 
grateful to the Vendetti Motor Co. for the donation of a school bus which is 
used for shopping and recreational trips. 


The Senior Aides deliver school meals when school is in session. They also 
run errands for homebound seniors and do friendly visiting. We were fortunate 
to obtain a third senior aide in September, 1987 funded through the Region II 
Area Agency on Aging. This aide also assists with activities at the center and 
will be involved in the Social Day Care Program. The Senior Aides attend a mon- 
thly meeting in holden, MA. 


In November we acquired an Elder Service Corps volunteer through the 
Massachusetts Department of Elder Affairs. This volunteer assists with the news- 
letter and press releases and will be active in the Social Day Program. 


Volunteers Joseph Condon, Marie Paturzo and Yolanda Brothers deliver 
meals daily to seniors unable to prepare their own meals through the Tri-Valley 
Elder Services Nutrition Program. 


A monthly newsletter for Seniors is published by the COA. The Trumpet 
is distributed to 800 seniors through various businesses and locations through- 
out the town. 


Board members and staff attended various meetings, conferences and 
workshops throughout the year such as the Blackstone Valley Consortium Meet- 
ing, Massachusetts Council on Aging Annual Conference, Social Day Care Work- 
shop, Aging and Sensory Loss Workshop, Council of Activity Professionals 
Meeting, Monthly Region II Area Agency on Aging Sub-Advisory Meetings and 
CEMACA quarterly meetings. 


The Visiting Nurse Association of Milford holds quarterly health screen- 
ing clinics at the center. Health screenings and Flu Shot Clinics are also held at 
Depot Court and Wrentham Manor by the VNA. The COA sponsored an eye 
screening clinic in May at the center. 
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Charles Chilson assists seniors in the SMOC Fuel Assistance Program. His 
office is located at St. Blaise Church. 


Plans are underway to open a Social Day Care Program at the Senior 
Center in the Spring. This non-medical program offers structured activities to 
promote social integration and mental stimulation to seniors in needs of day- 
time supervision.

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REPORT OF THE WATER-SEWER DEPARTMENT 
To the Board of Water-Sewer Commissioners: 


I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 31, 1987. The 
year ended with 151 water applications processed. The housing, Commercial 
and Industrial growth has surpassed 1986 by thirty-five (35) additional units. 
Twenty-nine of the units are Commercial or Industrial, thus requiring more 
water. Pumping Station No. 1-4-5 were cleaned and redeveloped with a 40% 
increase in yield. P.S. No. 3-7 are funded for cleaning and redeveloping, with 
an estimated 40% increase in pumping capacity. 


The Pilot Study for iron and manganese removal was completed with an 
estimate of $1,500,000., for a conventional treatment plant. New Iron and 
manganese treatment facilities are under study with a cost estimate in the range 
of between $300,000. to $400,000., for a total cost, to implement. P.S. No. 11 
Pump Test is to be retaken, with four (4) additional 8” wells, for a greater yield 
anticipated at 200-250 gallons per minute. Painting Standpipe No. 1 has been 
completed the boring machine was used for eighteen (18) borings with no refusal 
thus saving road surfaces. Pulaski Blvd. and Spring Street renewal completed 
with twenty-one (21) renewed services. 


This year has also been a record year for water breaks (49) due to new 
construction and old water mains. The merger of the Water-Sewer Department 
took place in March and added additional burdens on the existing heavy work 
load of the Water Department. Due to Phase I Sewer Construction the first items 
on the agenda included the Management reviewing of nine existing Contracts 
with an excessive amount of unpaid bills. 


The voters approval of Phase II with a 20M Bond Issue has caused a heavy 
work load for the new Water-Sewer Commission and meetings are now held on 
a weekly basis. 


The Water-Sewer budgets must be carefully reviewed for additional man- 
power and Capital Improvement Programs some of which have been mandated 
by D.E.Q.E. regulations. I wish to thank the town officials, department heads, 
employees of the Water Department, Highway Department, and the citizens of 
Bellingham for their help and cooperation during 1987.

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REPORT OF THE NORFOLK COUNTY 
MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 


The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies into a 
system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective, and economically 
feasible. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to sustain larval growth. 
Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated on the 


draining of shallow, standing, stagnant water and the maintenance of existing 
flow systems which contribute to mosquito breeding sources.

Larviciding: Treatment of mosquito larvae during aquatic development is 
the next most effective control effort.

Adulticiding; The suppression of flying adult mosquitoes becomes neces- 
sary when they are numerous, annoying, or threatening to residents.

Surveys, inspections, and monitoring in support of our programs include 
locating and mapping breeding areas, larval and adult collections, and fieldwork 
evaluations leading to better drainage. 

The Project received 39 calls from residents for information and assistance.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town of 
Bellingham: 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets at 7:30 p.m. the second Thurs- 
day of each month in the Director’s Office at Wrentham Manor. 


During the past year the Housing Authority continued to operate and 
manage three State housing programs and one Federal program. 


The Housing Authority currently has under its management two elderly 
projects, namely Depot Court and Wrentham Manor, which comprise 120 units 
under State Chapter 667. The projects had an operating budget of $218,246.00 
for fiscal year 1987-88. 


Under State Chapter 705 Housing program for low income families, the 
Authority owns and maintains two properties consisting of three units. This 
program had an operating budget of $5,300.00 for 1987-88. 


Under State Chapter 707 Rental Assistance, the Authority has 36 units 
under contract with private landlords providing rent subsidy for low income 
families and elderly. A contract for financial assistance in support of these units 
amounted to $130,644.00 this year, with an administrative budget of $9,126.00. 


We also have a Section 8 Existing Housing subsidy contract with the 
Department. of Housing and Urban Development. Federal support of these 30 
units amounts to $123,398.00 a year. 


We wish to thank all departments in Town who assisted the Housing 
Authority in 1987. 


During the coming year the Housing Authority will continue to serve 
the Town of Bellingham in its best interest.

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BOARD MEETINGS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority meets regularly on a monthly basis 
on the second Thursday of each month. The meetings are conducted in the 
Executive Director’s Office at Wrentham Manor and are scheduled to com- 
mence at 7:30 p.m. 


The Authority’s annual meeting is held during the month of March after 
the annual town elections. 


CURRENT HOUSING PROGRAMS 


The Bellingham Housing Authority operated three state-aided and one 
federal-aided programs as of December 31, 1987. 


Project 667-C. The Authority operates two state-aided elderly housing 
projects under State Chapter 667, namely, Depot Court which was completed 
in 1969 and Wrentham Manor which was completed in 1975. Under both pro- 
jects a total of 120 dwelling units exist and were occupied as of December 31, 
1987. Project 667-C had an operating budget of $218,246 for fiscal year 1987. 


Project 705-1. The Authority owns two properties in Town consisting of 
three units under the 705-1 state-aided program. Under this program, three 
dwelling units were occupied as of December 31, 1987. Project 705-1 had an 
operating budget of $5,300 for fiscal year 1987. 


Rental Assistance - 707. Under the 707 program, the Authority has thirty- 
six tenants participating in this program as of December 31, 1987. During the 
past year, $130,644 was allocated under the 707 program to fund the thirty- 
six units, with an administrative budget of $9,126. 


Housing Assistance Payments Program — Section 8. The Authority has a 
contract with the Departmentof Housing and Urban Development under Section 
8 for Existing Housing subsidy in the amount of $123,398 for federal support of 
thirty units. Under this program, thirty units were occupied as of December 31, 
1987. The Authority entered into contract with the Section 8 program in 1975. 
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ELIGIBILITY CRITERIA FOR EACH HOUSING PROGRAM 


In determining eligibility for each housing program, the Bellingham 
Housing Authority follows the guidelines set by the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts under the Regulation for Eligibility in State-Aided Public Housing, 
Effective Date: April 1, 1980. 


Guideline regulations for eligibility criteria are outlined as follows: eligi- 
bility of handicapped persons, personal care attendant guidelines, handicap 
eligibility for conventional units, net income limit for admission and continued 
occupancy, PMSA/ non-PMSA listing by city or town, net income limits by 
PMSA, fair market rents, and residency requirements.

Fire Department Activity 


The Fire Department responded to 14 building fires; 10 household ap- 
pliance fires; 33 box alarms; 80 vehicle assistance calls; 207 investigations; 74 
grass, brush, etc.; 74 details; and gave mutual aid to Franklin -2; Blackstone -1; 
and Woonsocket - 1. The department handled 917 rescue calls in the rescue divi- 
sion. 


Total calls for 1987 were 2,086 compared to 2,153 in 1986; 2,151 in 1985; 
1,868 in 1984; 1,694 in 1983; and 1,603 in 1982. Also the department issued, 
after inspection, 673 permits. The total is inclusive of these. 


Building fires were broken down as follows: 5 house; 4 chimney; 3 shed; 
and 2 mill/warehouse fires. To further extend the above figures, a cause break- 
down has been provided to show the most common causes of these fires during 
the year. Below are the causes and numbers of each: heating devices - 4 (this 
includes fires caused by woodstoves, fireplaces, space heaters, oil and gas-fired 
furnaces, etc.); suspicious/arson - 3; children - 2; careless use of smoking mater- 
ials - 2; careless use of soldering equipment - 2; and careless use of a flammable 
fluid - 1. 


Appliance fires were broken down as follows: electrical panel equipment 
-3; stove/oven - 2; dryer - 2; washing machine -1; sump pump - 1; and toaster -1.

Box Alarms were broken down as follows: accidental/malfunctions - 21; 
malicious false - 11; and motor vehicle accident - 1. 


Vehicle assistance calls were broken down as follows; vehicle fires - 45; 
gas washdowns - 18; accident standby - 11; Jaws of Life - 4; and Life Flight Heli- 
copter assistance - 2. 


Rescue calls were broken down as follows: 522 home emergencies; 207 
motor vehicle accidents; 65 miscellaneous; and 123 mutual aid. (To: Franklin - 
65; Blackstone - 6; Wrentham -1; Mendon - 1; Milford - 1; From: Franklin - 35; 
Blackstone - 11; Medway - 2; Woonsocket - 1.) 


Inspections and Permits 


Inspections were made of businesses and where needed corrections were 
recommended. The workload for inspections and permits increased again this 
year in various areas. Numerous plans were reviewed by the Chief and in the 
most cases inspections of at least one trip per building was necessary for final 
occupancy. The permits issued were as follows: fuel oil storage - 118; smoke 
detectors in new construction - 168; smoke detectors in homes prior to resale 
- 292; storage of propane - 30; blasting permits - 34; install fire alarm systems - 
6; install fire suppression systems - 5; storage of smokeless powder - 4; storage 
of black powder - 4; removal of underground gasoline tanks (Ch. 148 sec. 38A) 
-3; install underground tans - 2; transport Class B fuel - 2; U.S.T. permits - 1; 
and fireworks display - 1; and storage of flammable liquids and gases - 3. 

In addition to the above permits, 508 open burning permits were issued. 
It is a proven fact that the inspections of businesses throughout the year by fire 
personnel has helped keep the incidents of fire in these establishments minimal. 
All local business persons are to be commended for their cooperation in trying 
to make their places of business violation free for the safety of their employees, 
patrons, as well as for themselves. 


Fire Prevention, Public Education and Safety 


All schools were inspected and the four required fire drills were held. 
Once again through the efforts of Firefighter Richard Marcoux and School 
Department personnel, the “Captain No Burn” program was run throughout the 
schools. Composed of various fire safety topics, the program is presented as part 
of the curriculum by the school faculty with follow-up by fire department per- 
sonnel. The material is presented through the use of filmstrips, casette tapes, 
student handbooks, and also allows for parental participation. 


At this time the Chief wishes to thank Firefighter Marcoux, the school 
administration, and particularly the teaching staff for their cooperation. Fund- 
ing for the materials used in the program was provided by Eastern Enameling/ 
Jaco Inc., R.P. Smith & Sons Insurance Agency and Devitt Realty. 


Through the efforts of Firefighter Andre Genereux, public safety messages 
were broadcast over the Public Safety Channel No. 5 on the cable t.v. network. 
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Various topics were covered relative to fire safety messages, Christmas safety, 
and other public interest messages. Residents are urged to regularly view the 
safety channel for messages of safety and other items of interest. 


Numerous C.P.R. courses were sponsored and held at the fire station to 
educate the public in life saving procedures of C.P.R. Coordinating the courses 
was Firefighter Christopher Bergeron. Several fire department assisted Chris in 
the teaching of classes. 


Once again the leading cause of building fires was chimney and wood- 
stove related problems. The Chief wishes to caution all residents with wood- 
stoves and other solid fuel heating devices that the maintenance and periodic 
cleaning of these and other heating devices is critical. The cleaning of chimneys 
is most important in reducing the chance of a serious fire. Residents are also 
cautioned against placing hot ashes into combustible containers as well as 
placing combustibles too close to hot surfaces. 


Also the Chief wishes to remind residents that the use of unvented kero- 
sene space heaters is in violation of the state fire regulations and the Mass. 
General Laws. 


The Chief wishes to remind the residents that fire personnel are available 
to speak at meetings of various social and professional groups. To obtain a spea- 
ker call the fire station at 966-1112 several weeks in advance of the desired 
date to make arrangements with the Chief. 


Vehicles and Training 


Considering the age of the vehicles, the majority are in fair shape. As has 
been the case for the last ten years a request has been submitted for replacement 
equipment. Serious consideration must be given for the scheduled replacement 
of fire apparatus if the Town is going to keep pace with both the rapid growth 
of the Town and the deteriorating equipment. 


The firefighters have completed the training sessions for 1987. All per- 
sonnel were recertified in C.P.R. Special thanks to the permanent personnel who 
assisted in the training of the personnel. The officers and men are to be com- 
mended for their dedication that they have shown. Several members participated 
in college courses as well as a variety of seminars presented by the Mass. Fire- 
fighting Academy. 


Private Andre Genereux, Rescue co-ordinator, has been running the in- 
service training for the Rescue division. In addition to these duties, Pvt. Genereux 
has planned, scheduled, and sought approval of all training through the Office 
of Emergency Medical Services in the state. Several more members have passed 
a state MAST exam and are certified in the use of M.A.S.T. This will allow the 
trauma victim additional beneficial treatment and increase chance for survival. 


This fall a paramedic team was established at Milford Hospital. The para- 
medics respond to emergencies when called by the local E.M.T.’s and offer ad- 
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vanced life support to the victims, This units has been used on many incidents 
and has proven to be a valuable life-saving service provided at no additional costs 
to the taxpayers. 


Many thanks to Andy for his devoted efforts to train the men so as to 
operate a more efficient rescue division. 


Buildings 


The Police/Fire Building Committee went out for bids for the construction 
of the fire station and renovations of the existing facility for a police station, 
The bids came in over the appropriations requiring the committee to seek addi- 
tional funding. It is hoped that construction will commence by late spring. 


Other 


The Chief turned in the sum of $9,433.12 to the Town Treasurer for 1987. 
The amount is broken down as follows: oil burner fees - $1,250.00; 
smoke detector fees (old) - $3,070.00; smoke detector fees (new) - $1,540.00; 
storage of propane - $320.00; install fire alarm and suppression systems - $90,00; 
storage of smokeless and black powder - $40.00; storage of flammable liquids 
and gases - $40.00; witness fee - $22.00; blasting permits - $340.00; transport 
Class B fuel - $20.00; fire and rescue reports - $65.00; U.S.T. - $10.00; fireworks 
display - $10.00; insurance recovery account - $649.48; life flight reimburse- 
ment - $150.00; outside details - $1,716.64; court restitution - $50.00 Ambu- 
lance fees collected for 1987 were $26,047.75. 


Emergency calls increased by 23 calls. Permits and inspections decreased 
by 90. Building fires decreased from 36 in 1986 to 14 in 1987. The majority 
of the building fires were minor to moderate in damage due to early notifica- 
tion and department response. The Chief is once again pleased to announce 
that there were no fire fatalities in town during the year. 


The Chief wishes to strongly urge residents to install, maintain, and per- 
iodically test smoke detectors. It has been proven time and time again that the 
early warning provided by smoke detectors helps in the escaping of occupants 
from the building as well as help to limit the extent of damage from fire. Usu- 
ally the fires that have been the most serious have existed in buildings that were 
not properly covered with fire and smoke detectors. 


In closing, I wish to thank the Board of Selectmen, Executive Secretary 
Michael Jaillet, the Police Department and other Town departments for their 
assistance. Particular appreciation goes to the firefighters, both permanent and 
call, for their dedication and cooperation in my efforts to better serve the 
citizens of Bellingham in the protection of life and property. May 1988 be a 
fire safe and prosperous year for all residents.

The Personnel Board meets on a bi-monthly basis on Tuesday evenings 
and as needed. 


Throughout the past year, the Board has strived to establish consistency 
and objectivity in the administration of personnel matters in an effort to pro- 
vide service in the best interest of the Town and its employees.

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1987 MAPC ANNUAL REPORT 


Bellingham is a valued member of the Metropolitan Area Planning Council 
(MAPC), the regional planning agency for 101 cities and towns in the greater 
Boston region. The Council provides planning services in the areas of land use, 
economic development, housing, transportation, and environmental quality 
to Bellingham and other member communities. 


In 1987, Bellingham received MAPC assistance with the Southwest Sub- 
regional Solid Waste Study, organized to investigate regional solid waste manage- 
ment options for 20 towns. 


Several other regional projects were produced by the Council for Belling- 
ham and neighboring communities to promote sound planning activities. These 
projects included several how-to-manuals, such as The Catalog of Techniques for 
preserving Housing Affordability, a compilation of methods that towns may 
consider implementing to preserve affordable housing stock; and The Growth 
Management Catalog, an easy-to-use reference book that describes more than 
40 techniques, regulations, programs and services for managing growth. 


The Council also compiled and developed the MAPC 1987 Sites Survey 
Update, which is a complete, current listing of vacant commercial and industrial 
sites in the MAPC region. The survey is a useful planning tool for anticipating 
or promoting locations for new development. 


Several transportation projects were also completed by MAPC to help 
Bellingham and other communities address local traffic concerns. MAPC’s 
Pavement Management Forecasting Model software were created to help high- 
way superintendents improve methods for analyzing road reconstruction and 
maintenance needs in order to more efficiently plan and expend local roadway 
budgets. 


Other Council functions include review and comment on projects and 
programs affecting the region, publications, forums and legislative initiatives 
to facilitate better planning.

The vocational-technical high school opened its 1986-87 school year on 
August 19, 1986 and concluded academic instruction/vocational training on 
June 8, 1987. Over nine hundred (900) high school students completed one 
hundred and eighty (180) days of educational activity designed to prepare them 
for gainful employment and/or further education upon graduation. Since its 
opening in 1966, this unique vocational regional high school has served approxi- 
mately four thousand eight hundred and fifty (4,850) young men and women 
in their pursuit of an education which provides knowledge, skills and attitudes 
leading to fulfillment of personal aspirations and economic independence. 


Each student participated in 990 hours of formal instruction/training dur- 
ing the school year. Students alternated in two week cycles between complemen- 
tary components of academic study — English, math, science, social studies, 
physical education and business subjects — and vocational instruction in one of 
fifteen vocational programs — Auto Body, Auto Technology, Computer Informa- 
tion Processing, Culinary Arts/Baking, Drafting, Electrical, Electronics, Graphic 
Arts, Health Services, heating/Ventilation & Air Conditioning, Machine Shop, 
Metal Fabrication, Carpentry, Painting & Decorating, and Plumbing. A school 
day consisted of 5% hours per day with sessions starting at 7:55 a.m. and ending 
at 2:00 p.m. 


In addition to regular education services, special education services were 
provided for one hundred and sixty-five (165) students. Each of the students 
received assistance in overcoming learning impedence as prescribed by an indivi- 
dual education plan. The majority of special education students were “‘main- 
streamed” in complementary academic study and vocational-technical programs. 


A unique training program, Cooperative Education, provided one hundred 
and twenty-eight (128) senior with on-the-job experience during the school 
year. Students involved in the “outside” employment received credit for real 
work as employees-in-training with eighty-five (85) different employers who 
cooperated with the school by making positions available in their companies. 
The jobs allowed students to refine their occupational skills and to experience 
genuine work for which they were paid an entry level wage. The partnership 
between industry and the school has been a classic example of meaningful 
education by which the “‘learner”’ is introduced to meaningful work as a natural 
component of the educational experience. The community at-large benefits also, 
in that graduates become familiar with opportunities within the vocational 
regional school district thereby insuring a continuous infusion of educationally 
competent people for the expanding Blackstone Valley Region’s economy. 


Day school enrollments among the member towns effective October 1, 
1986 were as follows: 
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General Comments 


Modernization and revision of the school’s Program of Studies was fully 
implemented in 1986-87. As a result of the “three-year effort’’, academic sub- 
jects and vocational programs have been aligned in a coherent plan whereby 
every student is challenged academically and simultaneously is assured of receiv- 
ing in-depth instruction/training in his/her chosen vocational-technical program. 
Each of the fifteen vocational-technical programs has a complementary core of 
academic subjects (English, math, social studies and science), sequentially ar- 
ranged to enhance and reinforce learning in terms of individual abilities and occu- 
pational standards. Every student can be scheduled with a program of study 
which is individualized and which also assures personal accomplishment com- 
mensurate with the student’s abilities or interests, provided the student applies 
himself or herself completely to the task at hand. Full use of electronic schedul- 
ing allows the complex scheduling of the entire student body. 


Extra Curricular 


Interscholastic athletics were conducted primarily through the Dual Valley 
Conference. The “‘Valley Tech Beavers” competed in: Cross Country, Soccer, 
Basketball, Baseball, Softball, Track and Field, and Cheerleading. Female and 
male athletes played against teams from Blackstone-Millville Regional, Douglas, 
Hopedale, Mendon-Upton Regional, Sutton, Bromfield, Tahanto Regional, 
Keefe Vocational Regional, Assabet Vocational Regional and Tri-County Voca- 
tional Regional. The Cross-Country and Track/Field teams had outstandingly 
successful years. Both the boys basketball and baseball teams qualified for the 
first time to play in District tournaments at the conclusion of their seasons. 
Approximately 200 young men and women participated in the school’s sports 
program. 


Other extra-curricular activities in which students participated throughout 
the school year included: elected class officers for sophomore, junior and senior 
classes; sponsorship of two very successful blood drives at which over 200 
pints of blood were collected; several school dances were organized and success- 
fully carried out; Thanksgiving and Christmas collection drives were conducted. 
Funds raised from students provided food baskets and gifts which were distri- 
buted to needy families in the region. The Graphic Arts program developed and 
printed the senior yearbook for the 18th time. Also published was the students’ 
literary magazine, BEAVER TALES. Approximately fifty (50) students com- 
peted in the Vocational-Industrial Clubs of America. A highlight of the school 
year was the Junior/Senior Prom which was held at the Framingham Sheraton- 
Tara on April 21, 1987. 


Extended Facilities Usage 


The school’s training facilities were fully utilized throught the year. 
Citizens of the region regularly used services of the Auto Body and Auto Tech- 
nology programs. Likewise, the Three Seasons restaurant also was very busy 
providing public luncheon services throughout the year. Each of the programs 
provided practical experience for students and served the regional community 
beneficially. 
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Evening adult training programs were conducted in the fall and spring 
semesters. Self-supporting training programs consisting of 48 hours of specific 
vocational-technical instruction were offered in the areas of Auto Body, cabinet- 
making, machine shop, welding, computers, graphic arts, electrical, electronics, 
computer-assisted drafting and computerized-numerical-control. Over 200 men 
and women paid tuitions in order to receive instruction/training based on 
occupational standards. 


During the months of July and August the school district cooperated 
with the Career Development Center in Hopedale to provide exploration/train- 
ing for 55 boys and girls (ages 14-16) with experiences in graphic arts, food 
services, carpentry, auto body and welding. Funds for the program were pro- 
vided by the Federal government. 


Extensive planning begun in 1985-86 concluded this year with an agree- 
ment to initiate a unique two-year post secondary program. The goal of the pro- 
gram will be to enroll students who want to acquire an Associate Degree in Ap- 
plied Science (Automotive Technologist) from Quinsigamond Community 
College and who will receive technical training at the vocational-technical school 
reinforced with practical experience at cooperating Ford-Mercury dealerships. 
Called ASSET, the specialized program will be supported from tuition paid by 
the students. Initial start-up costs will be provided through state/federal grants. 
This will be a self-sustaining effort at no cost to the district. The district will 
provide the training site for which a rental fee will be received. The Ford Motor 
Co. will furnish vehicles and other training equipment. We look forward to this 
exciting, worthwhile and needed venture. 


Celebration & Recognition 
of American Vocational Education 


During the week of February 9, 1987 a major effort was made to celebrate 
and recognize the role and accomplishments of American Vocational Education 
throughout the United States. The Division of Occupational Education and the 
network of public vocational schools joined forces in a statewide coordinated 
effort to rekindle public awareness of the importance and influence of vocation- 
al-technical education. 


The vocational-technical school was opened for public viewing throughout 
four school days. A magnificent vocational-educational fair in the converted gym- 
nasium was held on the evening of February 11 where all educational programs 
(academic, vocational-technical and extra-curricular) were displayed in thirty- 
three booths; the cost of which was underwritten by contributions from vendors 
who supply the school. Several vocational-technical shops also displayed proces- 
ses in which student-trainees were engaged. The Three Seasons Restaurant 
served 200 patrons from 5:30 p.m. to 8:30 p.m. An informational breakfast 
was held for local officials at which time a history of the school was presented 
along with a review of current activities and plans for the future. It was esti- 
mated that well over 3,500 visitors came to the school during the week of cele- 
bration. 
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As a culminating activity, a Recognition Banquet for twenty-five (25) 
outstanding vocational students, from every corner of the Commonwealth, was 
held at Mechanics Hall in Worcester. Former state senator and chairman of the 
Joint Committee on Education, Gerard D’Amico, was the featured speaker. 


It was announced during the week that Blackstone Valley Tech was select- 
ed to be one of five vocational-technical high schools to be highlighted in a 
television promotion during the school year 1987-88. 


M.G.L. Chapter 188 (School Improvement Act) 


The Commonwealth’s School Improvement Act provided the vocational 
regional school district with supplemental funds. Four grants were received. 
They were: 


1. School Improvement Council — $9,040. As required, an advisory coun- 
cil composed of two parents, a student, two teachers and the school 
principal was organized. The council recommended: acquisition of two 
electronic typewriters for faculty use; hiring of a public information 
person; and purchase of equipment/software for electronic media. 
The School Committee approved the utilization of the funds as re- 
commended. 


2. Horace Mann Grant — $6,480. As required, the School Committee 
and Teachers Association collectively agreed to establish liaison posi- 
tions from within the faculty ranks to: coordinate revisions and mo- 
dernization of academic and vocational/technical curricula; establish 
an assistant position for COOP education supervision; develop a health 
curriculum whose focus would address drug abuse issues, the problem 
associated with AIDS, teenage pregnancy and teenage suicide. 


3. Equal Educational Opportunity Grant — $149,669. As required, the 
funds were used to supplement appropriations for instructional pur- 
poses, the lunch program and to offset rising liability insurance costs. 
The school district’s eligibility to receive these funds is based on the 
fact that its expenditures per pupil were considerably below 85% of 
the average expenditure per pupil statewide. Each of the member 
towns voted to permit the vocational regional school district to receive 
and utilize the funds as prescribed by statute. 


4. Professional Development Grant — $67,345. As required, the funds 
were used to supplement teacher compensation, based on a collective 
agreement between the School Committee and Teachers Association, 
whereby 64 eligible teachers/guidance staff applied for an equal remun- 
eration in fulfillment of one of the following options: Vocational 
Program Modernization; Academic Course Modernization; completion 
of an approved college course (3 credits) in his/her subject area; visi- 
tations to three vocational-technical schools to compare specific pro- 
grams and submit a report on findings; development of handbooks 
associated with either Guidance, Special Needs or Media. Each of the 
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member towns voted to permit the district to receive and utilize this 
grant as prescribed by statute. 


5. Basic Skills Tests were administered to 9th grade students in the fall of 
1986. The results were satisfactory and helpful in identifying students 
who needed additional support. 


6. Statewide Achievement Tests were administered to 11th grade students 
in 1986. Unlike Basic Skills, the Achievement Testing results are used 
to assess school curriculum and to compare results of school systems 
which have similar characteristics. The general areas tested included 
reading, mathematics and science. Juniors scored at an average level in 
reading and math; they scored above average in science when compared 
to general high schools of the Blackstone Valley. In the comparison 
to vocational-technical high schools across the state, results were better 
than most vocational-technical high schools. School officials worked on 
improving those areas in the curriculum which appeared to be less than 
average within the three broad categories. 


Facilities 


The School Committee continued improvement and maintenance of the 
school plant during the past year. The facilities manager applied for and received 
a state energy grant in the amount of $122,957 to upgrade energy conservation 
measures. The funds were used to: replace two original oil burners installed in 
1965, converted heat and ventilation controls to a fully automated system, in- 
stalled heat barriers on outside doors and installed water saving devices on 
shower heads. This coordinated effort was designed to reduce energy waste by 
at least 20%. The plan received national recognition, having been rated the 
third best energy saving proposal advanced by a public facility throughout the 
nation. 


Next year the School Committee will be taking steps to repair roofs in- 
stalled in 1965. Normal maintenance is no longer stopping persistent leaks which 
are occurring more frequently. 


Graduation — Class of 1987 


The Class of 1987 held its graduation in outdoor ceremonies on Saturday, 
May 23, 1987. One hundred and eighty-five young men and women received 
diplomas and vocational-technical certificates from Vice Chairman Kevin Harvey 
of Bellingham. 


Class officers who led the seniors were:

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Reverend Daniel Dower of Sacred Heart Parish, Hopedale, opened the 
ceremonies with a very appropriate Invocation. 


Dr. Carl F. Simmons, President Designate of Central New England College 
addressed the graduates. In addition to congratulating the graduates for their 
achievement in both academic and vocational pursuits, he urged them to use 
their knowledge, enthusiasm and skills to further their own well-being and to 
utilize their talents for the betterment of society. He stressed personal commit- 
ment and persistence in striving to achieve their highest aspirations. 


Eight students were recognized for being on the Superintendent-Director’s 
Commendation List, eleven and ten terms respectively. The Award recognized 
graduates who consistently and regularly excelled in their vocational field of 
training, achieved satisfactorily in their academic studies and conducted them- 
selves with distinction throughout four years. They were:

The Division of Occupational Education, Massachusetts Department of 
Education, awarded its first Commonwealth Outstanding Vocational Student 
Award to Craig Picard. The award was presented in ceremonies at Mechanics 
Hall, Worcester, where vocational students throughout the state were honored 
for their achievement, performance and extra-curricular participation during 
four years at their respective vocational schools. 


Forty-six (46) young men and women planned to pursue advanced study 
at either public or private, two/four year institutions beyond high school. That 
represents twenty-five percent (25%) of the Class of 1987 accepted at schools 
of higher learning. 


One hundred twelve (112) graduates were placed in occupations directly 
or indirectly related to the fields for which they trained. Eight (8) graduates 
planned to enter the military. Nineteen (19) young people were undecided 
what to pursue. 


The graduating class consisted of 134 young men and 51 young women.

Student transportation (to and from school) was provided by five con- 
tracted conveyors covering twenty-two (22) bus routes throughout the 225 
square mile district. In addition, four (4) late-afternoon buses were used on Tues- 
days and Thursdays to return students to their towns after having been involved 
in extra-curricular activities or because they were detained for disciplinary 
reasons. 


Four excellent professionals retired with completion of the school year. 
They were: Roland Benoit (Machine Shop Instructor), Thomas Mullins (Auto- 
motive Instructor), Arthur Croteau (Technical Drawing Instructor) and Eliza- 
beth Miller (Special Education Teacher). They will be missed. Collectively they 
represented over 70 years of teaching experience. 


Two Valley Tech teachers were selected by their peers to receive Outstand- 
ing Teacher Awards presented by the VFW Post of Millbury. They were Pauline 
Westcott, Reading Teacher, and John Pierce, Painting and Decorating Instructor. 
They were honored at a presentation held on January 24, 1987 in Millbury. As 
usual, the collective wisdom of our professionals made it easy to select two Out- 
standing Teachers, who deserve our sincere congratulations. Mrs. Westcott and 
Mr. Pierce are outstanding professional educators who exemplify all the quali- 
ties and attributes reserved for the “‘best” in education. They deserve all the 
accolades commensurate with the public recognition as “Outstanding Teacher.” 


Conclusion 


Completing twenty-one years of operation, we are pleased to report that 
the Blackstone Valley Vocational Regional School District continued to grow, 
develop, adapt and serve the needs of individual member towns and the area in 
general. Every effort has been made to correct imperfections as well as to intro- 
duce new ideas and adjust to prevailing circumstances. Commitment to attain- 
ing excellence, in every facet of vocational regional school district’s endeavor, 
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has been the guiding principle of the school committee, administration, faculty, 
support staff and many advisory committees. 


We genuinely believe that the concept of vocational-technical education, 
supported and sustained cooperatively through a regional agreement, is the most 
efficient and cost-effective means of providing for the preparation of youth to 
undertake adult responsibilities upon completion of publicly-supported secon- 
dary education. 


In behalf of the students, past, present and future, all of us directly con- 
nected with the delivery of quality vocational-technical education, express our 
appreciation and thanks to the citizens of the Blackstone Valley Vocational 
Regional School District for their complete support - moral and financial. With- 
out adequate public investment, this unique educational institution would not 
be possible.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


If only one word could be used to describe the past year in Bellingham, then 
I believe, it would have to be “‘diverse’? We have had the challenge of trying to 
provide quality education during a period when fiscal constraints imposed by the 
school budget continue to limit the educational services and programs offered in 
our schools. At the same time, there was a cadre of volunteers who worked long 
and hard to enlist the support of Town voters to approve a bond issue for con- 
struction of a new elementary school. 


Several major capital improvement projects were also completed at Memorial 
Junior-Senior High School. These included the removal of asbestos from several 
classrooms, replacing and insulating the roofs of the four wings of the school, 
repaving the parking lot and replacing tile flooring of the main corridors in the 
school. Additional capital improvements to the school are slated to be done dur- 
ing the summer of 1988. 


The administrative staff joins me in thanking you for your support of our 


We also commend our teaching and support staffs for their 
dedication and professional excellence.

ANNUAL REPORT 


An account of Bellingham Public Schools for the past year, this report covers 
educational services that were provided for about 2450 students. The average 
daily attendance for all schools was 93%. 


ENROLLMENT 


As of December 31, 1987, 2395 students were enrolled in kindergarten 
through the twelfth grade in our schools. This figure represents a decrease in en- 


rollments of 60 students and perpetuates the decline in enrollments that began 
i io t..

TESTING PROGRAM 


The Bellingham School System offers a comprehensive testing program for 
all students from Kindergarten through Twelfth Grade. Since the passage of 
Chapter 188 (an educational reform law) in 1985, all school systems in Massa- 
chusetts are required to evaluate the performance of students and the curriculum 
on a periodic basis. 


The Massachusetts Testing Program contains two separate areas. 


Curriculum Assessment Tests are used to measure the effect that the curricu- 
lum and instructional techniques are having on learning. All students in grades 
four, eight, and twelve are tested in reading, mathematics, science, and social 
studies. These tests are administered every other year during the months of 
March and April. Since the original testing took place in the Spring of 1986, our 
next phase will occur in the Spring of 1988. Initial testing demonstrated that 
Bellingham students scored in the Average Range in all subject areas and grade 
levels tested, meaning that the curriculum in the schools is functioning 
appropriately. 


Basic Skills Tests form the second component of the Massachusetts Testing 
Program. The purpose of this testing is to identify individual students who may 
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Every otehr week, the Discovery teachers visit indiviaual classrooms to teach 
critical and creative thinking skills to students in grades three through six. Regu- 
lar classroom teachers are encouraged to develop follow-up lessons during the 
intervening period of time. 


Over the past year, teachers and students in the program have been deeply 
involved with cable television productions. A series of magazine type shows 
have been produced with students learning technical as well as dramatic skills. 


Due to the success of the program, our personnel have been invited to speak 
this Fall at the Massachusetts Association for the advancement of Individual 
Potential Conference, as well as to provide information to other school systems 
developing gifted and talented programs. 


Bellingham is in the first full year of a preschool program for four-year old 
youngsters. Over the past several years, an early childhood advisory counsil has 
been operating to obtain state grants for an early childhood program. 


Beginning in March of 1987, we started a developmentally based preschool 
four four-year-clds at the Stall Brook School Portable classrooms. This pro- 
gram meets the needs of students in all developmental areas: physical, emo- 
tional, social, and cognitive through an integrated approach. 


Through an organized and systematic approach, the school system has been 
able to secure several state grants to enable us to operate the program. Full 
funding for a program servicing over one hundred students has been limited to a 
select few programs across the state. For 1987, we have received $100,000 
from the Massachusetts Department of Education to operate the program. 


Within the program, there are four teachers (one serving as head teacher) and 
four aides. Classroom sizes range from fifteen to seventeen students per class- 
room. Students attend either two or three morning sessions from 9:00 to 11:30. 
Special needs students attend five days per week. In the afternoon, teachers 
develop curriculum materials, organize parent workshops, and plan staff develop- 
ment sessions. 


This innovative program has received complimentary reports from com- 
munity members as well as from other school systems throughout the state. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL REPORTS 
Clara Macy School 


Macy School continued its commitment to quality educational services. A 
major curriculum focus for 1987 was in the area of science. To assist teachers in 
science instruction two inservice programs were hosted at Macy School under 
the direction of Dr. George Ladd, a nationally recognized authority in science 
education from Boston College. The inservice program was coordinated by 
Principal, Annette Packard. 
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be weak in certain subject areas and to provide remediation to correct the prob- 
lem. Each November, students in grades three, six and nine are administered 
basic skills tests in reading, mathematics, and writing. A basic skills standard of 
65% statewide has been set for passing reading and mathematics tests, while 
writing is scored by a panel of judges. Since this is the first year that this stand- 
ard has been established, results of our students will not be released until Janu- 
ary of 1988. However, results from the testing in November of 1986, using a 
similar standard, revealed that over 90% of our students showed mastery of basic 
skills in most subject areas. 


In order to compliment the Massachusetts Testing Program, Bellingham also 
administered tests in all other grade levels. The purpose of this testing is not 
only to measure individual student strengths and weaknesses, but also to insure 
that our curriculum is adequately meeting standards set on a national basis. As 
a result, a combination of achievement, ability, aptitude, and interest tests are 
given at certain grade levels. Listed below is the testing schedule for students 
during the 1986 academic year.

ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


With the implementation of the third year of our five-year plan for upgrading 
and enlarging our computer education program on a system-wide basis, we now 
have computer labs in each school district with 18 microcomputers and 4 
printers. Our computer education teachers are presently reviewing our ele- 
mentary curriculum guides to update the skills and concepts being taught to 
students in grades kindergarten through 6. 


This is the third year of Bellingham’s Gifted and Talented Program, called the 
Discovery Program. The program has expanded over the year and now includes 
students from grades three through six. This year we have a teacher in each of 
the three elementary school districts and we service over one hundred students 
in total. The teachers provide a dual approach in not only providing direct serv- 
ice to identified gifted and talented youngsters, but also teaching creative prob- 
lem solving techniques to all students in regular classrooms. 


Students are selected from the program using a multi-criteria approach. 
Teacher and parent nominations, test scores, motivation, creativity, ability, and 
school background are used in combination to select students. These students 
spend several hours a week in small groups learning research skitls and working 
on independent projects. Guest speakers are frequently invited to stimulate 
interest in particular fields of endeavor. 
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Miss Pauline Allard, a second grade teacher, volunteered to serve as Science 
Coordinator at Macy. Through her efforts and in conjunction with the Elemen- 
tary Science Curriculum Committee, the current program has been assessed and 
new programs have been reviewed. 


Sixth grade classes, under the supervision of teachers Jeanne Couture and 
Mary Capriole, participated in the “The Artifact Box” program, a national proj- 
ect allows students to collect, tag, reference and exchange a set of artifacts that 
are representative of their locale. Students then send this “artifact box’’ to 
another part of the country and receive one in exchange. 


A new after-school program was initiated by Susan Dubois, the art teacher at 
Macy. Through a Horace Mann Teachers’ Grant, Mrs. Dubois invites students to 
act in a Creative Dramatics Group one afternoon a week for eight weeks. The 
strategy used is improvisational acting on issues relevant to the age group. 


In September of 1987, Macy School received two new classes: Lucy 
Mullahoo’s Special Needs class and a Bi-County Collaborative class taught by 
Jean Wolf. These programs provided a new educational experience for the entire 
Macy School Community. The integration of handicapped children offers Macy 
School a new dimension in our school culture. To assist with the integration 
process BICO parents and Macy Staff presented “Kids on the Block”’, a nation- 
ally renowned puppet show dealing with handicapped children. 


Macy School has begun a collaboration with Framingham State College in 
hosting student teachers and field Study students. In addition to providing the 
opportunity for FSC students to learn from experienced teachers, the Macy 
students have the advantage of another adult to assist them in the classroom. 


For the third consecutive year students of Agnes Westerback have received 
an award for their participation in the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency’s 
Poem Contest. 


Fifth grade students of Deborah Osborne and Priscilla Stringfellow parti- 
cipated in the Plymouth Plantation Project. Visitors in historical costume came 
to Macy School and the fifth grades went to Plymouth Plantation on a field 
trip. The program was jointly sponsored by the Bellingham School Department 
and the Massachusetts Council for the Arts and Humanities. 


Stall Brook School 


Stall Brook School reinstituted its grade six Outdoor Education Program. All 
sixth grade students may now attend Horizons for Youth Camp for one week 
during the month of May. 


School Improvement Funds were used to send every child on a Field Trip 
with no charge for transportation; several cultural activities were brought to the 
school, including a puppet theatre, musicals, and scientific presentations; in 
addition, various math and science kits were purchased. 
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A booklet entitled ‘Meet Stall Brook School” was prepared by Mrs. Kathleen 
Tirrell. The booklet describes all program offerings in the district. A copy is 
available at the school office upon request. 


Stall Brook School is trying a new Special Education Program patterned 
after the Winthrop Plan. The major focus of the plan is to mainstream Special 
Needs Students with Regular Class Students. 


South District 


The instrumental music program consists of approximately 140 students, the 
size of last year’s music program. Students in grades 4, 5 and 6 are very active 
and excited about their lessons and performing in the winter and spring con- 
certs. On October 25, 1987, they attended a Sunday concert with their parents 
at Rhode Island College. Ronald Pouliot, Instrumental Music Teacher organized 
this visit and was one of the performers. 


Many Open House programs were held along with parent visitations to 
Keough and Pinecrest Schools to explain and demonstrate the need for equal 
educational facilities for South District students. 


More than 300 visitors pledged their support for new or upgraded facili- 
ties. There was no open opposition or negative feedback. All questions were 
answered after the presentations were made and all pledged support. 


The Voters on October 6, 1987, approved the $6,700,000 sum for a new 
elementary school for the South District. The vote was a close one, 52% voted 
for the 600 pupil building and 48% were opposed to its construction. The total 
school building, grounds and facilities will be 75% reimbursable through the 
State School Building Assistance Bureau. The total principal and interest on the 
bond will be returned to the Town except for the Town’s share of 25%. There 
seems to be little organized opposition to this much needed facility, but the 
election was a close one. If it were not for the major information and market- 
ing effort put forth by the School Building Committee, the South District PTO, 
and the many concerned parents and teachers, this project would never have 
been successful. 


Everyone is pleased with our success and we are now working diligently to 
insure that the South District Staff, along with the Building Committee, are 
revising Gale Engineering’s proposals. This elementary school must give our 
community a modern educational facility for our kindergarten through six 
grade school population. It must also provide a civic meeting area along with 
recreational faciliteis for community use. 


Computers are being formally taught to grades 4, 5 and 6. Grade 3 students 
are also receiving instruction on an informal basis. Chapter I is utilizing compu- 
ters for remediation and special education students are also receiving some 
instruction in this area. Computers are being utilized extensively in the South 
District. An after school Computer Club has been formed and is working well. 
The Computer Club is under the direction of Mrs. Cathy Blase. 
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The new intramural sports program is going well. Girls Field Hockey and 
Boys Flag Football was enjoyed by our students after school. We are now start- 
ing our girls and boys basketball programs. Students and parents are very pleased 
with this program. A Physical Education Dlub has been formed for students not 
in the intramural program to encourage all students to be physically fit. Students 
are very excited about this new club under the direction of Ms. Jean McGowan. 


Our PTO is very active raising funds to sponsor many worthy school activi- 
ties. They have sponsored field trips for all students. The PTO sponsored the 
sixth grade yearbook and the sixth grade Horizons for Youth Camp Program. 
They celebrate each sixth graders entrance into Memorial Junior/Senior High 
School with a gift and celebration. Extra and special materials have been ob- 
tained through the PTO along with funding for special pr: grams. 


Our first Kindergarten Graduation Ceremony was extremely successful. 
There was standing room only. Parents, grandparents and friends were excited 
and pleased with this new program sponsored and supported by the PTO. This 
is a new annual event for parents and students to look forward to. 


The PTO and their officers are to be commended for their generous efforts in 
supporting our students, faculty and programs. 


Classroom teachers started the “Book It” reading incentive program for 
Grades 1 to 6. The purpose of this program is to encourage the students to 
read as many books as possible. Children are rewarded after achieving each 
specific goal of this multi-level reading experience. 


Memorial Junior-Senior High School 


The Forty-Ninth Commencement Exercises of the Class of 1987 were con- 
ducted outdoors on June 5, 1987. A total of 179 seniors received their diplomas 
from School Committee Chairman, Donald R. Burlingame. The valedictorian 
for the Class of 1987 was Hope Menard and Nancy L. Locklin was the class 
salutatorian. 


In January of 1987, a School Improvement Council was established. The 
council is comprised of the principal, three teachers, three parents, two students, 
and one community representative. The purpose of School Improvement Coun- 
cils, established by General Laws, Chapter 15, Section 51, is to give authority to 
schools, wishing to take advantage of School Improvement Fund Grants, the 
opportunity to determine how monies could be spent to enrich educational 
resources. Our Junior-Senior High School received a grant totaling $10,580. 


Another first four our school during 1987 is the Horace Mann Teacher Pro- 
gram. This program, also part of the Chapter 188 School Improvement Act of 
1985, is designed to compensate teachers for performing additional duties 
within our schools or districts. Through this program, some twenty-three tea- 
chers were selected as Horace Mann Teachers and they revised curricula, de- 
veloped two new courses, did follow-up studies of graduates, offered evening 
counseling sessions for parents and students, and developed a summer reading 
program for students in grades 7 through 12. 
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In preparation for the New England Association of Schools and Colleges 
visiting team evaluation, the staff continues to prepare a self-study report on 
all aspects of school life. The evaluation of our school will take place on Octo- 
ber 2, 3,4 and 5 in 1988. 


Guidance Department 


Enrichment Programs 

Each year the Guidance Department nominates outstanding students for 
acceptance and participation in the Massachusetts Advanced Studies Program. 
Four students were nominated in the 1987 program. 


Bellingham Junior-Senior High School seniors also have the opportunity to 
participate in the Dean Junior College Cooperative Enrichment Program. Ar- 
rangements have been made for up to five (5) students to enroll in one (1) 
class each at Dean for the fall and spring semester — free of charge. In 1987, we 
had two students enroll in the program, Linda Fleury and Debra Lyn Mead. 


We also have an arrangement with Massachusetts Bay Community College for 
high school seniors who qualify, to enter that school under an Early Acceptance 
program, allowing students to begin attending college classes during the 2nd 
semester of their senior year. 


In an effort to promote students’ participation in civic affairs, the Guidance 
Department Head was appointed the Assistant Registrar of Voters for the Town 
of Bellingham. This allows him to conduct official voter registration for students 
who are about to turn 18 years of age. 


Class Day exercises is an award ceremony conducted by the Guidance Depart- 
ment Head. This annual function is attended by the entire high school student 
body and faculty. Awards were presented in thirty-three categories last year. 
Awards may include pens, medals, pins, trophies, plaques and certificates of 
merit. Over one hundred students received recognition during this event held on 
Thursday, June 4, 1987. 


Over one hundred college, technical school and armed service representatives 
have visited our school in the past year to meet with interested students. Our 
guidance staff also participated in a regional college fair, held this year at Med- 
way High School on October 19, where over 150 representatives were available 
to meet with students and their parents. 


During the second semester fifteen (15) junior students attended two one- 
hour training sessions per week in peer counselor training. These students now 
monitor the Career Resource Room and are available to speak with interested 
students during each period of each day of the school week. The response to the 
availability of peer counselors continues to increase on a yearly basis, both 
through student initiated visits and faculty and counselor referrals. 


Numerous local civic groups and organizations make scholarships available to 


our high school graduates. Most scholarship applications are distributed and col- 
lected directly through the Guidance office. Any scholarships which become 
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available, whether local, regional or national competitions, are advertised in the 
senior newsletters, on Guidance bulletin boards and in local newspapers. Stu- 
dents in the Class of 1987 were offered and are taking advantage of $215,044.00 
in financial assistance to further their education. 


Two students received full-tuition scholarships at institutes of higher learning 
based on academic performance and merit. Nancy Locklin received a four-year 
full-tuition scholarship to Hartwick College in New York and Linda Fleury 
received a two-year full-tuition scholarship to Newbury College. 


In addition to scholarships available to all graduates, the Guidance Depart- 
ment also made available and completed the following special scholarship 
programs: 


— The High O’Brien Leadership Program — A Grade 10 Program 

The Century III Leaders Scholarship Program — A Grade 12 Program 

The DAR Citizenship Award Scholarship Program — A Grade 12 Program 
— The Presidential Academic Fitness Award Program — A Grade 12 Program 
The Voice of Democracy — Open to Grades 9 - 12 


In January a Career Awareness Day was held where 41 different presenta- 
tions by guest speakers were made available to the entire student body. The 
guests came from many varied backgrounds and included such guests as the local 
police and fire chiefs, and our state representative. 


We have expanded this program to include speakers throughout the year. We 
recently had the Vice-President of Nursing at Woonsocket Hospital speak to stu- 
dents about “Nursing as a Professional Career’. This Career Awareness Program 
should be of great value to students in relating school performance to the “‘world 
of work”’. 


In December a “‘Financial Aid Information Night”’ was held for students and 
their parents. A college financial aid director and a bank vice-president explained 
financial aid available and the procedure for application. 


English Department 

A first time event for Bellingham Junior-Senior High School during the past 
year was the required summer reading program. All students were required to 
read a specific number of books (depending upon level of class for the upcoming 
school year) selected from a book list compiled specifically for that purpose by 
Mrs. Janet Langenberg (school librarian) and Mrs. Christine Concannon of the 
English Department. The list was formulated by these two via a Horace Mann 
Grant. Students were required to complete book reports on the books they read 
at the end of the second week of school. These reports were graded and returned 
to the students. 


Honors level courses are now offered at all grade levels in the English Depart- 
ment. Mr. Olivio Conti of the Social Studies Department and Mrs. Lorraine 
Kilburn of the English Department are working on another first for Bellingham 
High School. Through a Horace Mann Grant, these two teachers are developing 
a course which will be identified as “American Studies Honors (grade 10)’’. The 
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course will consist of a full year each of American History and American Litera- 
ture offered back to back on a student’s schedule with the teachers presenting 
the materials in a team-teaching approach. 


White a course of English If Honors (combination of English Literature and 
American Literature offered one semester each) is presently offered, it is felt 
that the English Literature portion of that course could be expanded to a full 
year of English Literature Honors which could be offered at the eleventh grade 
level. 


A course in journalism was added to the English curriculum in September. 
The course of study was developed by Patrick Beaulieu, Science Department 
Chairman and advisor to the New Hawk Times, the school newspaper, with 
which the journalism program is closely allied. Articles reported and written by 
journalism students are published in the New Hawk Times. 


Another Horace Mann Grant provided for the complete revision of the 
English Curriculum Guide. This project, which is undoubtedly a worthwhile 
endeavor, was accomplished by Mrs. Kilburn and Mrs. Papelian. 


The English Department has a new teacher this year. Mrs. Patricia Tellier, a 
veteran teacher is presently our reading teacher. She replaced Mrs. Diane London 
who left the system. 


Social Studies Department 

In the past year the Social Studies Department has been updating and improv- 
ing its curriculum. Three Horace Mann Teacher Grants are being utilized for this 
purpose. One grant was used to modify and improve the existing required his- 
tory courses. The other two grants are being used to develop two new courses: 
American Studies - Honors — Grade 10 and an Advanced Placement - Modern 
European History course. 


The Social Studies Department participated in the bicentennial of the U.S. 
Constitution by organizing an assembly to discuss the legal aspects of the Consti- 
tution. A guest lawyer, Thomas Curley, a former federal prosecutor, spoke to a 
number of classes in the auditorium. 


In recent months, members of the social studies faculty have attended profes- 
sional conferences such as the Northeast Regional Conference on Social Studies 
and the Annual Framingham State History Conference. 


Science Department 
Veteran science teacher Carol Manning returned in September from a year’s 
leave of absence. The leave had been requested to consider career alternatives. 


The revision of the science curriculum that will result in the situating of a 
physical science program in Grade 9 began in September with the implementa- 
tion of Earth Science in Grade 8. In addition, the nationally-acclaimed honors 
program, IPS (Introductory Physical Science), will be implemented in Septem- 
ber, 1988. 
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A rigorous accelerated science program that allows a small number of Grade 7 
students to study Grade 8 Earth Science at the honors level began in September. 
Students who complete the accelerated program will have the option of electing 
one or more advanced placement courses in the 11th and 12th grades. Five 
seventh graders are currently enrolled in the program. 


The Science Department has received a Horance Mann Grant to develop a 
science laboratory syllabus to be completed in June, 1988. Participating science 
teachers are Carol Manning, Donald Christie and Patrick Beaulieu. 


Mathematics Department 
During 1987 the Mathematics Department welcomed Miss Marie Szydlik who 
replaces Mr. N. Andre Thrudeau during his one year leave of absence. 


Work was begun on the self-evaluation in anticipation of the fall 1988 visita- 
tion by an NEASC evaluation team. A curriculum report was formulated for 
mathematics and will be presented to the entire faculty for approval by the end 
of the year. 


The mathematics curriculum guide was revised and updated to reflect current 
trends and newly adopted textbooks. 


Foreign Language Department | 

Foreign languages offered to the students of Bellingham Memorial Junior- 
Senior High School are French, Spanish and Latin. A total of 310 students, 
Grades 8-12, are enrolled in language courses. An additional 44 seventh graders 
are enrolled in our new foreign language exploratory class. This course is de- 
signed to expose seventh graders to all three foreign languages offered. In addi- 
tion, students are made aware of the relationship of these languages to English. 
It is hoped that all students in the exploratory program will choose to study a 
foreign language in more depth and will be able to make a more knowledgeable 
choice in the future. 


Business Department 

During the 1987 school year, the Business Department updated its word 
processing equipment by acquiring IBM Quietwriter Word Processors through a 
Federal Grant of $11,500. The department is now offering College Preparatory 
Accounting for those students who desire to continue their studies in the areas 
of business administration and accounting at the junior college/college level. In 
RPG II programming, the students are able to utilize the school department 
IBM System 36, the latest state-of-the-art mini computer, for programming and 
data entry. 


Industrial Arts Department 

The Industrial Arts Department has completed another successful year. 
Despite the decline in enrollment, the department has been able to continue 
offering all programs. Unfortunately, we suffered an unusually high non- 
selection rate for our eighth grade program. 
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Mr. Alfred Wade, who has professionally served the Bellingham School De- 
partment for the last 21 years will be retiring in June 1988, at which time we 
will have three teachers left in the department. 


A computer aided drafting program is about to be offered for our drafting 
department and should be implemented for the next school year. 


An air filtration system has been purchased for the wood shop and will soon 
be installed. The annual Industrial Arts display was held last spring and, as 
always, was well received. 


Physical Education Department 
The Bellingham High School Physical Education Department has recently 
completed the following: 


1. Tested all students in grades seven, eight, nine and ten in the mile run. 


2. Tested all students in grades seven, eight, nine and ten on the AAPHER 
physical fitness test. 


The physical education curriculum in grades seven, eight, nine and ten places 
emphasis on learning the skills of each listed activity. Grades eleven and twelve 
have an elective curriculum, which describes various activities a student may 
enjoy in his/her after school years. 


The outdoor activities taught in grades seven, eight, nine and ten are track 
and field, flag football, field hockey, soccer and softball. The indoor activities 
include weight training and conditioning, volleyball, basketball, aerobic exercis- 
ing, floor hockey and recreational games. 


The elective program for grades eleven and twelve include the following out- 
door activities: tennis, jogging, archery, softball and soccer. The indoor activi- 
ties include: weight training and conditioning, volleyball, basketball, aerobic 
dancing, floor hockey and recreational games. 


Music Department 

Students in the High School marching Blackhawks Band had a busy schedule 
during the fall of “87”. Along with providing half time entertainment at all 
home football games, the band performed for the first time at the opening cere- 
monies of the Woonsocket Autumfest. 


Friends of Music operated the newly completed concession stand at the foot- 
ball field. This was the fourth year the “Friends” have operated the concession 
stand. Proceeds from items sold through the operation of the concession stand 
are used to support the band program. 


Eight of our senior high students have recently competed for a position in 
the Massachusetts Music Educators All-Star Band and Orchestra. In addition, 
music students in grades 7-12 performed their annual Christmas Concern on 
December 16.

The seven and eight grade music program has moved into its third successful 
year. Students have their own Casio Keyboard. They learn note reading, rhythm 
and harmony by playing their favorite songs. 


New this year is a piano class which is available to students in grades 9-12. 
Since this class meets everyday, students will learn basic piano theory that will 
include chords, key and time signatures. Individualized instruction is stressed so 
students can work at their own pace. After several weeks of piano class, students 
are pleased to see that they can perform their favorite music on the piano. 


Art Department 

Several changes took place this year in the Art Department. Mrs. Helen 
Pierce, after twenty-two years of service, retired from teaching. Mrs. Renee 
Finlay was appointed department head and Mr. Joseph Ryan was added to the 
Art Department via a transfer from the elementary district. 


Mrs. Finlay has the department moving in new areas. An advanced place- 
ment program in art studio and art portfolio is being studied. A traveling ex- 
change art exhibit was developed within the Tri-Valley Schools and through the 
Bellingham Arts Council, funds were made available to purchase frames for the 
display of students’ art work at the Town Hall and Administration Building. 
Arts Council funds alsc allowed forty students to attend the Helga exhibit at 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 


A Horace Mann Grant allowed the department to review and revise the art 
curriculum, and a School Improvement Fund Grant purchased three art display 
cases for students’ art work. 


Special Education Department 

A pilot program was initiated in September 1987 called the Transitional Pro- 
gram. Students from grades 7 and 8 enrolled in this program are experiencing 
the team teaching of a regular education and a special education teacher of 
Science and U.S. History. Both special education and regular education students 
are placed in a regular class setting and assisted individually as necessary. 


National Honor Society 

On April 30, 1987, forty-five juniors and seniors were inducted into the 
National Honor Society. Eligibility for membership in the Honor Society in- 
cludes scholarship, leadership, character and service. A celebration dinner fol- 
lowed the ceremony with parents, members of the faculty and inductees in 
attendance. Mr. Eric Cohn, Advisor, along with the assistance of Music Director, 
Mr. Harry Schreffler provided an excellent evening for all. 


Drama Club 

On March 26 and 27 the Bellingham High School Drama Club, under the 
direction of Mr. Edward Vento, presented a challenging and entertaining soap 
opera farce entitled “Destiny”, written by Tim Kelly. Seventeen talented stu- 
dent actors, drawn from grades seven through 12, delighted each night’s audi- 
ence with exceptional performances. 
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Since then, club members have been meeting weekly to sharpen their dra- 
matic skills and prepare for the next production. New officers have been elected 
and committees for publicity, stage properties, and prompting have been 
established. 


On Saturday, December 19, 1987, forty-two Drama Club members and 
friends will spend an enjcyable day in New York City. The highlight of the trip 
will be the Christmas Spectacular at-Radio City Music Hall. 


DECA 

In March of 1987, the 36 DECA students from Bellingham High School com- 
peted at State DECA Competitions held in Falmouth, MA. Bellingham High 
School competed at State DECA Competitions held in Falmouth, MA. Belling- 
ham High School came away with a first place finish in the State, a first in our 
school’s history, with a total of 11 state winners who continued on to the 
National Competitions in New Orleans, LA, April 29 - May 4, 1987, with Ad- 
visor Christine Senecal. Students attending Nationals included: Daniel Brown, 
Nicki Morin, Beth Thornton, Michelle Archambault, Linda Simpson, JoAnne 
Hope, Dyan Loof, Christopher Charron, Lise Pelletier, Kristen Connolly and 
Dina Honour. Miss Honour, with her written manual, received a 4th place award 
at New Orleans. 


Audio-Visual Department 

During the last year the A.V. Department benefited from a School Improve- 
ment Fund Grant by purchasing a 46 inch Mitsubishi projection television. This 
unit, has already proved useful during a recent Social Studies seminar held in the 
auditorium and has also been used on a weekly basis by the football team. 


Also purchased within the A.V. budget were an R.C.A. Camcorder, a new 
color television, and a video tape recorder. Additional educational video tapes 
have been added to our video tape library, bringing our inventory to over three 
hundred hours of programming now available to the faculty to augment planned 
instruction. 


Athletic Department 
The 1987-1988 year in interscholastic athletics at Bellingham High School 
featured many outstanding individual and team performances. 


During the 1986-1987 winter season, the Girls Basketball Team qualified for 
tournament play after a strong regular season. Senior, Kim Trites reached the 
1000 career point plateau and became the first female athlete to attain that 
honor. The Freshman Boys Basketball Team completed an undefeated season 
and are projected as the team of the future. Additional participation oppor- 
tunities in basketball were offered with the introduction of a full program for 
both boys and girls at the seventh and eighth grade levels. 


Over 65 candidates competed for positions in JV and Varsity Baseball at the 
start of the 1987 spring season. Boys and girls Spring Track Teams produced 
individual records in many track and field events and the Tennis and Gclf Teams 
showed significant improvement in individual performances. The Girls Softball 
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Team finished a strong TVL season and defeated South Boston and Hanover 
before falling to Case High School in post-season tournament play. 


In the Fall of 1987, the Field Hockey Team shared the Tri-Valley League 
Championship with Medway and a strong Volleyball Team finished second in the 
League. Senior, David Winship remained unbeaten in Tri-Valley League Cross 
Country competition. Most satisfying was the emergence of Bellingham High 
School Football as the League Champion, the first title in the twenty year his- 
tory of the program. The team remained unbeated through ten games - 8 - 0 - 2. 


The outlook for the 1987-1988 winter season is optimistic with the return of 
experienced veterans in basketball, winter track and ice hockey. 


Special Education 

The Special Education Program continued to develop excellent programs to 
maintain and return Special Needs Children to a public school environment 
within the Bellingham Public School System or within the Blackstone and BICO 
Collaboratives. However, the Superintendent of Schools, Peter Vangel, and the 
Director of Special Services, Paul Primavera, are concerned about the large num- 
ber of special needs students remaining in limited mainstreaming programs. Cer- 
tainly, the intent of Chapter 766 was to identify students, modify their pro- 
grams, and develop individualized educational plans to meet their special needs, 
but we believe it was never intended to use Chapter 766 to isolate more students 
from the mainstream, the regular classroom environment. With this premise in 
mind, the Special Needs Program stated in September of 1987, a Team Teaching 
Pilct Program based on the Winthrop Public School Plan. The director of Special 
Services, several special needs teachers, and regular classroom teachers visited the 
Winthrop Middle School to observe and discuss the Transitional Team Approach. 
Team Teaching Pilot Programs have been implemented in grades five and six at 
the Stall Brook and Keough Schools and in grades seven and eight, in the subject 
areas of science and social studies, at the Memorial Junior-Senior High School. 


Chapter One Program 

The Chapter One Program, with reduced funding, was able to continue with 
remedial programs in math and reading in the two eligible elementary school dis- 
tricts, South School District and Stall Brook. A remedial reading program in 
grades seven and eight at the Memorial Junior-Senior High School is also in 
operation. Bellingham Chapter I Parent Coordinator, Rosanne Remillard, suc- 
cessfully improved the functioning of the Parent Advisory Council, started the 
first Chapter I Parent Newsletter, and has increased parent involvement in the 
Chapter I Program. 


Adult Education Program 

The Bellingham Adult Education Program operated for two terms — spring 
and fall of 1987. A total of twenty-one courses were offered through the pro- 
gram with over two hundred adults involved. Each session lasted ten weeks and 
courses were generally offered from 7:00 to 9:00 P.M. on Mondays, Tuesdays, 
and Wednesdays. Leisure time and craft activities such as Oriental cooking, 
stained glass, quilting, safe boating and basketweaving were offered. In addition, 
skill courses in word processing, micro-computers, SAT Review, and Keyboard- 
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ing were available. Finally, one-night seminars in real estate trust, cholesterol 
screening, and the job market were offered to the public. 


The Adult Basic Education Program continued to operate each semester. 
Three teachers were hired to assist adults to prepare for their general equiva- 
lency diploma or simply to improve basic skills in reading, mathematics and 
English. 


School Employees 

The education of Bellingham students is a responsibility shared by 301 school 
employees. These employees provide a variety of programs and services to our 
youth. Some of our employees are hired on a part-time basis and work a limited 
number of hours.
